BERLIN, April 23.— The rnost inter- 
esting political (joaslp of the wook con- 
corns the alleged ImpenainK appoiut- 
nicnt of Herr von 1-Icydf-brand, leader 
of the Conservative party, ;us Pruss3lan 
Minister of Interior. Herr von Hey- 
debraiul is known as the "uncrowned 
King of Pru-ssia." Ho Kilned thl.s title 
durlnpr the Reichstag struBg-lo In con- 
nexion with the Finance Reform Bill, 
wlilch led to the retirement of Prince 
unlow. Although politically the_..most 
powerful, Herr von Heydebrand la 
physically the emalleat man In Pnr- 
llament. His stature Is almost dwarf- 
Uko, and his entire boarlnpr corres- 
pondingly modest and Rclf-effarliiK, l)m 
his skill, Innuoncp and autluui iiro 
Napoleonic. It has been said tliat hl.s 
elevation to the Prussian Home, Office 
would be equivalent to the surrender 
of t!ie crown to the uncrowned ruler 
of tlie realm.

Tho pro- 
ceedings were conducted with great 
harshness and injustice, and though tho 
evidence wa« ""^ fl'm'^lPst, the Prl- 
blcevlcs were 'condemned to twelve 
y(ars' rlgorous Imprisonment, and 
tw 'nty-nlne of their fellow prisoners 
to terms varying from four to seven 
years.

■ In enlarging the powers of the 
: City Engineer the City Council has 
exhibltecl much good sense, and we 
understand that Its action is approv- 
ed of by no one more heartily than 
those, whoso Jurisdiction in respect 
. d) public works has boon somGWhat 
: curtailed. Every oa.pable offScor 
j wishes to have his duties doll nod, 
and to know that he is not likely to 
come Into collision with other otlicerK. 

The Engineer has hce:i Klven wiiat 
he has asked Cor. In this respect 
• he is like the Fire Chief, who came, 
saw what he wanted, asked for it, 
got It, and has made good. AVo' have 
no doubt that the City Knglncer will 
have an equally good record, when 
he has had time to develop and carry 
out his plans. We are going to ask 
something of the citizens, and It is 
, that they will give the Engineer a 
chance. He has a very serious task 
before him, Snd he ought not to be 
hurried. He cannot be expected to 
know more about the situation and 
'how to deal -w^lth It from the observa- 
tions of a few months than the sev- 
eral City Councils have been able to 
learn in many years. He will have 
the advantage that comes from. the 
fact that he will approach the vari- 
ous problems with no preconceived 
ideas and without sectional preju- 
dice, but he ha,3 a right to be given 
sufficient time to look around him 
before he attempts much In the way. 
of details. 

We would like to impress upon 
citizens that things have changed 
very rapidly in Victoria during the 
past few yearp. There are a great 
many more people here than former- 
■Jy. There are rnany more miles of 
streets. The volume of heavy trafllc 
has been nuiltiplied. The use of 
. motor cars has become very general. 
■'These things make the street problem 
biuch more serious than It used to 
bo. The change has come about so 
quickly that, even with all the ener- 
getic work that has been done during 
the past few years, there Is a good 
deal of leeway to he made up. Vic- 
toria emerged from semi-vlUago con- 
ditions to city conditions almost be- 
fore wo realized what was taking 
place, and the municipal i)roblem 
has increased in dillicuUy correspond- 
ingly. The City Council is making a 
praiseworthy effort to meet the re- 
quirements of the case, but there is 
so nnich to be done that, as one gen- 
tleman said yesterday, if the . Alder- 
men tried to attend to everything 
they would not have an hour to de- 
vote to their own business. We are 
hopeful of very good results from 
the new order of things, and think 
we can promise the City Engineer 
that the citizens are most anxious 
that be shall make a good record and 
that they will extend him every rea- 
sonable support. 

AN ISLAND INDUSTRY 

The Colonist has been advised 
ever since the negotiations were be- 
gun that certain large collieries were 
likely to pass Into the hands of new 
owners, but at the request of the 
parties Interested It said nothing 
about the matter. The Incorporation 
of the Canadian Collieries Lilmltcd, 
■with head offices at Victoria, Justifies 
a reference to the matter w'hich we 
would not otherwise make. The com- 
pany is to have a capital . of 
$20,000,000, and the names of the 
provisional directors show that capi- 
talists very closely identified witli 
tho Canadian Northern are planning 
to engage In very extensive opera- 
tions on .Vancouver Island. Further 
than this we do not feel warranted 
in going at present. 

In mentioning this matter wo wish 
to draw attention to the fact that 
this largo interest, which the capital- 
ists behind this project are about to 
acquire in Vancouver Island, Is di- 
rectly attributable to the railway 
policy of the McBrlde Government. 
We do not recall that lie ever said 
so In a public address, but Mr. Mc- 
Brlde has always taken the position 
that the Identification of Messrs. 
'Mackenzie and Mann with British 
'Columbian railways meant much 
more to the province than appeared 
at first sight. This was seen some 
time ago, when Mr. Mann acquired 
valuable properties at the head of 
Portland ' Canal and set about rail- 
way construction to develop them. 
On tlie heels of this comes thla an- 
nouncement of a coal-mining com- 
pany with a very large capital. . Mr. 
Mann Is himself the authority for 
..saying that In good time lie and his 
-•associates will engage In tlie iron and 
steel Industry here, if no one else 
gets ahead of tlicm. In an indirect 
way tho association of these gcntlc- 
inen with British Columbia enter- 
prises will mean very muchj. for It

THE UNIVERSITy^-iSITp? 

A correspondent writes us asking 
why Victoria is doing nothing to 
l)rcss her claims as a site for tho 
tJalvoralty. He^ Is =ngt quite correct 
In thinking that nothlngr has .been, 
done, lor we imderstad the case for 
tlie city is being prgparod; but In 
i ciijy to Ills question ■ wo qanV.speak 
lor ourselves and say that the reason 
the Colonist has not advocated a 
University campaign is because wo 
have felt that the members of tho 
Commission to name the locality 
ouKlil to be ijcrmittod to aiiprnach 
tho question Irom the standpoint o£ 
the merits. We, have not thought, 
and do not now think, that a Com- 
mission of cniinc:it educationists 
would be Intluenced by resolutions 
passed by bodies called for tho pur- 
pose Of passing them. We have not 
felt that the determination of tho lo- 
cality for the University Is a matter 
to be decided by countinK noses. (>Mr 
view or tho matter has hi'cn thnt 
when tho Commissioners visit \'lc- 
torla the advantages of the locality 
for an educational centre should be 
placed before them forcefully and ful- 
ly, and yet In a manner consistent 
with tho Inipnrl.incc of the iiuostiou 
to be determined. Wo have never 
thought that the tactics which might 
be employed to secure a political con- 
vention; or a prlzo-llKht, niipht to be 
used In connection with the estab- 
lishment of a great educational cen- 
tre. We decline to believe that the 
Commissioners can be stampeded 
Into a decision by moans of resolu- 
tions. 'Wo go further, and say that 
if Victori.-i is not the best i)lace for 
the chief educational institution of 
the province, we sliall not protest 
if It is located elsewhere; but wc 
waht a decision of tho case ' on Us 
merits, and believe It will be so de- 
cided. Tho campaign that is being' 
made against Victoria seems to us 
to afford very conclusive evidence 
that the champions' of other locali- 
ties arc afraid to have tlie case de- 
cided upon the merits and are endea- 
voring' to offset tlic unquestionable 
advantages of Victoria by appeals to 
local * feeling. The Government has 
asked, educational experts to settle 
this question, - and it seems to ns :to 
he in exceedingly bad ta.sto for any- 
one to attempt to influence tlieir de- 
cision by the passage of resolutions. 
Wljat the Govomm^nt and the coun- 
try want is not the opinion of self- 
constituted conventions, but expert 
educationalists. 



INJURING THE CITY ' . 

It may be recalled that when tho 
Colonist' expressed an opinion favor- 
able to the site selecto'tl for a High 
School by a majority of tlie School 
Boai'd, its evening contenniorar.v 
made a contemptible insinuation 
that this paper had changed its 
opinion and a.sked for an explanation 
altliough W(; ha.l never previously ex- 
pres-fcd any oijinion on the .subject. 
We thought nothing of it at tlie time, 
looking upon It as simply a fresh ex- 
hibition of the spirit of nastlness 
with which the discussion of almost 
evei-j' public question Is approached 
by that newspaper, and we care very 
little as a newspaper for it now, be- 
cause the standing of the Colonist is 
too high to be affected by such tac- 
tics; but It has been pointed out to 
us that a use is made of such para- 
graplis to the detriment of Victoria. 
For some months past the reputation 
of Victoria all over Canada and the 
United States has been assailed on 
the strength of insinuations against 
the city ofTiccrs which have appeared 
In the columns of that paper. Tele- 
grams have been sent out alleging 
that there Is a perfect carnival of 
municipal corruption, and an effort 
has been made on the stfength of tho 
references above mentioned to create 
the liiiiircasion abroad that there Is a 
ring that Is endeavoring to force upon 
the city an undesirable - site for the 
High School. As these' stories spread 
they lose nothing in tlie telling. A 
stranger comes to Victoria, and ho 
finds Olio of the papers representing 
editorially and by cartoons that 
municipal affairs are In an exceed- 
ingly bad way. He roads that a 
question has been raised as to the 
sultabllty of the site chosen for an 
Important iiubllc bulldinK, and this Is 
followed up by an husinuatlon tliat 
one of the city papers has suddenly 
and without apparent reason changed 
its attitude towards tlie silection. 
Such a person Is apt to conchido 
from those things that this la a city 
that it Is well to keep away from. 
Rival cities take good care that such 
things are not allowed to be forgot- 
ten. The citizens spend thousands of 
dollars in endoiivorlng to make the 
city favorably known abroad, and 
their efforts are checkmated by the 
publication of things calculated tq 
create the Impression that corrup- 
tion and misrule are rife within the 
city. ■ \\'(} tlilnit this is an exceed- 
ingly unfortunate state of things. Its 
oftecst Isrllke tHo yellow flftg>qf »^quar- 
ahtlne. Only a short tlmo 'ago a iist- 
ter appeared In a liaper published In 
tli(! United .States, in which was set 
forth a story of niuiilclpal rottcnnes.s 
In respect to Victoria ithat was of the 
extremest kind, , and It was based 
wholly upon allegations made In our 
local contemporary, allegations, not 



one. of which It could prove when it 
was called upon to make good Us 
statements before the Itoyal Com- 
missioner. We stand for every rea- 
sonable liberty of tho press, but tills 
liberty does not. In our opinion, ex- 
tend far enough to permlt',%^ news- 
paper to Indulge in insinuations of 
wrongdoing which it cannot prove. 



THE PLACE OF THE HUMORIST. 

Mark Twain has left us, and the 
reading world feels a sense of bereave- 
ment. Tho humorist has his mission 
as well as the philosopher; perhaps, in- 
deed, th,9. truo'humorist is of necessity 
a philosopher. ' Mark Twain was more 
than a funny man. Ho made us laugh 
often, but he showed us many times 
how close akin laughter Is to tears. 
Ho was more than a witty man. Pos- 
sibly some critics might deny him tho 
quality of wit. He was more than 
droll, althongli at times no one could 
be more so. He possessed the faculty 
of seeing things In a proper- perspective 
and had a genius for stating them so 
that others could see them as ho did. 
Ho loved humanity in tho mass. He 
tliought people were as a rule pretty 
good, and Ijo found life worth living. 
What he had' to give he gave freely. 
His talent wa.s not hidden In a napkin, 
lie may not have erected "a monument 
miire lasting than brass," but ho shed 
sunshine and happiness upon the paths 
of millions. The lime will come when 
tlie llavor of his wit will become stale, 
for futuro ger.erati'in.s may not fully 
grasp Ills meaning, for lack of the 
knowledge 'ttf events contemporary 
witli hirn; but the memory of his klnd- 
heartedness will linger long and ho will 
pass into history as a fragrant memory. 

Tlie humorist has his place In the 
world and It Is^Xari from being a minor 
one. We do not go to owls for wis- 
dom, although they are the most solemn 
of all' the forithercd creation. Burns 
sighed for the power to "see oursels as 
itliers see -.'.s," Init while he siglied lie 
hold up a mirror in which we find our- 
selves rcllectcd. The. humorist sheds a 
light that Is able to pierce through tho 
mist liypocri.oy. Solemnity surrounds 
things with sliadows. But even if the 
humorist were .loss than this. If he 
were simply a giver of temporary 
pleasure, his place would be not to be 
despised. Under the trees before the 
window are a number of those lovoly 
little lilies, which Victorlaiia prize so 
greatly. They. have no valiie In dollars 
or cents; y oil cannot turn them to any 
use, but thc.v make the world just a 
little better to live in. as the meadow 
lark did, which sang in tlie garden this 
morning. When in .the beginning the 
Creator ' looked out upon the things 
which He had made and saw that they 
were all good, there was not a solemn 
thing in tho heaven* above, the earth 
beneath or the waters under the earth. 
Dulness and solemnity arc human In- 
ventions. The humorist would have 
sung for joy with the Morning Stars; 
the soleiim man would have sliakeii his 
head dolefully and thought that It w;is 
a little premature to celebrate the lay- 
ing of the foundations ' of the earth. 
We are not- expected to live In the con- 
stant fear of death. We should not 
always look for shadows on life's jiatli- 
way. We should give ourselves a 
chance to be happy, and In this we 
have no better help than that which the 
humorists give us. 



Some months ago the Colonist sug- 
gested that the city should under- 
take to put the trunk roads leading 

out of the city In first-class shape. 
The idea coniniended itself to a num- 
ber of the Aldermen, who spoke to 
tills ijaper approvingly; .but It was 
felt that no definite step ought to be 
taken until the new City I'^ngineer 
had been appointed. We are very 
glad to see that .Mr. Smith has taken 
the matter i,i hand and lu-oposes a 
very excellent plan. .Asphalt is pro- 
posed as the surfacing material. 
There Is no doubt as to the excel- 
lence i-if this material. It Is going to 
cost i|citi; a lot of money. There are 
certain things that come high, but 
we must have them, and good streets 
are among tho number.

place him beyond the reach of anx- 
•iety or want. It Itself what he is 
asked is not really wrong and the 
money is .so greatly needed. Biit 
his wife has clearer eyes, she has no 
doubts and no misgivings. Come 
what mav, the niuu she loves must be 
to her the ideal of her girlhood. l?y 
lier stiengtli he wins. !She knows 
tliere are things which gold cannot 
outweigh. 

An old lady whoso whole lifetime 
has been one of work and who in 
the evening of her days still looks for 
opportunities If, service Is surrounded 
by the love of her children. She has 
given of hers.olf, her time, her labor, 
lier care and her love In the years 
that have gone by. Now she lias 
nothing but their memory to leave be- 
hind her. Cou}d any. fortune bo more 
precious? 

No tho things of moat worth in 
this world, ibvo and honor and pur- 
ity, all that we mean by the word 
goodness, are not to be bought or 
changed by money. The love of tlio 
beauty In the world around us Is not 
insplri-'d by It. By those who must be 
content to do without many of the 
things which gold can buy, -the fine 
clothes, the rich food, the beautiful 
houses and- carefully kciu grounds, 
<ind what to -some of us Is more to be 
.coveted ; the power- ol helping others, 
'the,'! tlibught that, .these are not the 
'grekt'estftnlngs In'.ilfe should be cher- 
ished. 

Every housewife In Victoria will 
sympathize with the petition of the 
-civil servants of this province and 
hope that It may be granted. Expen- 
ses have Inereasefl evei-ywhere and 
all wlio live on a salary have felt 
the burden. AVhilo the resources of 
the province, as of the whole country 
have developed and while many have 
profited by Its progress the salaries 
of many of the civil servants of the 
Dominion have not raised. Tho gen- 
erous action of our own government 
may have made their, hardships seem 
greater. 

Canada is a rich country and the 
men and women who serve her should 
be placed beyond the reach of wants.

Interest was aroused and tl.e Ladies 
Guild of the Seamen's Institute, with 
Mrs. Troup as; Its energetic and prac- 
tical president, was formed. It was at 
once determined to erect a suitable 
building nnd now It only wants the co- 
operation of tho public, to have at the 
entrance of the harbor an ' institute 
whore the' men to whom wc all owo 
so much. can spend their leisure time 
pleasantly. TOe women, as well as the 
business- merr< -of i' the city, should 
listen to the appeal made to them. To 
keep this hoihe open is all most of us 
can do in the way of hospitality to 
these visitors from far away lands, as 
well as from the more distant ports of 
our own province. To do this little 
well is worth some sacrifice for wo 
should not forget ihaL the prosperity 
we enjoy is in no small degree owing 
to '"The men that go down to the sc.i 
in ships." 

Tho wonion of the United -States 
.^nro justly indignant because in the cen- 
sus which is being taken housewives 
are written down as pe<i])le who linvo 
no occupation. Tliere is a not Inconsid- 
erable section of tlie women of that 
country which believes tiiat a wife 
ought to be paid a salary for the work 
which she performs. Ju.'^t because the 
(lualtlos which make .'i good wife are 
to husband and clillilren, priceless, it 
la felt by most women that to claim 
renumeriition for sucli work as can be 
measured, is unfitting. It may bo sen- 
timental, but there still exists a feel- 
ing that the union between husband 
and wife should be so close, the con- 
lldenco so complete, that neither shoultl 
be Independent of tho other where 
money Is concerned. If housband and 
wife are not ready to share their world- 
ly goods they sliould not t>o marrled.But 
this is <iuitc a different tiling from the 
state's writing down a housewife as a 
woman of no occupation. .-V man's 
jioint of view is taken from the Chicago 
Record Herald: 

There will be widespread approval 
of the iirotcst which certain prominent 
club women of Kentuckj' liave lodged 
A-ith the census bureau against tho 
listing of liousewvies as people who 
have no occupation. If there is any- 
body in tills world -wlio has more 
steady occu|-)ation than the housewife, 
the public would like to have hi.=i or her 
identity estiLblLslicd. To list ,a woman 
v.-lio cooks for a iiu.^band and fl\-e 
children, makes the beds, . docs the 
swooping, patches the little breeches, 
d.'irns tho stockings and inakes her 
own clothes a-s a person with no occu- 
pation, i.s a wrong that certainly de- 
serves righting. Perhaps the man who 
prepared .tho ,bl9.nk that is to bo used 
hy the enii.nie'rttfprs' lives at a family 
hotel and hay. ii? ■wife -wtio kills timps 
by playing solitaire, or reading the best 
sellers. ' -,<•-. 

It 'is td'vbe ^regrelttea that the Wo- 
men's University Club of 'Vancouver 
should have' taken 'paft In the agita- 
tion for Becurl»g><th6 Untyerslty for 
tlio Lower Malnlba'J. It -was just to 
a\ old such sect16halls'm that the 
Commission --wtfS'o'' appointed. ■" The 
gentlemen whc^'tSQmpOs'e" it are quite 
unprejudiced an* icompetent'' to "per- 
form a task intoswhlch questions of 
the interest of any section of the 
province should not enter, 

Tliere is no doubt that the estab- 
Ilshinent of a University in or near 
any city will bring to it advantages 
llnuncial, social and intellectual. But; 
the question is not what is best for 
\'lctoria. Vancouver, New Westmin- 
ster, Vernon or Kaniloops, but what 
will bo beat for tlie men and women, 
who will. In the futu''e, use the Uni- 
versity. The educated men and wo- 
men of British Columbia should liavc 
shown themselves superior to tactics 
that, If the Commission is worthy of 
tlie trust reposed in It, will be as 
useless as they are undignified. 

There is no ihtelligent teacher of 
a graded school 'who hag' not felt the 
ditliculty of dealing in a class with 
backward pupils. There is always 
the (iii'-'stion in the consclontloue 
teacher's mind as, to whether it is 
right to keep forty-live children 
waiting while the live, who do not 
understand the oxpl.'matlon already 
comprehended by them. arc being 
taught. Devices without number are 
resorted to !:i order that the many 
do not lo.se time wh)le the few are 
being kept In line. The success of 
thoso is the measure of the teacher's 
skill and ability. 

I'iut thcrw are, in almost all classes, 
l)ui)ils wliose capacity for learninf? 
certain subjects Is below the average. 
Sometimes it is spelling that baffles 
the little student, and day after day 
failure discou rages him or her. Now 
and again rending is tho dldlculty. 
Far oftcner It is arlthniotic that 
stands in the way of promotion and 
keeps tho pnpH going over tho samo 
reader till the lessons lose all their 
beauty and interest. Then there are 
children who are wanting in me- 
chanical ability. To such, drawing 
and kindred subjects make life a 
veritable burden. It Is such children 
that leave srliool as soon as they can 
persuade their parents to allow tliein 
to go to work, and thoy make up the 
greater number of truants. Oftcner 
they plod along, endiiring tho morti- 
fication of seeing younger brothers 
and sisters pass them with a forti- 
tude and consciontlousncss that are 
often too little appreciated. Parents 
and teachers find fault with thotn for 
what they cannot help or bear in 
grieved silence with what Is to them 
a constant soiircti- of humiliation. 

These b.nckward children have 
nrousod the sympathy ot Mr. R. H. 
Paul, the superintendent ot our city 
schools. Ho has Introduced Into tho 
classes of three df the large feraded 
schools what is known as the Batayla 
system. In addition to thie regultir 
teacher another helps . In the more 
crowded clagsrooms so that Individu- 
al attention may be given to' those 
who need 'It most'. Then a room js 
■provided whe'rb those pupils" 'who 
find any subject'" spcblally ' dlfflbi^Jt 
may be taughi 'quite by themselves. 
It has been found, In nianiy cases, 
that , with this individual att0ntjon 
and with help and sympathy, the dif- 
ficulties have, .disappeared- and, the 
hoys and 'girls' have gone- back to 
their classes to . take thelt places 
\vlth .a" newborn .. confidence . In. their 
own ability, which has enabled : them 
to succeed" better V.ilian s.ome - of' their 
classmates. It,'' may readily be. be- 
lieved that suohV'work needs special 
qualincatlons, "-Not" only must this 
Instructor have teaching ability of a 
high order,' but she must have good 
tact and sympathy nnd Inexhaustible 
pntlcnco. Thoro Is, however, no 
work more worth tho doing than this 
of helping pupils to overcome dlfti- 
oultles, 1:;. ; .. 




Ii may ue asKou wnciher soino such 
system might not too, employed at 
tlie other end ot the scale. There are 
pupils of .unusual ability who aro 
hampered in their progress by the 
necessity' of keeping pace with tho I 
majority of tlieir fellow pupils. These 
children are, in some ot tiie scliools, 
allowed', at tho end ot tlie year to 
take their places in a class above 
that to which those ^^■llu liave not 
made as good showing, are put. If 
thoy could have had some special In- 
struction in the M-ork of tho grade 
which they, as the childish phrr.se 
goes, have "skipped" their progress 
would be still more rapid. But wo 
may be very thankful for what ivo 
have. , Waiting will not do- the child 
whose intellect ' is active any' great 
harm. Tho busy brain -will ilnd 
something with which to occupy its 
thoughts, > ■ • -. 

It must not bo taken for granted, 
however, that the puplla Who are in 
need of this special help have not 
real ability. A very able and suc- 
jcessful *teacher wag accustomed to 
say that he always wondered what 
became of the clever pupils. Nothing 
is more surprisin;,' tiian to see boys 
wlio v/er'e' regunleil in tiieir classes 
as dunces,- developing into useful 
men, or girls wlio seemed unable to 
learn, making' good housewiv<'S or 
successful busino.s.s women. That the 
scliooklays of ■ such children are be- 
ing made happier ami more prolitable 
is something for wlilch th(?y and 
their parents, no loss than their 
teachers;vniay thank the City Super- 
intendent. 

Cu-operatin,g witli tlie.'--e Canadian 
wunien is .Mrs. Hewiii, wife of a leading 
London banker, who spent a large 
part of last year in travelling Ibrou.ijh 
Canada. 'I'liis lady was greatly ini- 
pressiui with the need of woman's 
labor In Canada. Like other observant 
Englishwomen she seems to l;iave real- 
ized thai tho SQryant, however ex- 
cellent, trained to work lu the homes 
of England,., will at 'first be very mucii 
out of her element In this country, in 
conjunction with the Canadian asso- 
ciation she is advocating the estab- 
lishment of colonial^ training colleges 
in England, where w'omen can be pre- 
liurcd for the work that Will be ex- 
pected of them as mother's helps on 
Canadian farms. 

On this side arrangements liavc been 
made to welcome' tho women wlien 
they come. 1'lie org.-inizlng secretary 
is Miss St. .Toliii Wileman ;uid there is 
nil udvisnry board composed of gentle- 
men, most of whom are members of 
the provincial and Dominion govern- 
ments. Tliere is a disposition on the 
part oCsome of the papers of the mid- 
dle west - to rif.icule these training 
sch6plsfSs!iimpractlcal.

It is 
cortalnitliat^;thei;Q Js'at^gfe'ap, and a 
growing--; nqfd- fo'r ;nro;hen Vorkers In 
Canada;:'It'i«i equally' tertam' that theie 
are thousand's of womrn In Oroat 
Britain who have no, o.utlet for tlieir 
otK.rglos and who aro living lives that 
they feel to be narrow and cr.imped. 
Many'of these women have much that 
Is ofivaluo to give us be.side.s the labor 
theysell. Any earnest attempt to pre- 
pare such women for tho duties they 
will be called upon to undertake Is 
worthy of appreciation. It Is just pos- 
.slble that the establishment of these 
traliiing schools will be a long step In 
solving that servant problem which is 
such a difiicult one on this continent. 
There would be little dllhculty In get- 
ting women If we did not look upon 
as inferiors and treat them 'as such. 



Cure for Appendieitis 

BERIyIN, .April- 23,— In view of the 
differences of opinion 'which have re- 
cently shown themselves as to the 
treatment of appendicitis; it is of in- 
terest that at the annual conference of 
he German Society • of . -Surgeons held 
hero a very full discussion of this 
subject revealed complete unanimity in 
favor of early operation as the only 
trustworthy method of curing the dis- 
ease. Di\ Kueniinoll. of Hamburg, 
stated that with early operation he 
had experienced only 1-2 per cent 
cases of mortality. A Breslau surgeon 
claimed tliat by tireless and systp- 
matic agitation for earl.v operation, he 
hnd succeeded In reducing the mortal- 
ity from appendieitis in a single year 
from 29 to ,S per cent.

Rumors That Blue Funnel Line 
May Add to Sailings for This 
Port from Liverpool — At- 
lantic Lines Busy 



'Stie new Wciv stouineiH, Luceric 
and Orteric. are expected Uj leave 
the Clyde shortly I'or the Oriei.l to 
engage in the transpacillc trade lor 
the Weir Company. Tliese two 
ateamers, which liave been under 
construction for many nionilis, are 
liners of about 11,000 tons capacity, 
lltted with passenger acconnnodullo:i 
and wireless telfcgraplUc apparatus. 
Other additions for the transpacilic 
tr:ide are also contornphitud. Is'ext 
y ear the mail contracts now held by 
the C. P. R. will expire, and It Is 
b'enorajlly anticipated that the new 
contract will result in new steamers 
bcine' placod in service on the Pa- 
clllc for the C. P. R. Some time 
ago plans were drawn for two new 
Atlantic liners, but on these being 
submitted to Sir Thomas Shaugh- 
nessy at Montreal they were not 
passed and new plans are being 
made. Announcement of contracts 
for two vessels la expected before 
long, There are also rumors of ad- 
ditional vessels for the Blue Funnel 
line. One new steamer was recently 
ordered from Workman, Chirk & Co. 
It Is rumored that with the growing 
trade to British Columbia and Puget 
Sovind the company will probably In- 
creat»:! the number of sailings to this 
side of the Pacllic. Now monthly 
trips are made, but weekly trips are 
made to Yokohama and often extra 
steamers are placed in this trade. It 
Is stated to be t'ie intientlon of the 
big shipping c mpany to have some 
of these steamers ^jxtend their voy- 
age across the Pacllic. 

Within thi; next fiow years there 
will bo at least two new steamship 
lines placed i:^ service in the trans- 
ijaciflo trade.' Chas. M. Haysj' prtfal~ 
dqnt of the Grand Trunk Pacific, an- 
nounced recently that the Bttjamahip 
service of that company would open 
On the Pacific before an Atlantic lino 
was started, and hp gave the prob- 
able date of the Commencement ' of 
the triiaspacific lino- wnderithp GIT.P. 
Hag as 1913. About the, .same tlniG 
li is understood that the Canadian 
S'orlhern Railroad Comi>any will in- 
augurate a steamship linel on the 
Pacinc to connect with trunk 
line to be completed shortly Ihroiijrli 
British Columbia. This company re- 
cently inaugurated a service between 
Bristol and Canada with the stoam- 
c'rs Royal Edward and Royal George 
of the Royal Unm; formerly the pala- 
i.lai passenger liners Il'eliopolls and 
Cairo, plying In the Mediterranean, 
fj-om Marseilles to Egypt. Tho 
steamer Volturno and two Ruhbatino' 
steamers have also been acqulmcl for 
the freight service of this line. When 
the railroad reaches tidewater In 
British Columbia the company pro- 
poses to have HtKjamers ready for a 
transpacific line. 

Business o.n the Atlantic lines has 
lucreused consldcnibly this year and 
Li. D. Chetham, of tho (M'.R., and K,

Electric Purnace. 

The olectiic furnace l.s In its Bcaoral 
construction voi-y llki' an onllnary roc- 
tant'ular, wator-Juckctuil, lead Ida.st fur- 
nace, Willi lii.skle dlnien.slona of 34 by 
51 inches. At cither entl a carbon elec- 
trode l.s conducted through the end Jack- 
ets, whllo a third .dectrodo is connected 
and bulil into the furnace bottom. From 
a framework above threc-cyllndor car- 
bon electrodes, each nine inches In di- 
ameter, are lowered into the furnace, 
their lieight above tlic bottom belni,' 
rcKUlatcd by suitable Kcarlnj; huriK from 
tlio roof truss. in oiierathni the elec- 
tric current enti'rlnf; by these tliree 
suspended electrode.';, will pass to either 
end or bottom electrode:;, tlie cleetrlc 
arc so formed goneratinf; the r'.'quisite 
heat for smelting the ore which la fed 
into the furnace, from the charging 
lloor level, around tlio ekciroiles. 

The products of tlie fusion are: alae^ 
and matte, nm off tbrouKh a suitable 
Iron spout: lead, collected In the bot- 
tom of tlio furnace and ladloil out oC a 
lead well; and metallic zinc, which Is 
condensed on the cool sides of tlio Jack- 
ets, and running down, flows out of 
optrdngs In the side of the furuace. 
throuKh carbon blocks perforated by. a 
small hole. The electricity ' is obtained 
from llio Boiinington Falls power plant. 
The hluli voltugo current enters the 
works directly to the transformer house, 
which Is equipped with transformers 
capable of handling some 750 electrical 
horse-power. 

The zinc smelter has been oblige^ to 
close down temporarily but there la a 
probability of its starting again with 
the assistance of the Dominion govern- 
ment, and It is hoped In the interests 
of the Kootenay mining Industry that 
there will be no delay In bringing this 
very useful plant into a renewal of ac- 
tivity. 

Treadgoia Pzojeot. 

Work On tlio mammoth power under- 
taking backed by A. X.. O. Treadgold is 
well, under way for the season. The 
first work is to be near the mouth . of 
the North Perk of the Klondike river, 
which Jr. -tapped with a ditch six to 
eight miles lonig. The %vater is to bo 
conveyed along BXi Old channel and given 
a long' fall into the main Klondike. The 
power will bo used to pump^ water. It 



Is unilorstood, to plaoer hills on vari- 
ous crcoks, to Include- Hunker, .Last, 
Clianco and others. A hundred and fifty 
tons, of. supplies have been, hauled to 
the. scene- of operations. Included in 
the material are -two steam shovels from 
the Bear oreek properties.

ST. PETERSBURG, April 23.— After 
several years of futile dissensions 
about flhipbulldlng programmes, dur- 
ing which the Russian navy has prac- 
tically remained the negligible quanti- 
ty it became after the Japanese cam- 
paign, efllcacious measures of reorgani- 
zation have been resolved upon. Thanks 
to the initiative of a couple -of Influ- 
ential members of the Countil oS the 
Empire, the question has been moved 
into the forefront of pracyoal poUtlca. 
and legislation Will be aet to deal with 
a definite , and clear out problem, tt is 
understood that over half a milliard 
roubles ($250,000,000) will be required 
for the ro-organlzatlon of the navy, 
and this sum will bo distributed over 
ten years 

Heretofore the Dunui I'.a.s syste- 
matically whittled away the Naval Es- 
timates, on tho ground ihat no con- 
lldence could ha placet In tho stal't of 
the Minister of tiio K.vvy. and fliere 
Is no doubt there wore s.^vcral cases 
of gross n-jgloc, a! i,i;i,'l'.c busiue.-^s 
there; but at prcscnr, all the doubtful 
elenumts have been cllrrilnated from 
the stair, and tln'rc r.n reLuvni why, 
If Russia !s ever golr.g- -to i.os.sess a. 
navy, the .Mhlps idionld not be' laid 
down at unci!. Tho Navy Minl.ster, 
however, is so compliant to the hum- 
ors of tlio Duma that he oxpressed 
lilmself satlslled with a vote of 24.000,- 
uoo roubles, lUthough 35,000,000 roubles 
was admittedly the smallest sum ade- 
(luato to immediate needs. 

Some patriotic members of tho Lf:g- 
Islaturo amicably remonstrated v.ilh 
the ;Mlnlstor for thus tnibordlnatlng 
the pressing interests of Imperial de- 
fence to the temporary Interoi^t.s of tiie 
Cabinet and urged upon him the 
necessity of :ilan<i;ng up for tho real 
re<iuir(Mneni.s of tho r.iivy, or el.'ie re- 
si.gnlng Ills ur.lcial position. 

.■V number of admirals visited the 
\'arious dep.artments censured by tin; 
Duma, and acquired tho conviction 
that the abuses formerly complained 
of had been remedied. Ai last tho mai- 
ler wa.s recently laid before the Czar 
whose Interest in the navy Is Intense, 
and the result is that an impulse has 
been given to the movement, which 
will shortly take the shape of a ship- 
building programme for ten years, and 
a vote Of about $375,000*000 to execute 
it.

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The bis.q:cst double sawmills now operating 
on tlic Pacific slope — and these may l)e con- 
fidently accepted as tiie largest in the world — 
will average a cut of about 200,000 feet a day. 
There are not man}' of these mills in liritish 
Columbia at the present time. Perhaps one or 
two only arc cai)able of sawing that much tim- 
ber. Again, sawmills do not operate every 
day, and not always all the year around. Well, 
then, imagine thirteen of these :2oo,ooo fcct-a- 
day mills distributed not on the mainland of 
P.ritish Columbia at all, but just throughout 
the timber areas of Vancouver Island and the 
islands immediate!}' adjacent to it, operating 
every day in the year, Sundays included,, and 
.then grasp the- fact, if ypu. can, that it would 
take them' 160 years to .dispose of ^the'market- 
able timber now standiiig. THis does hot take 
into account at all the growth lihat will occur 
during those years. 

As a matter of fact — leaving figures aside 
as loo vast for comprehension — it would be a 



very conserv'atiye statement to say that there 
is more timber in sight' now than can possibly 
be cut during th'e lifetirhe of'the rising gener- 
ation. Timber is essentially one of the nat- 
ural industries of this great island, and the 
harvesting of it will keep, many thousands of 
hicn busy, Vi^iU'cause'the expenditure here of 
many rhillio'iis of' dollars and will bring into 
the country wealth untold.' 'The lumbering in- 
dustry in some of the formerly most produc- 
tive states of the Union across the line is now 
playing out. Vancouver Island's career as a 
producer of fine timber is hardly begun. Doug- 
las fir, spruce, cedar and hemlock, millions 011 
millions of feet of them, rise in great cathedral- 
like masses all over the island. At the present 
time, because transportation has not yet been 
provided or is only being provided, settlers are 
cutting and burning hundreds of thousands of 
feet of timber which, if it could be taken to a 
sawmill, v/ould mean a pile of gold, but which 
now, because Vancouver Island needs more 
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-v ipopulation, - more settlers, is not even cut up 
/ vfor',cordwood.''^ V 
'- ■-.Within the last few.years the first: definite 
st'epVtowards the development of this, tr.emen- 
- (Ions industry have been taken. American 
' lnml)crmen, quick to grasp the fact tliat much 
of the finest available timber in the world is 
growing on this island, have secured limits 
and are now making preparations to set up big 
mills. , Hardly a day passes without bringing 
news 'of the planning of another big sawmill. 
During tiiis present year alone indications, 
. based on solid facts, point to an' immense in- 
crease in till" lumber business with tiie estab- 
lishment of neu' large modern mills at Esqui- 
mau, Jordan River, Crofton, and in the Alberni 
and Cowichan Bay districts, where the great 
forest mammoths rear their spires into the sky 
like irnmense silent sentinels of this new Gar- 
den of Ederi. ' 

The largest mill operating nn Vancouver 
Island at present is located at Clicmainus, and 
its success has been marked. Other mills wliicli, 
alUiougli they work overtime at full capacity, 
do not make a flea-bite in the visible supply, 
are situated at Victoria, Nanaimo, Sidney, Al- 
berni ^and Cumberland. This does not take 
into account, of course, scores of smaller mills 
Avhich are operating throughout the dii5tricts al- 
ready open to transportation. 

R.ailroad development, secured by tiic AIc- 
l^ride government's return to power at the last 
elections, will provide tiie first great step in 
the development of Vancouver Island's timber 
industry. Those who have<been over the route 
to be traversed by the Canadian Northern's 
Island line to Barkley Sound and the E. N.'s 
promised extension, speak enthusiastically of 
the overwhelming forests standing for mile 
after mile along these routes. The completion 
of these railroads will mean the beginning of 
[jcrhaps the greatest individual timber-cutting 
era in the historj' of the North American con- 
tinent. Timber will be the first great freight 
sujjply for the new roads, and its transporta- 
tion will keep them busy, for, it may be said 
advisedly and after serious contemplation, 
llicrc is no area of 20,000 square miles any- 
where in the world that carries today in sight 
such an amount of potential freight as the 20,- 
000 square- miles which constitute the Island 
of Vancouver and the adjacent islands. 

"What is \^anconver Island's greatest re- 
quirement now that transportation has been 
provided?" the Colonist j.sked one of llic most 
])roniincnt j^ionccr lumbermen rcccntl}-. 

Me replied without hesitation: ■''Intelligent 
labor to get the tindjcr ready to put on the 
cars. It will mean an expenditure of not less 
than 1 5,000,000 a year for this work alone, if 
we are to run full capacity." 

Of all tliis vast quaiititv of timber the 
Douglas fir. sometimes yclci)t Oregon pine, 
lowers majestic, the staple of commerce. It 
grows to its very largest on Vancouver Island, 
it rears its great bulk and stretches its niigiity 
arms as if it recognized in the fertile soil and 
the wonderful. cHniate of this island its God-in- 
lendcd habitat.' The average height of the 
firs felled for lumber purposes is'about 150 
feet, but trees ,^00 feet in height are by iio 
moans rare, .\gain, while the lumbermen sel- 
dom cut trees greater than seven feet in diam- 
eter, it is not at all uncommon to find groves 
of them that average eight, ten, or even eleven 
feet through. 

By Nature's kind provision the very largest 
trees are. as a rule, found near -the coast, and 
lliis. in the }-ears to come, will greatly facil- 
itate the ta.'^k of transporting them to the mills. 

Xext to the Douglas fir. hnnbermen look 
tipon the great arbor \'itac, or red cedar, as the 
J)est rcprcsenlati\e of the timljcr wealth of 
'Vancouver Island. This timber is extrenielv 
valiiable, and the tree attains its greatest size 
on this i.sland. The fact that the forests of the 
L'nitcd States which formerly contained vast ■ 
(|uanlitics of this tree have been largely cut 
down renders Vancouver I.sland perhaps the 
chief if not the only source of supplv. 

I'ut these two varieties are only two of at 
least twenty dit'fcrcnt varieties of tiini)er all 
\ aluable and all found in its best condition (,n 
this island in immense quantities. The market 
for this industry is waiting right now in the 
great prairie country, where wheat is creating 
the wealth to nay for it. This market is grow- 
ing keener in its dcniands every dav. Then, as 
the newer W est and this province itself f)pens 
up tlicre will be new niarkets, and after that 
there arc liie overseas sisters of the Empire 
and the v.-orld at large.

\yi\d animals are coihrnohly divided into 
the two classes of game and vermin ; but it 
does not appear that any writer has yet had 
the hardihood to say to which class the an- 
thropoid apes belong. Are they game.-' 

"Powers above! If this were an ape, what 
else were half my c.xpedition-?i-'',.Tlie-' w6|inclcd 
wood-thing passed its arm 'round" Mab'ruki's 
neck, and, talcing one of his hands, pressed it to 
its own heart. A deep soId shook its frame 
and then it lifted back its head and looked in 
turn into all the faces round it, with the death 
glaze settling fast in its eyes. 1 came nearer 
and took its hand as it hung o.n Mabruki's 
shoulder. The muscles, gradually contracting 
in death, made it seem as if there \yas a gentle 
pressure of my palm, and then — ■the thing died. 

"Life left it so suddenly that we could not 
believe that all was over, lint the Si)ko was 
realh' dead, and close to where it lay 1 had 
it buried. 

" 'blaster said he wanted the Soko's skin,' 
said Sliumari, in a weak voice, reminding me 
of niy words of a few days before.

It is true that the above is from a work- of 
fiction ; nor is it necessary to believe that most 
horrible of all Air. Rudyard Kii)ling's stories. 
"I'erlrani and P)inii." lint the narrati\'cs of 
tiiosc who claim to have killed the great apes 
in their natural haunts are hardly loss uncaiin_\'. 
"1 never kill one (a gorilla) without having a 
sickening realization of the horrid human like- 
ness of the beast," wrote Du Chaillu. There 
arc those it must be confessed, who doubt 
whether Du Chaillu ever killed a gorilla at ail ; 
but as other of his statements in regard to the 
great man-things have boon proven true, m 
spite of the incredulity with which they were 
at first received, it seems unnecessary to dis- 
credit the very central incidents of his story. 
And was the famous and lamented Sally • 
"game"? Or was she "vermin'-'? And Fanny, 
the present baby of the chinxpanzees ' in the 
Ganlens, what are wc to call her, with her: 
clinging childish ways, her appealing gentle- 
ness, and the extraordinary pathos, as of un- 
fathomable grief, that scorns to lie behind her 
eyes ? 

It is a pit}- that the ancients were not ac- 
quainted with the great apes, for wc can con- 
jecture what a delightful, if terrifying, fairy- 
world of myth and legend would have been 
built around thoin. When in llic mylhologies 
of Egypt and India, in the worsiiip of Thoth 
and llanuman, such honors were entwined 
around mere dog-apes and monkeys, what 
divinity would not ha\c hedged about the gcn'- 
illa and the chimpanzee: But even our grand-; 
fathers hardly knew them. The "gorillas" ofcfy 
Hanno the Carthaginian, the wild men and'!^ 
women with hairy liodics. which, when he 
found them on an island sonicwlicrc on the 
West coast of E(|uatoriaI .Africa, climbed the 
precipices, and "defended themselves with 
pieces of rock," can hardly have been other 
than baboons; and though, when thie explore 
ation of Africa began, reports from time to' 
time were spread of wild ape-men litrking in, - 
the forests about the equator, it was not until 
181C) tliat Bowdich told with something like 
exactness of a creature which was doubtless 
the true gorilla, and not until 1847 that Dr. 
Savage succeeded in collecting a lairl}- com- 
prehensive account of the great ape, in which 
some myth was intermingled, and in bringing 
back to America, and thence to Europe, bones 
enough to enable Professor Owen and others 
definitely to identify an animal different from 
the oraiig'or cliimpauzoe, then officiallv 
named, and since known as, the gorilla, ft 
was the iiarrati\-e and exploits of Dr. Savage 
that sent Du Ciiaillu to .\frica in i<S-;5, and we 
are probably safe in believing him to have 
been the first European who killed a gorilla 
or, indeed, saw one in its native haunts. The 
controversy provoked by the publication of his 
"Adventures in I'.quatorial Africa" in i86r is 
a matter within the niemorx- of the i-)rcsciit 
generation. Thus recent, then, is our knowl- 
edge of the groiM .\frican anthropoids, the 
gorilla and ciiinipan/ee : for il seems best pi'o- 
visionally to consider all the varieties of cliim- 
jianzce as being of one species. The remaining 
large man-like ape (for tlic gibbon, though 
properly associated with the others, is .so dif- 
ferent in external appearance as hardly to be 
recognized as anthropoid), the tawny-haired 
or.-uig-ulau. is not .African, but an inhabitaiil ol" 
Borneo and .Stniiatra ; and here again, though 
attenii5ls have been made to establish sever;il 
species of orang, none has been satisfactorily 
defined. There is at present no gorilla in the 
Zoological Gardens, but the collection of seven 
chimpanzees and four orangs is probably the 
largest and best now in existence. Of these 
Alick. (he big eliiinpanzco, though not as l)ig 
as, for bis ago. he ought to be. is iirobably 
alxnit I'onrtcon yo;n-s old, having been in the 
Gardens for nearly twelve years, the lomjest 
period, it is believed, for which any of the 
great apes has yet been kept alive in Europe. 
Another of the chimpanzees, Jack, has been 
in the Garflons frir over five years, and the 
largest of the orangs. Sandy, was received oiilv 
a }--ear later than Jack, anil is not improbably 
older than he. 

1'hc lack of reference to the great apes in 
ancient literature is in a measure coinpensated 
for by the native legends which have grouped 
themselves around the mysterious "men of the 
woods.". Besides the creatures which science 
consents, to recognize, there is a grini, collec- 
tioii of wild man-things which have 1)een in- 
vented in various countries — the Ecsse, the 
Eastern cannibal ape which entices its victims 
into its tn-qis b_v mimicking liie laughter of 
girls; the Susuniole, which one Eairopcan, who 
saw one killed, is said to have declared to have 
been "as much a man as himself" ; the Indian ; 



Alum, ])art-l)e;u'. i)arl-nian, part-ape; the wild 
hair}' man ol Siinnaiii wliicli carries a club and, 
the natives say, tries when dying to talk in 
liuniaii speech; and, in ])articular, the Soko.

It was easy, then, for the imaginative to jump 
to liie conclusion that the ;iiithentic inan-apc 
had 1)0011 found, the creature with I'.umaii head 
and hairy ape-body and a]:)e- slructuro. fiut 
the true explanation is jirobaidy more prosaic 
— namely, that the skulls belong*ed'to human 
beings (whatever the skin may have been") and 
the savages who gave them to Stanley knew 
them to be human but called them soko to con- 
ceal the fact, as sa\-a,ges hax'C often done, that 
(hey tlieniselvcs were cannibals. In his later 
book. "In Darkest Africa." St;iiiloy (hcrefore 
identifies the soko \vilh the chimpanzee, and 
such we )u-osuine it to bo; but there are yet dif- 
ficulties if we accept Stanley's observations as 
accurate. , He speaks, for instance (in the 
earlier book), of "the hoarse growl of the fierce 
and shy soko," and (in the later) of "the deep

to believe that they were cliim|ianzces. 

()! all t!ic existing m.'iii-apes — the "spooch- 
less ones," or al.-iii, as I with some l;ick of con- 
sideration for Dr. Garnicr's experiments) they 
have been called — the gorilla is beyond ques- 
tion the mo,st formidable, a large male stand- 
ing not infre(|uently over 5ft. 2iii. in height, 
and bones being known of one which appar- 
ently measured in life no less than 6ft. Oin. It 
is not, we non- know, from oxporioiice in the 
Gardens and elsewhere, always when young 
quite so "utterly ijntanie.-ibic a beast" and so 
"entirely and constantly an enemy of man" as 
Du Chaillu represented; bfit it is savag.e and., 
morose enough. It is still uncertain whether 
ill a wild state, except in the immediate mo- 
ment of attack, it ever actually walks erect 
without either resting its Icnucldes on the 
.ground or su|)))o;-ting itself b\' a branch over- 
head, but that it does beat n's fists upon its 
breast when enraged (Du Chaillu says that 



he heard the noise" "like a great bass drum" at 
a distance of a mile) is es1,ablished ; and when 
the male gorilla turns, as seemingly it does, to 
confront man fearlessly wdien attacked, v,-ith 
its huge size, its great hairy limbs, and hideous 
head set almost down into its shoulders, wc 
can believe that, "no •destHptipn can e.Kceed the 
horror'of its appearance!" Acid that the goril- 
la usually lives in the depths of forests where 
the light is so dim that it is difficult to see any" 
object clearly at a distance of more than a few 
yards, and il is not to be wondered at that the 
natives have invested it with attributes even 
more horrific than (hose which it possesses. 

Many believe (he gorilla to be .human; 
others hold that, though itself a beast, it is 
often informed with' the transmigrated .spirits 
of the human dead. It is said to lie in wait 
crouched on the lower branches of trees over'- 
hanging a path, and when a human being 
j)assos, to drop one of its long hind limbs and, 
clutching the victim by the tliroat so suddenly 
and in so terrible a grip that hardly a sob is 
heard, to drag it^man or woman— up to its 
lurking place. It is credited with capturing 
and stealing women and carrying them off to 
k'oep them in (he forests, and, armed with 
clubs, is said to attack and beat off elephants. 
The formidalilencss of (he great apes as coiii- 
])arctl with other beasts, however, is not an 
easy matter to pass u])on. In Africa it is note- 
worthy that the lion and the gorilla do not oc- 
cur together, arid it has been conjectured both 
that (he lion has cx(erminated the gorilla with- 
in its territory and that the gorilla has driven 
out the lion. In Borneo the most serious 
neighbors of the orang arc the python and the 
crocodile, and the natives say that the ape 
overcomes them both, the ]jytlion by seizing 
and biting it and the crocodile by leaping on 
its back, clutching it >by the upper jaw,- and 
by sheer maiii strength, tearing it open. The 
name "orang" is in ilsclf a title of honor, 
meaning roughly "wise one," the Malays giv- 
ing it alike to (he chiefs, to elephants, and to 
the "wild men." Pcrhajjs, however, no native 
myth or s(ory eclipses in wonder, the state- 
ment of Eniin Pasha, made seriously, tliat in 
the Albougwe forest the chimpanzees itsed to 
corne to rob the banana plantations, in troops,' 
bearing torches to light th'efn on 'the ' vyayt. 
"Had I not witnessed this extraordinary spec^. 
tacle personally," he is reported as saying^ "I 
should not have believed that any of the Simi- 
ans understood the* art of making fire." Un- 
happily we, personally, did not w^itness it. 

Both the 'chimpanzee and the- orang buijd 
themselves plaiforms or nests, the'forttier rhoi^e 
or less habilually for slcepin'g'jjui'pdses, Avhile 
the latter is also said (o cov erdtc'-'^'With leaves 
when it rains; and in these b-.'.jits Darwin 
thought he saw "the first steps towards archi- 
tecture and dress as they arose among (he 
earl}' ]5rogeni(ors of man." In structure, so 
alike arc man and a gorilla that, though the 
two are easily enough distinguished, it. js: sci- 
entifically "by no means easj' to find abso- 
lutely distinctive characters which arc other 
than " 'relative.' " So alike arc (hey that every 
organ and hone and muscle and tendon in man 
has its counterpar( in (he apes; and vet. as one 
looks a( (he latter here in the,. Ape House with 
their strange human ways, pathcticall}- broken 
by purely brute irrelevances, the essential fact 
which impresses itself on ones mind is that 
they — the "half-bipeds," the alali which "can- 
not speak and have no understanding' 'more 
than aybeast" — (ho one convicdon which ob- 
literates everything else is that they are not 
men, but only apes. 



WEDDING ANNIVERSARIES^"^ 

Most married people are satisfied with the 
celebration of their wedding anniversary at 
the twenty-fifth year and the fiftieth. Silver 
weddings are numerous ; golden weddings are, 
in the nature of things comparatively rare. A 
pearl wedding, such, as was lately advertised 
in the London.;Times,-.;is even rarer, probably 
as far as its^ celebration goes. It marks the 
thirtieth anniversary. In 50 years of wedded 
life a couple might, without creating a prece- 
dent, enjoy 13 of these celebrations. Cotton^ 
])aper, leather, and wood cover the first four 
anniversaries. Then there is a jump to the 
seventh,; >yhi"ch is wopllen. The tenth is tin, 
the twelfth "silk and fine linen," the fifteenth 
crystal,.the twentieth china.

It con- 
tains vases of great beauty and extraordinary 
cui'iosities. One of these is a model of a steam- 
er. It is about 2 ft. long, tlie hull being of 
mother-of-pearl, and the fittings of silver, on a 
yard or two of silver sea. 1( is "dressed" with 
s(riii,gs of precious sfoiies, diamoiuls. emeralds, 
and rubies, from stem to stern, and ilios a 
rubv-red Hag, with the crescent and cross 
picked out in largo brilliants. The ])addle- 
iioxes are also studded with brilliants. Rumor 
sots the value at .$300,000. On an inlaid table 
lay a lly-whisk. Instead of the usual fibre or 
horsehair, the whisk was made of egret plumes 
and the elDuy and gold handle was encrusted ' 
with a quadruple ring of great'brilliants. One 
of the attendants informecl the correspondent 
that two small boxes full of diamonds and 
pearls had already been taken away, but that 
there was such a vast accumulation of i)rcc- 
ious objects inside that it was impossible (o 
;illow anybody to ciUer (ho harem at i)rosciil.

The First Great Canadian, by Chai:les B, Reed 

HV'ery Canadiim, every American for that 
m;Ulcr wlio takes an interest in the history of 
his coniilry, will welcome Mr. Reed's boolc, the 
story of Pierre le Moyne, , Sieiir d'lbcrvilie, 
w lioni he designates as the First Great Can- 
adian. 

W'c have in the traditions of ntir coinitry 
sonic of the bravest and most beautiful 
romances in all history, and there is 
nothing that so fires the blood with the inspir- 
ing fires of patriotism as to read of the great 
deeds of great men. who lived nobly and died 
heroically for the love of their native land 
knowing no divided allegiance either to their 
king or to their ('.od. At this distance lookins^- 
back o\-er tliose lirave days, each ol us, 
whether of l''rench or hjiglish blood, sinks all 
maimer of ijrcjndicc in I'cading ()f the brax'e 
deeds of those who fought \o\- the cause of 
cither Louis or George. Both France and Eng- 
land have in the past an equal share in the 
making of the Canadian nation, and all iionor 
is to be accorded to the heroes of the two 
countries who counted life Jis little worth if 
it meant the sacrificing of their dreams of col- 
onizing Canada. 

.'-^ieur d'lberville was a [•'renchman and all 
his life was spent in tighting the cause of the 
I'rench in Canada agiiist the hjiglish. lie was 
ihe ihirLl uf Charles le .Mo)-nc"s eleven sons, 
all of whom distinguished themselves in their 
service to their country. The childhood of 
these boys was spent on the edge of the wil- 
derness. "Instcail of toy.'i and the puerile pas- 
times of thfe nursery — they had the steep mcks, 
the straight pincs^ the gnarled cedars, and the 
wild game of the niotmtain as playthings. .As 
they grew older they took up the sports most 
coinnion and necessary to all frontier settle- 
ments, and s|)ent their tirne largely in fishing, 
canoeing, hunting, and snow-shocing which 
gave them splendid physical dcx'clopmcnt, to- 
gether with resolution, self-reliance and great 
initiative. At the same time their life stamped 
theiii indelibly with a hatrecj of the rival Eng- 
lish and Dutch colonies and an inef¥accablc 
Inttcrncss toward the Iroquois. 

Iberville first distinguished himself during 
an expedition to Mudsoii Bay, where'tlic Great 
Company had established several forts and 
trading posts, an(.l from whence every year 
they seiu-hoat Io;fds of valuable furs to Eng- 
land. The Compagnie dti Xord was the oj)- 
position [''rench society, anil just at this time 
the. Canadian.^ vs-erc jiarticnlarly incensed 
against the English on account of the treach- 
ery of Radisson. So Iberville and two of his 
brothers fornieU part' bf' the advance guard of 
about one hundred soldiers, and journeyed for 
many days over miles of almost ♦mpehetrable 
' country iri force the English to give up their 
posts. Iberville "was in tlic ftdl bloom of his 
manhood. I lis frame was large, his waist trim, 
his bearing eri'ct and soldierly. Mis active life 
:is bushranger and seaman had given him a 
sti]ierl) ]>h_\sii|ne. with nnisclcs of sfeel and the 
springy, catdike tread of an athlete. Mis fine 
shoulders were snrmotmled by a well-shaped 
head, which had as its most conspicuous orna- 
ment a ])rofusion of yellow, curling ha.ir, which 
he habitually wore long after the manner of 
the times. iJis features were refined though 
large. A broAv, broad and open rested above 
his blue i)enet rating eyes, which under cx- 

citeincn.t sparkled like gems ".\s military 

as his swonl.'' said a director en" the ffmlsonV 
I'lay cuinpan_\- xvlio had good reason for his 
res])ert. ■'The story of this attack at Hudson 
Hay is ,1 \ ery thriUiiig one. The I'rench came 
off victorious, and the indignant h'.iiglish 
traders sent home a petition for redress to 
their kin. 

Iberville again showed his splendid initia- 
tive and courage in an attack on Schenectady. 
He went with about three hundred Frenchmen 
and Indians to the latter town, beginning the 
march in the dead of winter. l"ach man ha<l 
"the hood of his blanket drawn over his head, 
a gun in his mitteneil hand, tobacco, knife, 
hatchet, bullet pouch at Indt and a i)ack on his 
back'. Theii- bhmk-cls ,-oid pro\'isions thee draq- 
:;c;d behind iheni uii lidjoggans. Tliev >lcpt in 
the ^-nr)v\' under .a sky ;is cleai" as .Wajiles. and 
,1-; cold as Siljeri;i. They hi'okc their bread with 
hatchets and washed it down with water dug 
from the streams through many inches of ice." 
Before the march was finished many had died 
and all were footsore and almost exhausted. 
The adventure in this instance was no less 
signally successftd than before, but it was 
little short of a mas.vacrc- and the French left 
.'-^chenectad y in ashes. 

Later on we meet Iberville in Paris whither 
he had gone with a cargo of ])eltries in Ins 
own ship. It was while here that he concei\-ed 
a scheme for monopolizing the fur trade, and 
be iu'gcd upon the court of P'rance the ueees- 
sily for lilting out an expedition to attack the 
luiglisli at Newfoundland. His request was 
granted and. once again this valorous young 
man met with success in his undertaking. He 
and his men under him. attacked by land and 
\iy seas. Placentia was taken and St. Johns, 
and mail}' places of less importance. 'T'or two 
months this indel'atigable Knight of the 
vSnows led his band thnjugh the wintry forests 
.and A\'ind-swept marshes of Xewfotindland. 
Jlivou.acking in the snow and carrying their 
])roA.'isions and ;iinmniiition on their backs as 
lliey mo\-cd from li.andet to hamlet, they car- 
ried deati) and destruction along those desolate, 
and rock-bound coasts. The English were com- 
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pletely surprised for they had not the slightest 
idea that a land attack was possible especially 
in mid-winter." 

With the aid of his king, Iberville fitted oUt 
an expedition to discover the mouth of the 
Mississippi, and to form a colony there. Once 
more success crowned his efl'orts. 

"Iber\'il!c's ambition was to be a con(|ueror 
ami coiuincror he was, first on the lists of I lud- 
son's Ba\', Xewfoundland, and New York, un- 
til he had reduced all to submission antl his 
relentless course was interrupted by the un- 
timely Peace of Rhyswick. Then, with expand- 
ing wings and growing mind, he laiil I'or him- 
self a vast design in which he could explore, 
defend, and conquer with ruthless and untiring 
energy : and if dreams of a nation of his own 
should come t<j him, located on the Gulf and 
extending In-oadly upward and outward, it 
would not he beyiind his andntiijiis or capac- 
ity ; and the heroes of the nations have been 
made of such as he." — .\. C. McClurg and Co., 
Chicago.

FAIRIES 

W'e are all more or less familiar with those 
people, well-meaning peo))le doubtless, who 
have no patience with anything except what 
they term is practical : those ijeojile who would 
have us relegate to the background of forget- 
fulness all the old stories and legends and 
happy fancyings that make childhood a para 
disc of delight. In their supposed wisdom thev 
term all things that have their birth in the 
imagination, superstitions, and they tell us 
gravely that the spirit of Christmas, which 
we with our little children have named Santa 
Clans, is sim])ly a s<iurec of decei)tioii, while 
to encourage a chihl in his belief in fairies and 
all the fairy world, is an abeimination tending 
to all sorts of evil residts. 

And yet can anyone think of a real, legiti- 
mate reason wdiy people should not believe 
in fairies, when we believe in so many things 
that have no more foundation or tangibility? 
Of course before one can consider stich a sub- 
ject with any degree of seriousness, it must 
be understood that such a one has never found 
it necesary to relinquish his Ideals: that 
he cherishes an infinite faith in man and God: 
that he loves everything in ii.'iture from the 
meist microscoiHC plant to all animals ;ind 
members ot the human race : and that he letds 
now and then from some hidden source with- 
in him, well up until it surges over and suf- 
fuses him, body, mind and spirit* that wonder- 
ful, indescribable spring of happiness, that 
causes the whole world for a little while to be 
suffused with the light of a joy beyond a name, 
and yet that has no tangible reason for being 
except for the blessing it brings. 

Those of us who ha\-c these ])ossessitins oi 
eternal liO|)cfuhiess, e>f imlindted lo\'c. irf onmi- 
poletit liajjpincss, know that il is their \-ei-y 
intangibility that gave them their irrepi-essibk- 
pouer. The greatest things in the xvorld ai-c 
the things fr)r \vliich we hax'c nij adei|uate ex- 
planation. "Hoxv do 1 know there is any God, 
mother?" asks your little child. ".And how do 
I know he cares anj'thing for me?" .'\nd you 
answer by another question, "How do you 
know mother loves you?" "Because you give 
mc everything that is nice and pretty and 
make me happy." Then you lrd<e }our little 
l)oy or girl out-of-doors, and you ]ioinl (jui lo 
him, or her, the ^lo^^■ers in the garden beds, 
the wonderful smdight ripjdes on the water, 
the cool, comforting green of the trees, the 
distant sheen of liie white hills, aiul you lell 
yuur little child that jKirent-love is only ;i paiM 
of that great love wliich is all abom and 
xvhich gives us all our blessings, ami that that 
great love is God. So the child is «atisfipfi s;,, 
have you been satisfied all your life, and have 
learned to look upon Love as the beginning, 
the reason, and the ultimate end of all things. 

What reason have we for not rclinguishing 
our ideals you and I? AVe have not realized 
them in their fulness. We know we cannot. Xi\ 
P.ut as life has broadened out before us. so 
much joy has come to us — natllre-gi^■en, God-. 
blessed joy,— that cnir ideals ha\-e constaiillv 
brightened, ha\-e grown more beautiful, and 
we realize that the longer and the more fidly 
we li\-e, \s'e must ha\-e something the greater 
and the more loft\' to which to aspire. This 
is one of the laws of life that confirms our 
certainty of heaven. Yet there is nothing tangi- 
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ble about it; nothing one can/iSee'/or hear; ot 
grasp hold of. - . . 

And as fotr happiness— that ' irrepressible, 
spontaneous happiness that floods our beings 
now and then, like the sunlight an erstwhile 
shadow-filled field — whence comes it? And 
why? W'e ^vho experience it, know it is a 
reasonless thing as we understand reason, for 
it may sweep o\-er us wdien we are in the midst 
of our household lal)onrs, our minds and bexlie.s 
bent to the task of our hands; or it may come 
to us at night when, tired with the day's work 
we sit down for a moment to rest.' Time or. 
occupation do no't s€fem to matter ; only wrhen 
it comes wc want to dt-bp what we arc doing; 
we must run quickly away from the confine- 
ment of fom- walls, out into the sunlight or 
the starlight or the rain, and hold our arms 
wide to the sky. I> there anything less describ- 
able than this emotion? Is there anything- 
men-c mar\elous? Is there .anything we would 
less willingly relingnisli, except the love of 
Gotl? And yet the wisest of us know that it 
is wholly beyond our comprehension or cx- 
jjlanation, just as Love and Hope arc beyond 
us. 

Then why siiould we not believe in fairies, 
we mothers and fathers who have children, 
or wc who are childless bufWho love children, 
and love, to live in the'" v/orkl of childhood

Wmild 
anyone dare in the face of siieli untaught, uii- 
niatclied wisdom tr\' to explain to that little 
child that his ideas of fairies are wrong and 
sinful, and thus spoil his first lovely impres- 
sions, impressions that will colour with beauty 
his whole life? "You have never seen one, 
have you?" someone .asked a. little girl, "then 
bow do you know there arc fiairics?" "But I 
ha\e seen their rings in the grass," she re- 
pheil. L;ra\-ely, rebtds-ingly. 'Wnd," \er}- eon-

Take ;i\va} a child's belief in tliose fancies 
winch some peeiple call supernatural, and you 
rob the world of half its charm for him. Can't 
you remember what an enchanted place each 
little bit of wood had for you as a boy? The 
very word "woods" brought with, it;- the most 
thrilling and gloriou.s suggestions of iinsecn, 
lo\ ely things that might lurk,.in the shadow 
of the trees or in the' clip of ?i flower. Once in 
the woods and yon must not even think • a 
wrong thought, for the fairies would know and 
woidd find some way to punish you: wdiile 
theic were .all sorts ol delightful rewards to 
l.)e hoped for if you did some briive, unselfish 
tiling. Can you say with truth that tli(.>se fan- 
cies of yours did you any harm, or have made 
the world a less beautiful place today? You, 



have learned perhaps to think of "fairies" as 
■ sorne occult force that works for beauty and 
inspiration, but the belief in that force has 
grown no less strong with the years. You 
know that the world is full of Just such forces, 
that unhappily there are some people, ^vho be- 
cause of their limitations of imagination can- 
not experience them, Init that they exist all 
the same, conveying their impressions to the 
mind of a child in one- way and lo the .mind 
of a "grown-up" iii atibther way. A child's 
.understan.diiijg is limited; but as it grows un- 
thwarted, it-broadens of itself and adjusts 
•balances instinctively. 

So. in spite of all the wise-acres may say, 
in spite of advice and rebukes and sneers, none 
of us know the eternities of Love and Hope 
and Joy, will relingtnsli any I'ond imaginings 
that bring us and the children delight. .After 
all a great many of us ha\'c gained know- 
ledge through experiences it were far lietter 
had not been ours; and wc have lost \vhat we 
term illusions simply because we have lost 
our sense of any of these sadnesses, and many 
of us older ones shall always retain them in 
some form or another. The old adage is true, 
"Those whom 'the gods love, die young." Be- 
cause no matter if such happy people live to 
be centenarians they can never grow old.

MOORE AND BESSY DYKE 

Thomas Moore was thirty-two wdien he 
was married to Bes.sy Dyke, at St. Martin's 
Church', London, on March. 25, 1811. Uke most 
little men, he chose a tall woman,' head and 
shoulders over him, with clearly cut, classical 
features. A beautiful though penniless Irish 
girl, .rjessy Dyke was intended for the stage, 
and according to some accoimts is described 
as an actress, but she bad certainly not attain- 
ed any eminence in her profession. By her 
marriage with iMoore she found herself re- 
ceived into society to wdiich she would never 
have- aspired, and it says much for her tact 
and good sense that she did not disgrace her- 
self in her new position'. 'Moore wr6t6 to his 
mother in May. 181 1: "I breakfast with Lady 
Donegal on Monday, and dine to meet her at 
Roger's on Tuesday, and there is to be a per- 
son at both parties whom you little dream of 
but whom 1 shall introduce to your notice 
next week."

Moore's ' lively friend. Miss Godfrey, wrote

"It gave us both (Lady Donegal and her- 
self) great satisl'action to hear so pleasant an 
account of your domestic life as that which 
}-our last letter contained. P>e very sure, my 
dear Aloore, that if y(,)u hiivv. got an anuable 
sensilde wife, extremely attached to you, as 1 
am certain you have, it is only the long-run 
of life that you can know the full value of 
the treasure you possess. If you did but see, 
as I see with bitter regret in a very near con- 
nection of my own, the miserable effect of 
marrying a vain fool devoted to fashion, you 
would bless your stars night and day, for your 
good I'orttiiie, and, to say the truth, you were 
as likely a gentleman to get into a scrape in 
that way as I know. Von were always the 
slave of beauty — say what you please to the 
contrary; it covered a multitude of sins in 
your eyes, and 1 can never cease Ax^ondering 
at your good luck, after all is said and done. 
Money is all you want, and it is very provok- 
ing to think how much that detestable trash 
has to do witit our haj^piness here below." 

Donington Park, Lord Moira's place, was 
close to Kegworth, and the Moores were in- 
\ ited there on a visit. Aloorc wrote to his 
mother with pardonable pride: "I think it 
would have pleased you to see my wife in one 
of Lord Moira's carriages, with his servant 
riding after her, and Lady Loudoun's crimson 
travelling-cloak round lier to keep her warm 

The dear girl and I sometimes look at 

each other with astonishment in our splendid 
room here, and she says she is quite sure it

An' unaccountable fatality sefehicd.to hang 
e)ver Moore's children. They all" died before 
him. His daughter. Anastasia, died at tlie age 
of 16, and the loss of hi.s eldest son, 'Tom, was 
a blow from which he never recovered. Broken 
down in mind and body, he clung to his wife 
more than ever. It is unjust to say that he had 
neglected her, for even if they. were, parted 
for a month, his'thoughts were always Avith' 
her. 

Xoth ing i,-^ nujre louchmg than this allec- 
tion between Moore and his wife. Faithful to 
him ill joy ami sorrow, patient in tribulation, 
and rejoicing in prosperity, Bes-sy ALoorc was 
an ideal wife. She certainly had not a bed of 



roses. Moore had the excitable artistic tem- 
perament, highly strung, easily depressed, 
easily elated, and Bessy had to bear wdth all 
these moods, as well as the additional ilraw- 
back of an uncertain income, at one time 
mounting up to thousands and at another 
sinking to hundreds. Bessy stood the strain 
splendidly; never didi her coura'ge;: fail ; .she 
never reproached 'her little'^poet for iieaving 
her; she always met him witlya smile.^ , . , 

Moore's last words , to her; "Bessy, trust 
in God.'' She had trusted ' God . all her • life. 
Though -different in creed, they were one ,in~ 
faith.

AN EXPLORER'S BOTTLED TOE 

The Story of His Loss 

Sir Philip Brocklehurst, a member of the 
Sliackleton expedition to the Antarctic, lias 
returned from the Antarctic regions minus u 
big toe. 'The severed member, preserved in 
a bottle of spirits, is now going the rounds 
of tile London' hospitals, doctors examining 
it with professional interest to note the effect 
of frost bite- on bone*. 

"I've not got it," Sir Philip said with' a 
smile when intei-viewcd after the Savage Glub 
" dinner. "I wish I had it I can't regain pbs- 
•session of my toe. The 'doctors Avaht it for 
hospital purposes.'- 

It was during a week of hard climbing by 
the party \vho ascended Mount Erebus under 
the charge of Sir Philip that he suffered the 
frost bite which led ultiniatcly to the ampu- 
tation of the toe. 

"There were six of us in the party," be 
-said, telling the story, "and the ascent and 
descent of the volcano tocjk us just under a 
' week. We started the climb on I\rarch 6, and 
were back at the camp again by the iith. The 
height of,.Mount' Erebus ,i.Sv/i3,O09(: it -'^V^ery 
soon after we -started' vire ha'd.'to'^,aba!f<dbri' 'our. 
tents , and push ^fo'rwari^,., carrying only our 
sleep'iiig bags of reindeer 'slcin (which have 
the fur inside), our food, cobkipg^;3tCj|y.e:and 
utensils, and a gallon of oil. Ea.di--man*sMoad 
weighed about 40 lb. When wc were nearing 
" the top a terrible snow blizzard came on. W''e 
could neither go forward nor rSireat. y\ll that 
was possible was to seek out the most shel- 
tered spot that was available, and lie there en- 
cased in our sleeping bags. The blizzard 
lasted for 48 hours, and during all that time 
we were in our sleeping bags with^the snow 
gradually, piling up aroun'd'us ilntir;WC were 
nearly buried. ; ! ... 

^ "When, the downfall ccia^ed we continued on 
our way, but the. great drifts of snoyvrendei-ed 
our. passage very difficult : of accbmplishhient. 
It was on the same day that we reached the 
summit that I found my toes frostbitten. The 
temperature at the time was 30 Fahr. below 
zero — the equivalent of 62 degrees of frost. 
How intense was the cold may be gathered 
from the fact that it took half an hour to melt 
the snow water over a stove when wc were 
preparing our food. W^e arrived at the crater 
in the afternoon, spent the night in the vici- 
ity, and started the descent next. morning. It 
was not until a month afteri^rards tljiat the 
toe was amputated. Thib. s'lirgeOii was .waiting 
for the flesh of the foot to heal sufficieiitly 
to hold out to him the, hope that operatioit 
would be successful. I was laid up for .three 
months.". 



MUSIC IN MODERATION

A writer in a hygienic ]niblieation advises 
parents to first ascertain wdiethcr their chil- 
dren are physically fitted for a course of piano 
instruction before they allow them to begin. 
He says : "Doctors deplore the fact that long 
and systematic piano practice does more 
toward undermining children's health than 
all other ills of the flesh which, fall to 
their lot. And not only is tnusic .under 
such circumstances injurious to children, 
but also to many 3'^oung ladies, whose 
desire to become good pianists has led 
them to practice for hours at a stretch 
when they ought to have been indulging in 
more beneficial exercise. Violin playing, al- 
though not so common, is perhaps e\'en more 
injurious than ])iano practice. It necessitates 
standing in a somewhat forcetl attitude, so to 
speak. Avith the chest and shoulder cramped 
up. With children especially, excessive playing 
in such a position is productive of the /.most 
disastrous restilts. M.iny childreii.. who; have 
beij.n allowed' to play for too loilg; .:a.> pief5od 
without a. rest hay e become round-shouldered 
or hump-backed:'' , • . . ' ' . ' . 

Tlie moral bf all this is that, unless you 
desire your children to take music as a pro- 
fession, they .should not practice more than 
lialf-an-hoiir. at a time, .with .c.onsi.dcrable . in- 
tervals between; " '

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ENGLISH SOVEREIGNS 

IJcmy was one of the ablest luon- 

aichs tliat ever sal upon the throne of Eng- 
land, and in some respects' he'is worthy to be 
comijarcd with tlic greatest rulcfis of history. 
His most conspicuous weakness was his avar- 
ice, for he nddplcd every available means to 
lill his coffers, and employed his influence 
with the jutlyi-'s to secure tiini pecuniary ad- 
vanlac^c's. Lord llaciMi sa\-s that in his riiis^n 
justice was administered impartially except 
when the King was a partj'. He embarked in 
trade in a large Avay, and it was his desire to 
amass wealth that led him to scn<l John and 
Sebastian Cabot on the A-oyayc of tliscovery 
whith gave J'Cni^hiiKl her title to Xewfoiuul- 
hmd and Ciinnda. lie hatl no mind lor par- 
liamcntar}- restraint. After the I'.attle of ilos- 
worth iMcld he convoked I'arliainent. but in- 
vited thereto only a minority of the barons. 
This he did in order that he might have some 
formal sanction of his act in crowning himself 
un' the battlefield. 'The statutory pnn-ision 
that Parliament slioiihl be called tonetliei- 
vcarlv was disreLjariled, Inn f(ir this he had 
abundant precedents in the reii.i;n of ICdwa.rd 
and during the latter part of his reign be 
came to the conclusion that he could get along 
very well without any assistance from what 
had in the reign of Henrv \'l. been the real 
governing power of the nation. 

'J"he reason of the decay of I'arliainent was 
iwo-fohl. As was mentioned in the last jjre- 
eeding article of this series, the iM-ench Wars 
and the Wars of the Roses greatly reduced the 
barotiage. When Henry came to the throne 
there were onl}- fifty-iwei barons in the wlnile 
kingdom, and among these there ilo not ap- 
pear to have been many worthy successors of 
the men, who had held the kings in check in 
days gone by. The Commons had become de- 
generate, driginallv the strenp;th of the Com- 
mons had lain in the borough representation : 
but the boroughs had passed under the control 
of the guilds, and the guilds were exccedinyl\- 
close corporations. Xo longei- was every ■ e- 
man entitled to a voice in the affairs of t!ic 
country, but in the cities, at least, only Uiosc 
^vho had served the apprenticeship prescribed 
by the gtiilds. Many of the guilds passed into 
the control of the juore powerful barons or 
the Crown itself. :ind elections in them became 
little more than a I'orm. If it had not been that 
the knights of the shires retained something 
of their independence, self-government would 
liave passed away in l/.ngland. Parliament 
was not disposed to assert itself, and the King 
not requiring money for foreign wars, and 
having more, wealth derived from the royal 
estates and from forfeitures, escheats and 
trade than he bad any use foi-. it was not neces- 
sary I'or him to invoke the taxing power ni 
the nation. There seems lo have been no de- 
sire on the part of the members of Parliament 
to meet. Instances arc told of men who were 
elected to the Mouse of Commons ruiming 
away to a\"oid going t(:i the sessions, and Ijeing 
hitnled down b}- tlie sheriffs with a hue an(l 
er}-. The country was at peace, and that ^\•as 
all the people cared fur. .After so many years 
of foreign and domestic strife, tlie relief af- 
forded b}- the firm and not oppressive rule of 
Henry gave profound sati.sfaction to the great 
bodj' of the nation. Therefore Parliament 
ceased to be regarded as a safeguard to the 
national well'are. and Henry heeame as nearly 
an absolute motiarch a.i I'-ngland ever saw. 

.\s a di]jloniatist he far sur])asse(l anv ni 
his predcccssnrs. and has been etpialled' by 
none of his stiecessor.-. exceijt His .Majesty 
J'.dward \'n. It was his diplomacy that es- 
tablished the Low Countries, as ihey were 
once called, as independent of France and 
Ccrmany. That Holland and I'.elginin are in- 
dependent states is due to the policy inaugur- 
ateil by him. lie strengthened the nation 
.abroad b}- a marriage l)etween his (.Idest son 
Arthur and Catherine of Aragon, and. when 
the y(.iung prince died after a few mnnths of 
married life, he was able to persuade the Pope 
that there were no insuperable objections to 
the union of the young- widow with her hus- 
band's brother, afterwards llenry \'lli. 
Mc sought ir. bring abuui a la.-ling 
])eace with Scotland, ;i:)d with that 
object gave his daugiiter .Margaret in 
marriage tr, James. King i>i that cotni- 
try. When his cuimsellors objected that by 
such a marriage l",ngland might pass ttnder 
the sovereignty of Scotland, J^enry answered: 
"Xo, the greater will draw to it the less." The 
result of this marriage lerl \n the uniDii of the 
crowns of the two kingdoms ii|.i)n the head "i 
James I., the fininder of the Stuart line of 
lilnglish kings. 

The time of lU'in-y \'ll. was one of great 
mental acti\ it\-. ."snt long 'bcfovc he came to 
the throne the art of printing from m(j\able 
types had been invented, and Ca.xton had in- 
troduced it into England. The whole Euro- 
pean world was in a slate of expectancy. The 
route around the Cape to India was made 
known. Coltimbus ))ointed out the way to a 
new wot Id. Hooks were multiplied, and espe- 
cialh' Ijooks of travel, which fomnl imnnner- 
able re;idcrs. The liilile was made .as'ailable 
to the ma.ss of the people. .'\ s))irit of iiujuiry 
into matters - religious and scientific was 
abroad. The whole horizon of human observa- 
tion had been widened, and Copernicus had 
piloted mankiinl through the starry Iteavens. 

Among the domestic matters affecting I'.ng- 
land. which marked Ibis reign, a statute pro- 
viding that persons should not be held to ha\ e 
been guiltv of treason because the_\- ob*-yed 
and stii)ported the iierson who for the time be- 
ing occupied the throne, no matter by what 
titfe, tended to create a feeling of security. The 
,'^latutc of Laborers was an attempt to regu- 
flfile, the labor question, which, among oilier 
things, provided a maximum wage beyond 
•vvliich no laborer should be etititlcfl to demand 



anvlhing. It was well intended, for at the 
tiine iMigland was ovcrrtiii by idle vagabonds, 
and something was necessary lo prevent disor- 
der. The legislation in tlie course of tiiiic 
proved to be a siul error, "fdr it drew in its 
train a great amount of poverty. Sir Thomas 
More suggested that the way lo solve the 
problem of the unemployed was lo establish 
woollen manufactories, a policy which was 
carried into effect, but not until after its pro- 
pioser had passed off the scene of action. .An- 
other important provision was the restriction 
of the right of asylum, which had'grown to be 
a great abuse. By virtt'tc of this ctistom crim- 
inals could take" refuge in monasteries and 
(jther sanctuaries and thus escape the officers 
of the law. The restriction of the Hcncfit of 
Clergv Avas also a notable reform. benefit 
of Clergy meatil originally that a per-son in 
hi ih- orders was exempt from the operation of 
the Common Law if charged with a crime, 
and was entitled to be tried by an ecclesiasti- 
cal court. This right was so extended that it 
inclnded e\-cry one \\dio coidd read and \\-ritc. 
.\l one lime it applied. In all offences, but in the 
eriurse of time it became the custom to enact 
that the i)unish'mcnt for certain of the graver 
crimes shoukl be death "without benefit of 
clergy." The first restrictions were put upon 
this custom in the reign of Henry VL, but it 
was further restricted in the reign of Henry 
\MI. The ])ractice was finally 'abolished until 
the reign of Cicorgc as resi)ccte(l common-, 
ers ;iml as respected peers until the earl\' ])art 
of the reign of \'ict(U-ia. ilacon said of llenry 
that he was a model of k-jngcraft ; that his laws ' 
were "tieep and not vulgar ; not made tipon the 
spur of a particular occasion for the present, 
but out of providence for the future, to. make 
the estate of his people still more happy, after 
the manner of the legislators in ancient and 
heroictil times." 

Henry died in 1 when he was fifty-three 
vears of age. 1 le was a \'ictiin of consumption, 
which seems to ha\ e seized npim him siid- 
deidy. as he was just before bis death engaged 
in seeking a wife .with a handsome dowery, his 
first wife having died a slic^rt time before. He 
was of an uneven dispor-ition. .\s ;i rule he 
Avas not cruel. l)ut sc\-cral gra\-e acts of crticlly 
can be laid to his charge. I Ic was fonnaily 
religiotis. and seems lo ha\-e hccu go(.iil Inis- 
band and a kind father. I le had soldierly qual- 
ities and yet no lo\:e for war. lingland was 
nndoubledly nuich the better for his twenty- 
four vears of rule. 



AN ERA OF CHANGE 

Among the lines of human interest along 
\\hich the UKjsl co^.-^l)iellgus changes have 
taken ])lace since the beginning of the Xine- 
teenth Century, transijoi'tation deserves per- 
haps the first place, not only because of what 
has been achieved during that period, but be- 
cause of the felative progress as compared 
with what has been accomplished in all the 
pre\-ious centuries. It is difficiilt to realize 
that there are men now li\-ing wdio were born 
belore the railway locomotive and the steam- 
boat. .\ot many, prhaps. antedate the latter, 
but many are (dder than the fcjrmer. 

The jjeijiile n\ ihc ci\'ilized world wcvi.- in 
the year 1800 not very nnicli in advance in 
matters of transportation of the people of the 
year looo. It is surprisijg how slowly trans- 
portation facilities were developed. On land 
practically nothing was accomplished in thou- 
sands of years, but on the contrary the fact 
that great nicinoliths were earriei.l limg dis- 
tances in lygypt and Western .Asia in early 
(lavs suggests that there miisL have l)cen a re- 
trogression in this resi;ect. .Something was 
achieved in tiie matter of water transportation, 
but e\en in this line progress was \eiy slow. 
.Vol very much information is available con- 
cerning navigation in the days before the 
Christian Era; but we know that the vessels 
that sailed in the Mediterranean were depen- 
dent upon oars for propelling power. If sails 
w ere used it wa> only in an ;inxili,iry way. tiiul 
neiilu'r llu: cejiist rneli( jii of the hitllls nor the 
kuowledp^e possessed b}' these marini'rs of the 
art ol na\igalion inadi; it pcissibic to make 
much use of such appliances, .\hsence of any 
guide for ships when out of sight of land made 
it impossible lo make voyag'cs under condi- 
tions where sails could be used to advantage. 
We know practically nothing of the .ships that 
were in use <lin-ing the Dark .\.ges. Tlrt 
.\'i:)rseinen also depended largely upon oars, 
.•ilthough they wei-e acctistomed to lia\'e a 
scpiare sail forward, and wilh this, assisted by 
the rowers, the}- crossed the northern .Atlantic 
and traversed a considerable part of the eas- 
tern coast of A'"*^"ca. It is impossible to 
overestimate the skill and courage of the Norse 
mariners, who were so fearless that fliey would 
set out 111)1^11 a stormy ocean, trusting to the 
stars iuv guid.'ince .'ind chielly to their own 
right ,anns feir moti\-e p(jwer. The vessels 
which carried the in\-ading I'orce of \\'illiam 
the Conipicror acn.iss the Straits of Do\'er were 
such insignilicant craft that one of our smal- 
lest tugs could have sunk them one by one by 
ramming them. During the reign of John a 
very considerable imi)et its was given to .ship- 
building, and some \essels of considerable 
size were constructed, but they were only an 
exaggeration of the old-time g;ille} s. Xaviga- 
tion languished until the knowledge of the 
.Mariner's C'jinpass was br(jught from Chin;!, 
wdien sliii)s were built for deep-sea sailing and 
were dependent almost wholly tipon sails. 
They were usually unwieldy craft, wilh high 
poops (aitd^fbrecastles ,and built on such lines 
and equipped .with' such" a sail-plaii that they 
were not oi much use except 10 go before the 
wind. Some large ships were constructed on 
this plan, Spain taking the lead. Smaller ships 
were designed principally, if the truth must be 



told, lo enable venturesome gentlemen lo prey 
upon.ithe:ricl^Iy laden.-galleons.-'. '^^^^ .discoyr., 
er3'- of the' sea-' route >ta 'and of the New 
Worlclgave an inipctus to ship-building, al- 
though ' it "did not A'cry greatly improve the 
type of vcs.sels in use.' It was difficult to in- 
duce mariners to abandon the high bows and 
sterns, althougb they made the ships almost 
unmanageable in adverse weather, but the re- 
quirements of naval warfare accomplished 
Avhat commerce. could not achieve. The frigate 
was' the result. The frigate was a two-decked 
ship built for speed. It took the place now oc- 
cupied by the cruiser. Pictures of the line-of- 
battleships in X'elson's time show vessels with 
three and sometimes more decks. The sea- 
manship necessary to handle such craft must 
ha\-c been of a high character. S])eed does 
not apjjear to have been regarded as a very 
essential thing in ships in those dajrs, except 
in the ca.sc' of frigates. The frigates located 
the enemy; the line-of-batlle then advanced 
and good tactics consisted in laying your ship 
along'-side that of the eitemv and luninding him 
to |.)ieces. mii/.zle to muzzle, while the Ixiai'd- 
ers climbed o\-er the btilwai'ks. A modern 
tug-boat^ armed with almost any kind of a 
modern gun, could have sunk all the ships en- 
gaged at Trafalgar without herself being once 
struck. 

The greatest impetus given to shipbuilding 
arose .from the expanding commerce between 
.^merica and Europe. The packet ships of 
the early part of the X'incteeiith Century were 
a vast improyement itpon anything, that pre- 
ceded them.' They were constructed largely 
for the purpose of carrying, passengers .and 
were biiill on such lines as enalded them to 
make fairly gx>od speed. Im]5ro\'emenls in the 
sail-plan made them to some extent indeiien- 
dcnt of the direction of the wind, and they 
were bitilt with a lower freeboard .than the 
."alleons, so' that they could be -more .easily 
handled. The packets could be counted" upon 
to make 9 miles an hour under favorable con- 
ditions. Dili this, though a great improve- 
ment upon the best that Inul been occeimplisb- 
cd |)reviousl\% was not sufficient to meet the 
new recpiirements of commerce. A large trade 
had opened with China and India, and shij)- 
pers- demanded that ihc quickest v- possible 
voya.ges should be made. Thferc - being no' 
means of coinmunicating between distant 
countries except by ship,?, the jirofit on a voy- 
age might depend u])on the speed with which 
it was made. .A belated lea ship mi.gbt arrive 
to find an ovcrstoclcecl market, wdiilc the first 
to arrive might find a ready sale. Coini>eti- 
tion demanded faster sailers. A clipper sliij) 
was a thing of beauty.. Her graceful lines, 
her great spread of canvas, her general ap- 
pearance was far in advance of anything that 
hatl ever been seen upon the sea, and their- 
speed A\as titty per cent, and more greater than 
that of the ptickets .and fidly double that (jf the 
l)est ships of the ICigliiecnth Cenlur\'. hour- 
teen clays from Xew \ iirk to !,i\ cri)Ool Tas 
not an imcommon jiassagc, a.nd one of the clip- 
pers made the voyage from New "S'ork to San 
Franci.sco in seventy days. A clipper ship, 
with ever}' yard of canvas she coukl carry 
spread to catch the wind, was jirobably the 
most glorious creation of human hands. The 
stories of the \oyages of the clippers were 
many and of intense interest, and the fame of 
the best of them wa> world-wide. It is worth}' 
of mention that the .Marco I'olo. ])robably the 
fastest sailer that was evi;r built, was a St. 
John shi|). She made many trans-. \llanlic 
voyages and carried out to Australia -one of 
the first, if not the first, party of voluntary 
colonists. .\n important devck)pnient in sail- 
ing craft \\-as the schooner. It \\-as an inven- 
lion of a .\'ew F.ngland shii)biiilder. \\'hen the 
first \-esseI of the kind was launched, she ran 
down the wax's with such speed aiul skimmed 
out oxer the \s;Lter with sucb grace that a by- 
stander exclaimed: "."see her scoon," scoon 
being the local word used to express the skip- 
ping of a flat stone on the water. On hearing 
this her builder exclaimed: ".-\ .scooner let her 
be." and thus the name became incori)orated 
into the language. This was in ijt,-^. but 
schooners tlid not re.ieh their most useful form 
until the yetir 1840. when the mmiber of masts 
was increased and the siyU' of ri.ggin.g \v;is 
improved. The application of steam to shi|>s 
arrested the dex elopment of sailing craft. This 
was wholly an acbieveincnt of the Xiiieleentli 
Century, and it will be treated in a separate 
article. Sliips of today arc built after the lines 
of the clippers as a general rule, and they are 
(piile as good sailers, but the nect'.-^sily of 
speed is not felt to be as great as it \xas before 
the utilization of steam. W ith the introdne- 
lieiii of steam ami the ap])lication of machinery 
in the construction of ships much of the shi])- 
building art has perished. By this it is not 
meant that just as good ships are not built 
ilow as ever, but only that with the progress 
of events the old type of .shipbuilders has 
passed away. .Among handicraftsmen they 
liad no superiors. They knew more eJ the 
(|uality of timber and how it could be u;^:d to 
the best advantage th;m any of their i<rere- 
cessors or successors. Steam and machinery 
have robbed navigation and shipbuilding of 
nearlx- all 'of its romance. We. have made 
grctit progress during the past half ccntur,v, 
imt it has been at the e.\pen.sc of some things 
that brought out. the best there was in men. 



what Jesus was, but udial Christianity is. It 
may .beiiadniitted, fpr the sak.c;6f^argumcnt, he 
'Says' in substaike, tluit' there%ev<2r was such 
a ])er.son as the Jesus of the Gospels, but this 
docs not dispose of Christianity. This seeiT.s 
to mean that Chrili;mitv is capalile of standing 
by itself, without any supi)ort from the story 
of Jesus Himself. To this many persons will 
at once object. They -will say- that .witliotit 
the miraculous birth,' the Crticlfixion and the 
Resurrection ' of Jesus dhrist, Christianity, 
would be" impossible ;' but perhaps this may not 
be the case. May there not be in Christianity 
sufficient for the salvation of mankind with- 
out incorporating into it the personality of its 
I'Viunder? The Dbscrvalion of the rabbi re- 
ferred to suggests that it may, jjerliaps, be 
timely for the Christian Church to change jts 
method of presenting its fundamental truths. 
The course pursued for nineteen centuries has 
been to demand, first of all, belief in Christ 
|)cr.sonally, and not simi)ly in Him as repre- 
sentative of the Divine Si'iirit. but as one mi- 
raculously born, capable of accomplishing ini- 
raciilons 'things, a uersonal sacrifice to atone 
for man's transgression and the subject of a 
miraculous resurrection. When these things 
have been admitted and the theological ex- 
planations of them have been acce|)tcd, the 
individual is supposed lo be in a position to 
accept Christianity, Xow there is 110 use in 
denying that very many peoi)le find it im- 
possible to accept these things, because liiey 
dispute the sufficiency of the evidence offered 
in snp])ort of them, seeing that they are so 
contrary to all ordinary human expcrieiice. 
But no one can deny that there is such a thing 
as Christianity.' It is in evidence on every 
side. It is -vvorking for the betterment of 
humanity as nothing else is. It is a tremen- 
dous force lor the advancement of the world. 
.How would it do for the Church to reverse its 
ordinary ]iroces^/o£'^rc.i^,C),ning and rely in the 
first jdace u 1 ion what Ghris'tianity is, and from 
that argue back lo its divine origin? 'fhe 
.scientific process of inquiry is to deduce 
theory from accci^tcd facts. The mediaeva) 
process was lo start out with the theory and 
niake the facts square with it by interposing 
mx'Stcrx', if necesstiry. v^cience has abandoned 
that process, and the result has been amaxing 
progress. May it not be possible that a sim- 
ilar cliinge in religious teaching might pro- 
duce a siniilar result? 

Where do we see the best development of 
human nature? Is is not where we find the 
best expression of the ]M"iiiciples of Christiari- 
itv? It does not necessarily follow that this 
expression shall be accompanied with the ac- 
ceptancc , of any particular form of belief. 
What are thp 'qualities Avhich go to produce 
th^ best nieh and;;nvomen.'' Let us ascertain 
these, 'arid let the effort be to impress the 
value of these qualities upon others. Let us 
rest the case of Christianity upon what Christi- 
:mily has accomplished, and not upon state- 
ments of events, the hapi)ening' of which can 
he ilisputed. at least with some show of proba- 
bility. From Christianity Christ is inferrable 
as of necessity. If this process of demonstra- 
tion is followed, it is no longer .necessary to 
ask the acceptation of a mysterj' as the founda- 
tion of a belief in Christ, but He is seen to 1k' 
the inevittikde result of reasoning from effect 
back to cause . There is no difficulty in trac- 
ing Christianil.x- back histin'ically to Paul. So 
clear is tb.is that by many persons Paul is 
regarded as the author of the faith; but when 
we get back lo Paul and study his teachings, 
wc find it necessary to postulate something 
more, and the Christ of the C.ospels alone, 
meets the requirements of the case. In the 
Twentieth Century -we are in a different posi- 
tion from that occui)ieil by the i)eo|-)le of the 
I'irst Century, who heard from the lips of 
Jesus Himself the (h.ictriiie of Di.vine Lo\-c. 
We do not need lo see the water ttu'iietl into 
wine, or the loaves and fishes increased in 
mmdier. Wc do not even need to sec some 
modern Dazarus raised from the tlead. nor be 
shown the vacant sepulchre -wherein He was 
laid. We have a .great and widespread factor 
for the regeneration of humanity at work 
tuiion.g us. and we ctill it Cbrislianitx . This 
calls for 110 proof, any more than the stars call 
for proof, 'i'bc}' arc in their ])laces in the 
depth of space, and Christianity is in its place 
in the lives of men. Let this tremendous fact 
be preached more to the people, and let us 
have less of human efforts to e.vpound the 
depths of the Divine -Mind.

Henry James 
This writer has been styled "the subtlest 
of American novelists," and for that reasoii 
alone we can understand wh}' he has not be- 
come so popular as some of his less worthy 
contemporaries. Mr. James is first and fore- 
most an artist, and sccoiiflly a thoroughly 
conscientious artist, <|ualities which make it 
impossible fur him to sacrifice his ideals in 
order to please the public taste, no matter 
what amount of notoriety or i)ccnniary iKMielit 
such a course would bring him. This is essen- 
tially ail age of hurry and Ave have learned to 
take out- amitsemcnts, that is, most of us have 
done so, with : as little thought or trouble as 
possible.' ' Novel-reading is, to most of us, a 
relaxation;, amental relaxation, and.if wc are 
required' to use our mind's a' little in order 
to fathom a story-teller's ideti, Ave get more 
or less amioAcil about it. (.)f course there is 
an exemplary minority avUo believe we should 
dp nothing, unthinkingly, and it is a minority 



lo which, Avithout question, Ave all should be- 
long. But iiiodemvfiife,twilI;,i^ permit many 
of us to follow '6iu-" idefe a iMfi^^^ 
as closely as we would like to do, and hence, 
unfairly, the most i^rofound of our novelists 
do not receive there just reward fi'om an uii- 
appreciati\-e public. However, Henry James 
has achieved not a small degree of fame, and 
his ablest critics accord him all the praise 
which is most justly due him. Not only have 
his-novels met.AvithjSUcCess, but his numerous 
books. 61V; travel are read by many; while, of 
his. essays, and ,critici$ni.s an. auhority states;; ;■ 
"There are feAvuriore stimu'iating guides to '.' 
Ihou.ght, fcAA'. more sincere and just apprecia- 
tions, than can be found aimnig bis essays ;-for ' 
.Mr. James is a man whose education in life 
has come ku'gely through books. He is cspeci- 
allv hap|)y in his descriptions of the I'rench 
masters who have influenced him — Turgeniclf. 
.Merimec. De ^faupassant, and other.s — as well 
a> some iinglishmcn Avith Avhom he is in isy.ni-. 
pathy. notably Du Maurier. A very subtle 
artist Avriting about the works of other ar- ^ 
tists, he has made such interesting essa)'^s that 
.some careful readers put him even higher as 
a critic than as a novelist. In both kinds of 
work he has tau.gbt the same lesson — the love 
of the artistic, perfect llnish — which has been 
carried out by him at least as fan as by any 
e)ther .American i;rose xx'ritcr. 

Mr. James Avas born in 1843 in New 'S'ork' 
city, his artistic tem])erament displayed itself 
even in childhood. He loved to surround him- 
self Avith lovely harmonious things, and Ipiig 
before he was able to read, his chief delight 
Avas looking at pictures and telling himself 
stories about them. At cIcatu years old he 
went to Italy and to England Avhcrc he re- 
mained for six years, seeing all the old mem- 
ory-haunted romantic places, his bcauty-ioving 
.soul revelling in the thousand different as- 
]5ccts of ever-beautiful nature wdiich the di' 
ferent parts of the countries ]jrcscnted to him, 
becoming intimate Avith art museums and pic-'> > 
turc galleries; iij short cul.ti\ratitig,-his.,ta,stt;-a^^^^^ 
far as possible . for art and culture "'of 'ever. -'^ . 
kind. Returning home to Newport he speiit „ 
si.K 5'ears AA'ith his' family in an atmosphere .-. 

His 
father, Hem v James, was an able moralist, an ' 
eloquent writer and conversationalist. His 
brother William Avas a deep student of p.sy-: 
cholo,gy. in fact the whole .family Avas a dis-. , 
tinct!}-' intellectual one, and the;^hqrae■;;iriHu- 
cncc always stimulating. ' . ■ 

\\'liile Henry Avas still in his teens he be- ' 
gan, his story-writing. And his first stories had . 
very little- to recotiTAnencl them as'ifrank'fanxjLA?^. 
opinion told him. J-Ie, ...kept stubbornly- on. 1 
hqwevir, and finally;?. convinced even these 
exacting critics 'that -he' had a large share- of 
talent and anv amount of conscientiousnc;-- 
and determination. He kept up his literary..,; 
jnirsuits Aviiilc he was attending the Harvard , 
Law School, and began lo establish a repnta- :^ 
tion for himself as a coiilributor to current ,• 
jnthlications. Since 1869 he has lived princi- ;■ 
l)ally abroad, his home being in London, 
though .he is a freqtjent visitor-to Paris, iand: 
his beloved ' Italy. His life lias al ways been a : ' 
very quiet one, .devoted tO study and art. Tak - 
ing it on the Aviiole his AA'orks have continued 
to improve since he began to write Avhich is 
almost the highest praise that can be afforded - 
a novelist. Of his character wc can fairly 
judge from his books. His first novel "Watch • 
and Ward" showed little brilliancy of skill 
and .ga\'C no promise of better tilings to come 
His next steiry "Roderick Hudson" Avas meri- 
toriously successful, and siiicc then, all-^that 
he has written has been Avell AA'Orth whilij. In. 
his later stories Ave miss the simplicity]' and 
fun of the earlier ^ ones. Some of his.^books-

(By an Expert) 

A cross-bred fowl is entirely different to a 
mongrel, and the two inust not be confounded, 
although they are often regarded as one and 
the same thing. A mongrel, which is never 
recommended under any circumstances what- 
ever* is a bird that contains the bipod of in- 
numerable varieties in its^eins, no special ob- 
ject having been aimed at in selecting the 
parents, if, indeed, there has been any selec- 
tion at all. A cross-bred bird, on the contrary, 
is one that contains the blood of two distinct 
varieties, but in this case the breeder has had 
a particular aim in view, and has chosen the 
parents accordingly. Those of my reavrs who 
are fanciers are naturally only interested in 
pure-bred fowls, since crosses are useless to 
them. T^iey should realize, as probably they do 
already, that birds that are not quite true to 
type arc merely occupying space, consuming 
food, and involving labor from which they can 
reap no return. To the utility man, however it 
is the economic and not the fancy character- 
istics tiiat appeal, and it docs not matter to 
them whether their birds possess every show 
point wrong, so long as they arc good layers 
or suitable table birds. 

There are several advantages in using 
pure-bred fowls, apart from the fact that to 
the fancier they are essential. Birds that are 
pure always possess a much higher selling 
value than those that contain the blood of 
two or more breeds in their veins. An excel- 
lent demand exists in tiic autumn and early 
winter for stock birds, quite an ordinary price 
being 7s 6d. for pullets and half a guinea for 
male birds. These prices are for well-bred, 
healthy stock, and not necessarily for show 
specimens,' for which a very much higher fig- 
ure would have to be given. With pure-bred 
fowls, the time the chickens take to reach ma- 
turity can be more easily determined, besides 
which the breeder knows more exactly what 
liis chickens will be like. Moreover, when 
dealing with pure-bred fowls there is always 
the chance of breeding a particularly fine 
specimen worth a considerable amount of 
money. 

The Advantages of the Cross-Bred 

Cross-bred fowls possess several important 
advantages, chief among which is their hardi- 
hood and vigor. If one is living in a cold or 
exposed situation, or upon heavy clay soil, then 
it is decidedly an advantage to use crosses- as 
they are able to withstand the unsuitable con- 
ditions much better than the majority of pure- 
bredifowls. There are a few varieties that are 
extremely hardy, such as the ■ I»eghorn and 
Redcap, that thrive amid the most adverse 
surroundings, but as a general rule a cross is 
far hardier than a pure-bred. Another advan- 
tage of crossing is that it is possible to minim- 
ise defects of an otherwise useful variety- 
defects that may render the particular breeder 
quite unfitted for practical purposes. Then, 
again, it is possible in crossing to combine in 
one bird the good qualities of two breeds; if 
a table bird and a layer are mated together 
,the progeny will probably be general purpose 
fowls. A verv- common mistake that many 
make in crossing is the mating together of two' 
varieties possessing similar charactcristicCc 
This serves no useful purpose wiiatever; ex- 
cept to give added vigor to the offspring. It 
is useless, for example, crossing a Wvandotte 
and an Orpington or a Leghorn and a Minorca 
as these varities are practically the same. A 
cross, on the other hand, between an Orping- 
ton and a Leghorn may serve an extremely 
useful purpose ; it should certainly increase the 
size and number of eggs produced by tlie pure 
Orpington; while a much greater proportion 
of eggs should be produced during the winter 
by the pure Leghorn. 

A Useful Shelter 

An important matter during wet or cold 
weather, and one to which attention sinjuld be 
given if winter eggs are to be plentiful, is the 
provisibn of shelter for the laying flocks in the 
field, but where, as is usually the case, stock 
are running over the same land- this is often 
no easy task, because sheep and cattle are 
very destructive to temporary erections, and 
the question of expense in erecting solid struc- 
tures has to be considered. One way to meet 
the difficulty can be found by using hurdles 
either wattled (which, though more expensive, 
save labor and are always ready for use) or 
covered with gorsc, and securing these firmly 
to strong stakes driven into the ground, form- 
ing an enclosure within which the fowls can 
take scratching exercise and get ample shel- 
ter from cold winds and wet, yet plenty of 
fresh air. By using three hurdles for the back 
two each for the sides and two for the front, 
which should face due south (having the 
opening nearest the east side), a large number 
of fowls can lind shelter. The roof can be con- 
structed cither of .similar hurdles laid flat and 
secured firmly to the sides or of strong un- 
bleached calico that has been thoroughly sat- 
urated in boiling linseed oil and then dried. 
This jatter has the advantage of being both 
rainproof and semi-translucent, but in that case 
the roof must be .given a slight fall to run off 
rain. Bars of wood should be nailed across to 
prevent strip])ing by the wind. The scratching ■ 
materia! can be of dried leaves, as offering no 
temptation to cattle, and a few boards nailed 
at intervals across the opening will keep the 
material from being scratched out and stock 
from' trying to enter, though the fowls can get 
through; Such a. "shelter costs Httfe but the la- 
bor involved,.. which, is not great. The, same 
shelter ^turned' to '^'fe north is equally useful 
for shade in siirhmer. , .V

PREPARING SOIL FOR THE SEED 

As the time is near for cidtivating fields for 
spring crops, it is well to discuss the different 
methods in order that we may arrive" at some 
plan to do the work economically and well. 
Grain crops, such as wheat, oats and barley, 
should be sown on land plowed the previous 
autumn. Spring-plowed land does not, as a 
rule, give as good results when sown to spring 
grain. Fall-plowed land being exposed to the

general practice is as soon as the seeds'^arie 
sown to roll the land. For the past few years 
I have changed my system. Instead of rolling 
after seeding, 1 wait until the soil is dry on the 
surface. Sometimes the grain iff from four ;tp 
six inches high when rolled at this tiime. . ;\ye 
level the land. By levelling, the crust that has 
thereby forming the much needed mulch to 
supply moisture to growing plants. 

Roots should follow meadow or pasture. 
In preparing the land for roots it is best to be- 
gin working the soil immediately after the hay 
is off the previous year. Cultivate the land 
thoroughly up to autumn, then manure and 
plow. If the land can be subsoiled a better 
crop will be secured. In the spring time, it 
sometimes pays to. plow again, especially if 
there has been a strong growth of weeds, or

winter's frosts is easier worked in tlic spring 
time. But the greatest advantage is that when 
the soil is in fit condition to i^iow it is also in 
fit condition to sow. The early sown grain has 
always the advantage over the latter sown as 
well as the other crops to follow, as the fanner 
has time to look after them instead of plowing 
in springtime. 

If the farmer, says Mr. J. Fixter, in Can- 
adian Farm, has been unfortunate in not hav- 
ing his sod lands plowed, do not, as too often 
is the case, start plowing before the soil is dry 
enough to crumble. Many will have seen 
teams plowing when the tough sods would 
scarcely carry them and the gloss on tlie fur 
row could be seen a considerable distance 
away. To all such I would say keep off the 
land until it is dry enough to crumble and the 
trace of the mould board can scarcely be seen. 
Land prepared for spring seeding should be as 
fine on the surface as if it were for garden 
seeds. 

The grain crop in a well regulated rotation 
should follow a hoed crop, therefore the corn 
stubble and root ground should be thoroughly 
plowed in .the autumn. The. disc harrow will 
be found best for the corn stubble. The char- 
acter of the soil will determine the number of 
times necessary to go over the field. The next 
implement is llic smoothing harrow, this also 
is to be gaugcfl hy the fineness rif the surfi'ce 
soil. If tlic land has been in roots, the spring 
tooth cultivator and smoothing harrow wdl be 
found best. 

•It sometimes happens that the farmer does 
not require as much land for corn and roots as 
for grain, this T am sorry to say. In such crises, 
it is best for the grain to follow llie pasture or 
meadow, having previously given the land 
thorough cultivation after harvest and during 
the autumn of the previous year. In the spring 
the s])ring tooth cultivator and smoothing har- 
row will make a perfect job if the farmer is 
willing to spend the time (it certainly will pay 
him)'.. .

the s')il baked rather hard. It is best io plow 
shallow, cultivate, then harrow, rib and roll, the 
ribs down to abotU. one-third before sowing. 

In ])reparing corn land niy practice is tri fol- 
leiw niead(nv or pasture, liaving put out the 
manure in small piles during the winter. It is 
s|)rea<l in the spring just as soon as the snow 
is off the land. By spreading very early the 
spring rains will wash the manure into the sod, 
forcing its growth and making the mantire 
much easier to turn under should the land have 
sow thistles or cpiack grass. 1 would not ad- 
\'ise plnwiu.g until just the dav or twei before 
plaiitiii.i.; the corn. Plow as deeply as the soil 
will allow, up to six or seven inches, disc and 
harrow thoroughly, make a jjcrfectly fine seed 
bed, then ])lant the corn. After, the corn is 
planted keep the harrows .going at short inter- 
vals until the corn appears. This point of har- 
row between sowing and the coming up of the 
corn plant is one of the secrets for killing 
weeds and forcing the .growth of the corn. 
.'\fter the corn is up kec]) the cultivator .going 
as long as j)ossihle. 

The varieties of grains, grasses, corn and 
roots that have, given us the best results here 
are as follows: Oats — Banner, sown from two 
to two and a half bushels per acre. Barley — 
Mensury, or Mandscheuri, two bushels per 
acre. Corn for ensilage — Leaming or Masto- 
den ; corn for .[;rain and dvy foflder — Quebec 
yellow, L.on.gfellow or Crompton's early.

Carrots — Short white.

The rapid advarices.'of dairying in its vari- 
ous phases has called, the attention of the dairy- 
men to the question 'of silos. Although at an 
earlier date, the silo was severely condemned, 
this denunciation is no longer retained, because 
the principles upon which silos and silage are 
based are more thoroughly understood. 

One. need only talk with a few of our pro- 
gressive. dairymen to realize the., •yalue of. silage. 
Farmers are awakening to the necessity of 
keeping their animals as near to natural condi- 
tions as possible. The pasture in the sum- 
mer affords this, but with the long winter sea- 
son, in which the farmer is obliged to house his 
animals, some substitute for this natural con- 
dition must be adopted. Silage answers this 
purpose admirably. It adds succulency' to a 
ration, keeps the animals in a healthy condi- 
tion, aiding digestion of the more concentrated 
foods by increased enyzmic action, as well as 
supplying a valuable food in a cheap form. 
Experiments carried on at Guelph Agricultural 
College go to show that without silage, milk is 
produced at a greater cost per pound, owing 
to the necessity of feeding a heavier grain ra- 
tion in order to overcome the result of cutting 
out the sila.ge. 

Summer silage is rapidly gainin.g favor 
among dairymen who wish to keep up their 
supply of milk during the summer months, 
when the pastures arc dry and bare. The 
marked decrease of milk during this time is 
very noticeable, and the cause is equally ap- 
parent, while the remedy is evident to all, it 
being to supply some food which is cheap, 
easily growm, and possessin.g tlie nutrient val- 
ue of grass. Silage does this to better advan- 
tage than any other food or roughage known. 

Regarding the question of silos, "the shape 
naturally presents itself first for consideration. 
There are three general types, viz.-: round, 
square and rectangular. The round silo is the 
most popular because of its many advantages 
that make it worthy of consideration. It con- 
tains the least amount of waste space ; possess- 
es greater strength, equal pressure being dis- 
tributed throughout, and in the question of ca- 
pacity it requires less lumber for a given space. 
The 'Square silo may be built to an advantage 
in the corner of a barn. The chief dipadvanr 
tage is the difficulty of packing the "silage suf- 
ficiently to exclude the air at the corners, and 
unless this is accomplished, fermentative action 
i.s set up, which ultiinately results in decayed 
silage. The rectangular silo, itself, has fewer 
advantages than the square, laecause of its nu- 
merous corners, which prevent. the silage from 
compacting firmly. • , . .j, .. . .. 't>'\^ " ■ . ■ 
■There are numerous materials^einplpyed in 
the construction of silos, among the most cbm- 
monl}' used are wood, concrete, cement blocks, 
and steel. Which to use will depend largely 
upon the money at the farmer's disposal, or his 
prefer ence. AVood and stone will, undoubted- 
ly, make the cheapest silo, and if properly look- 
ed after, will give satisfaction for a long time. 
The concrete and cement silo's are rapidly 
gaining favor amon.g those who have them, be- 
cause of their lasting qualities. The steel silo 
is practically unknown. The foundation is 
built of stone and cement with bolts set in the 
foundation at equal distances apart, with an 
eight-inch ring fastened with bolts to com- 
mence the steel with. The steel that com- 
prises the walls is in sheets 54 inches by 10 
feet long, rolled, punched and rivetted together. 
It is fourteen gau.cre steel, and a compound is 
used for coatin.g the inside. This adheres to 
the side, and is harder than cement. The cost 
of a silo of tin's description (12 feet by 3/ feet) 
is about $165, S21 for foundation, and $30 for 
fabor, making in all $216. Just how popular 
this will become remains to be seen. 

Stone and brick should always be coated 
with I'ortlruid cement to a very smooth finish. 
1 f wa.'^hed each year will last from twenty to 
thirty years longer, loathed and plastered 
silos have not been a success. Thev are in-, 
dined to crack, soften by the acid of the silage 
and become .injured by the fork. Moisture 
gradually makes a passage through these blis- 
ters and injures the woodwork by decay. 
Sheet iron and roofing tin are not satisfactory 
for linin.gs. The metal rusts even when coat- 
ed with paint or coal tar. The acti6n of the 
acid injures the efficiency of the ixiint. Roof- 
in.g tins are usually coated with lead poisons. 
The W'isconsin Ex[)criment Station experi- 
mented with two silos lined with metal, and it 
proved a failure.. Two layers of boards with 
tarred paper between is considered to be a good 
lining. The first layer of boards should be 
placed perpendicular, especially so if the silo is 
rectangular. If the silo is round it is well to 
]nit the second layer on horizontally, taking 
care to break all joints. Boards half an inch 
thick and six inches wide are the most satis- 
factory. . ^ " . . ' ' , 

The maift thing . of importance in the silo 
floor's i^ to niak'e it .firm, smooth and rat proof. 
It is always. well. to }iave the fouiidation built of 
stone or cement, ari'd built in a trench to give 
drainage. 

The silo shoidfl be well ventilated, ;is stag- 
nant air collects moisture, decay sets in and 
in a few years tl:e silo is useless. A suitable 
opening shotdd be at the top. A roof is only 
necessa.ty when the silo is built out of dooys, 
the cost' being a niatter of taste; the.object iae- 
ing principally to exclude rain and sriqw. In- 
building the roof the question of vehtilat'ioh 
must not be overlooked. 

The cajiacity of a silo will dcpeiid upon the 
needs of the farmer. A cubic foot of silage uii- 
der average conditions; vyill..weigh.' f^pjrn^^^^^ 
to forty pounds. The'lat'tefis sufffcicnf'for oh 
cow under ordinary conditions. If silage is fed 
two hundred days in the year, ,a cow will con- 
surhe eight thousand pounds, or four tons. For 



a round silo thirty feet deep, King gives the 
following diameters of a silo, thirty feet deep 
for herds ranging from 30 to 100 head:

The depth of the silo is of considerable im- " 
portance, and should not be overlooked. There 
are three striking reasons why it should be 
made as deep as practicable, (r) The largest 
amount of feed per foot can be stored in this 
way. (2) Less loss at surface during slow • 
feeding, the sila.ge being so closely packed air 
cannot enter readily from the top. ()i The 
downward and lateral pressure forces the sil- 
age so closely to the wall that the air is largely 
excluded, resultin.g in a silage of much better 
quality. The outward pressure increases at the 
rate of eleven pounds per square foot for every 
foot of depth. 

In constructing a silo it is very important to 
have the horizontal dimensions such that the . 
rate of feeding will be rapid cnou.gh not to joer- 
jnit moulding to occur, on the exposed or feed- 
ing surface. Feeding at the rate of less! than 
half an inch daily, moulding is liable to set in. 

Of the many crops grown for silage, exp^ri^ ] 
ence has shown that only a few are well adapt- 
ed for this purpose, those having solid stems 
will make sila.ge wiih less imavoidable loss 
than those having hollow stems. Of the vari- 
ous crops grown, none seem so well adapted ' 
for the silo as corn, where ever it will reach -' 
maturity. The unavoidable losses.. 'with "it ^re ■ ' 
very small, heavy yields may be obtained with' 
great certaintv at a moderate cost; silage, 
made from it has less objectionable features 
than when made from any other crop; it is not ' 
severe upon land. t - 

The sweet corns do not make the best sil- ' c 
age, as the sugar tends to develop into acid. 
The large varieties of southern 'corn produce 
^more roughage to the acre than do the!- small 
dents or flints, but the silage is of an inferior 
quality. Among the other crops grown are mil- 
let, clover, rye, oats, pea Adnes, saccharine sor- 
ghum, non-saccharine sorghum, and alfalfa. If 
corn cannot be successfully grown, some of . 
these may be substituted, the kind depending : 
on the climatic conditions. Pea vines are fre- . 
quently used for ensilage when the peas are 
grown, for. capning purposes.-. •; (,v v ;v ; 

The state of miaiturity at ■which a , crop is 
placed in a silo is important. Experience has-:; . 
proved that the nearer a crop is to maturity, 
the tissues bein.g filled with sap, the better the 
sila.ge fibre. Immatured crops do not possess 
sufficient fibre to retain the sap under pressure. ,- 
Corn is in the best stage for the silo when the 
ears are fully matured, but the stocks, leaves, 'C; 
and husks are green. The sooner .corn is placed - 
in the silo after cutting the better.." At 'this tiiffe^-i;.; 
the cells are alive, little air being present,'. and 
the possibility of fermentation being r'educedi.;,-v 
to a minimum. If the crop dries out, too much.|;^^ 
air is incorporated with the silage for its best' V' 
keeping. Should it dry out, wcttin.g is de'sir- 
able, but it should be remembered that water ,-.,' 
can never take the place of natural juices. 'if' 

A slow fillin.g is more preferable than a ■ .■ 
rapid, yet should not be too slow. A steady ,'--, 
filling, perhaps eight to fifteen tons for a small 
silo, is preferable. A large silo may be filled 
in proportion. Danger in filling a silo is some- 
times met with. Carbonic acid may develop to 
such an extent that it becomes impossible for a . 1 
man to live in a silo. The presence of such is ■ 
shown by a lighted match l^eing extinguished 
immediately. Beffjre entering the machinery - •. 
should be started, this causing a current of . / 
fresh air which will displace any poisonous ' < 
gas. In filling a silo it is important that the 
silage .should be thoroughly tramped, especial- 
ly at the edges, as here, owing to friction, it 
fails to settle sufficiently to comjiletely ex- 
clude the air. It should l.ie tramped once a day, 
for three or fo\ir flavs after bein.ij- filled, particu- «,■ 
lar attention being given to the silage next 
the wall. Silage is frequently covered with .. . 
some, material a few days after it has been in 
the silo to assist in the' exclusion ' of the air. 
Marsh grass or any substitute may be used. 
The .grass is cut, spread evenly to the depth of . 
three inches, tramped and wet at the rate of 
one pail to every square foot of surface. This 
A\ ill soon form an impervious layer which will .. 
totally exclude the air, and check the action ' 
of fermentation insuring silage of good quality ' 
provided it has been well matured and proper- 
.ly hflrvested. ^ 

Those who contemplate the building of a 
silo should study the question quite thorough- 
ly'. There arc many important thin.gs worthy 
of consideration. Where a man possesses a 
thoroughly good silo, it is well to have it some- 
what larger than is necessary for immediate de- 
niands, so as in a large measure to be unaf- 
fected by the yariabiiity bf,;Seasons._ Silage \ 
may be , carried from year 'to year ■with little 
, loss, so that one is able, if he has a silo, to store 
' i'TC-serve of fooid in seasons of heavy crops to 
'be used in seasons -when they fall below the 
"average. In this way one is not only inde- 
pendent of seasons but he is able to carry a 
much larger herd upon the same aniount of ' ' 
land. Sila,ge, in a good silo does not appear to 
materially deteriorate with age; cases have " 
been reported where it has been- fed when six 
5^ears old. For the above reason, the silo lias 
become an important factor in dairying ditr- 
ing the summer season. .

Business and colonization insight arid' inVdsti-

It certainly is curious that Fort George, a 
name until very recently all unfamiliar to the 
hurrying world, should be the focal point of . 
the present colonization and industrial iinush, 
and yet, though curious, singularly fitting. 
This same Fort George is geographically the 



■ "Two things very <;reatl}' impressed me on 
my Iriji. One was that the climatic conditions 
and the nature of the soil are quite the opposite 
of what one would expect in that geographical 
zone. Lying iti the belt in which irrigation 
nnist to some extent be depended upon, it is 
pleasantly disappointing to note the provision 
Avhich Nature lias made to obviate these con- 
<litions. Much of the, area in the northern part 
of the valleys is relieved of the necessity for ir- 
rigation, as- the gvasses and natural, verdure 
testify. In tile southern part there are hun- 
dreds of lakes which are unmarked • on any 
maps and the existence of which is entirely un- 
suspected by thope who havoiiot been over the 
ground.

were completed. Jn conversation with a rc- 
])resentative of the Colonist recently, Mr. 
Cooke, who has naturally gained from liis 
long exjicrience over so extensive a district, 
much valuable knowledge of the nature and 
the resources of the Northern Interior, sup- 
plied the following details, which are repeated 
here for the sake of completeness: 

"Froin Fort George to Giscombe Po.ftage, 
a distance of 41 miles, following tlic river up- 
stream, the. valley on. both sides of the river 
is very wide, and covered with timber, mostly 
spruce, poplar and birch. All the tributary 
streams, such as the fiittle Salmon arid Willow 



"How do you find the winters?" Mr. Cooke 
was asked. 

"The longest period of really cold weather 
I have known in my experience there was 
about three weeks. The cold at that time was 
aDout the same temperature as is the case in 
winter in the prairie provinces; ljut the timber 
protects one from the wind, and the cold be-,',i 
ing dry, very little inconvenience is experi- 
enced. .There is .any .amQunt of good water 
everywhere. I considcr'that the valley of the 
tipper Fraser is fully 'equal in cli'matic advant- 
ages and agricultural possibilities to the valley 
of the Ottawa River, in Ontario, where I wa.s 
born, v^hiie in the riiatter of minefaisf'b'otii 
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mountain, abyssmal canyon, ^arid foaming 
flood, long travel over hitherto untrodden and 
pathless wilderness, vistas of desert country, 
the farthest-flung outposts of civilization long 
since left behind ! 

And yet those giants in accomplishments of 
the "good old Cariboo days" of the early 'six- 
tics accepted eagerly the odds that Nature 
arrayed against them, beat down all handicaps 
Avitli the indomitable courage of Western 
jiioncering, and scored triumphantly in the 
great game in which the multiplied millions of 
Grouse and Antler. ].vightning and Williams 
creeks (the richest jdacer streams the world 
has ever known) were the stake. 

To the world at large the history of British 
Columbia dates from the Cariboo rush. Fol- 
lowing so closely upon the heels of the Cali- 
fornia gold discoveries, these had brought civ- 
ilization somewhat into touch with the life and 
hopes and romance of the newer and more 
nortlierh' El Dorado ; and even today mention 
of . Cariboo conjures up mining cam]) scenes in 
which the fearless, manly Bret Ilartean front- 
iersmen are the virile actors. 

Most of the Cariboo pioneer.'? have long 
since gone their ways. Some few are left to 
enjoy the fortunes that Avith sluice and rocker 
they won from its .i^^olden streams, and to 
dream in their twilight of the history-making 
da\'s in which each h;i(l his [dace. With the 
gradual exhaustion of the placer diggings, the 
army of the Argonauts c\-acuate(l the con- 
(piered and looted land, aiul for almost half a 
century Cariboo has rested — while Nature has 
hugged her secret of a vaster and more won- 
drous treasure' in mountainside and valley 
than in their maddest dreams the conquerors of 
the 'sixties had dared ti) imagine. Great men 
they were, and hrax-e adventurers, but their 
liorizon was restricted — their perspective lim- 
ited. They knew for Cariboo treasure only 
the coarse grains of metal that gleamed dullv 
for their delighted eyes at the bottom of the 
shallow goldpan or back of the riffles of the 
rocker or the sluicebox. The second-sight of 
imagination was denied them by which they 
might have glimpsed the inexhaustible treas- 
ure that the country of their hopes was vet to 
}-iel(l — the gold of ripening wheat fields, of 
vast fruit orchards, and of many mines devel- 
oped by modern, scientific methods, the toll of 
commerce and vast industrial enterprises. 

, Today. sees Cariboo awakened and prepar- 
ing for the second reaping of its treasure in 
contrast with which the transitory, ephemeral 
years that .gave the land its adjectival "golden" 
^vill seem hut a fantastic i^criod of children's 
play. .'\s in the e\'entful 'sixties, the cr\' todav 
is "On to Cariboo!" and from T''aslern Canada, 
the neighljor States, the Motherland and the 
congested countries of continental Europe, the 
exodus of the ambitious in answer to the last 
great call of Western Opportunity has begun. 
It is not a stampede such as the Klondike 
knew — and Cariboo once before — yet it is 
fionicwhat like it; it is not the typical land 
rilHli of.Oklnhoma days — nor yet again alto- 
//(t'lher dissimilar. It shows such a kindred 
difference as might be sa;d to exist between 



hub of British Columbia. Its history is older 
than the Province, its position strategical in 
the highest <legree. This latter condiiion was 
instinctively recognized more than two cen- 
turies ago, when rival native nations battled 
lustily for right of residence and of dominance 
"where tbc great rivers meet" — the Fraser and 
Xechaeo. 'i'lie white man first affirmed it in 
1806. when. on. the nth July, tlK)se intrepid ex- 
]")lorers John Stuart and Simon I'raser, 
"reached the mouth of the Ncchaco river just 
at sunset and camped where Fort George now 
stands." the indomitable Fraser very quickly 
ileciding that here must be tbe great trading 
centre of a nation to be born, and thereupon 
building (and namint,' for the then reigning 
monarch) a post of which 1 1 u.gli I'aries was 
placed in charge and which he made his own 
headquarters and the base from which in the 
following year he started down the mighty 
river to which he gave his own name, west- 
bound toward the sea. 

In those ])rimitive days, the gold of the 
country was extracted through the media of 
its furs: placer niiniii.i; placed its stamp upon 
tlic second Cariboo era; qu.nrtz minin;; and 
agricultural and liorticultur;d industry arc to 
mark the epoch now in its dawning. .And these 
are made possible and their opportunities 
brought prominently forward chiefly because, 
since it became patent to all observers that 
somewhere about Fort George w.as marked by 
destiny as a great railway divisional point, the 
secondary and amazini^' disco\-erv was made 
that here w;is also the focal point of one <if tlic 
most marvellous and extensive systems in all 
America of navigable inland waterwa\s hv 
which economical access to the world's mar- 
kets is assured for all time to come. 

"There is room for a million people in this 
country with Fort George ;is its centre, with 
a chance for them all to prosper and help build 
up a self-contained Canadian nation," wrote 
that journalistic trail-blazer John Houston, to 
a friend, after his first investigation of the land. 
"It looks to me as though one of the great 
cities of America is to grow right here, and so 
here I .stay to help in the gardenitig." 

Poor Houston ! lie was not spared ' to 
glimpse more than the merest be.ginning of his 
dream ciniie true; anrl yet in the chequered 
and romantic story of Port Gcfjrge his name 
must ever ha\ e a place of honor. 

Of tbe country tributary to Fort George, 
which must be looked upon as a. focal point of 
rail and river communication, .it is established 
by the reports of Government surveyors that 
it contains hundreds \\\iv>w hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres well adapted to the purposes of 
mixed farming, of fruit-raising in a limited de- 
gree, of cattle and horse-raising and sheep- 
gr.azing. with insatiable markets for the pro- 
ducts of these related industries either east or 
west, and an assftrance of early and economi- 
cal transportation' facilities to bring these mar- 
kets in touch. An interesting general descrip- 
tion of the characteristic countryside, is given 
by Mr. J. V . llledsoe, M.E.. who during recent 
weeks has comi)leted a third far-reacliing re- 
connaissance. Says this indomitable frontiers- 
man and explorer : , 



where irrigation is nece^i.Sary. will be abundant. 

"'["he scattered settlers who. were wise 
enou.gh to go in there and brave the pioneer 
days, have planted fruit trees, and both from 
these and vegetable production have demon- 
strated the suitability of the climate for hor- 
ticulture as well as agriculture, and I look 
forward to tbe time when the Coast cities will 
he sui)plied from that district with every var- 
ietv i.if fruit that is grown. 

"The other thing that im|)ressed me was 
that the location of mineral lodes, bearir.g tjold 
and copper, has demonstrated the truth of 
what has often been affirmed — that the coun- 
try is rich in varied minerals. The lack of 
transportation facilities has hitherto prohibited 
tbc pro])er ])ros])ectiiig 01 the hillsides, but the 
assurance tliat the whole region will he lapped 
by a transcontinental line has given im])etus 
to the old spirit of the prosi)ector, and many 
valua|3le finds have, reqen.tly. been made, both 
in alluvial and lode minerals, while the Grand 
Trunk Pacific has shown its wisdom in seeking 
an individual line to Vancouver, instead of 
paralleling the other proposed roads. 

".As a faint prophecy of what is to be real- 
ized in the near future, ne\'er was the old Cari- 
boo road, since the first bloom o{ the excite- 
ment of its historic dajs, busier than toda3^ 
One can scarcely travel along it even for a 
short distance without overtaking a pack-train, 
a stage or a lonely individual carrying his 
canqjing outfit, or seeing someone resting by 
the wayside on the hurried journey. Settlers, 
])rospcctors and perhaps speculators are 
among them. 

".\lread_\- there are five steamers plying in 
the northern waters of the Fraser river, with 
three more to be added to the fleet this sum- 
mer. Eight automobiles are ordered to be 
placed on the route to carry transportation 
and freight, and still, before the season has 
opened, there is insufficient transportation for 
the number who .are already going that way. 
Se\'eral imi)ortanl properly sales ha\'e recently 
taken place wdiich establish the fact of the ris- 
ing tide of confidence in the Northern In- 
terior." 

Mr. Bledsoe adds that everyone going into 
the district now should go prepared to fully 
provide for himself, as the settlers have not 
the stock of food .supplies on hand sufficient 
to feed tbe travellers, and in many instances 
their ability to act as hosts as to accommoda- 
tion is distinctly limited. 

As range country, Mr. ISledsoe thinks the 
tlislricts i)f Ijon.aparte N'alkw and the Clear- 
water are unri\-alled, the horses and cattle 
there having wintered well and many of the 
herds not having had to he fed at all. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres are here available 
for the settler, the range man, and the' pros- 
pector. 

Another interesting first hand report as to 
the Fort George country is made by AFr. Wil- 
liam F. Cooke, who' for three years was in 
charge of the transportation and supply de- 
partment of the Grand Trunk Pacific survey 
for tbc district lying between Tetc Jaune 
Cache and Bulkley Su-mniit— some 120 miles 



river, have open places on their banks, and 
indeed, the country as a whole, although, as I 
haA'c said, well timbered, is largely of a park- 
like description, with much open space. It is, 
in the main, rnuch easier land to clear than was 
the case in Ontario, of which province I am a 
native. . - 

"From Giscombe Portage to Burnt River, 
3' distance of about 200 miles, the river is al- 
most completely smooth, with the exception of 
Grand Canyon and Goat River Rapids. The 
countr)- on both sides of the river for the whole 
len.gth of this distance is very rich soil, al- 
though more heavily timbered than the ])re\ i- 
ous section. By this I do not mean that it is 
a matter of very difficult clearing, hut the size 
of the timber makes it of commercial value, as 
it is -larger and heavier in this section. The 
valley -is also narrD%ver here. 

"From Burnt River to Tete Jaune Cache 
the country becomes very much more open 
and more easil/ cleared. 

"As for minerals, from Goat River to Tete 
Jaune Cache, the mountains which border the 
valley through which the river takes its course 
already ha\'e been found to contain much min- 
eral. S(5me rich free-milling .gold (piartz has 
been fouml in the \s'atershed of the Beaver 
River, a tributary of the I'^raser abenit fifty 
miles below Tete Jaune Cache; while at Tete 
Jaune Cache itself, as is well Icnown, there arc 
valuable and extensive mica deposits. 

"Of coui'se. as far as settlement or pre- 
emption of land, from Tetc Jaune Cache to 
the mouth of Big Salmon River, a distance of 
about 23 miles, this is under reserve (except 
for actual settlers) by the Provincial Govern- 
ment for a width of three miles on either side 
of. the river. 

"Going westward from Fort George up to 
the mouth of tbc Stuart river, a distance of 
sixty miles, this entire valley is excellently ad- 
apted for agriculture. For instance, a man on 
the Ncchaco River, about five miles above 
Fort George — a fair speciment of the .general 
nature of the land— has been raising 'garden 
stuff of all descriptions for the i)ast three 
years without any failure at all either through 
frost or drought, and has made a good living 
the whole time, off a cultivated area of about 
three' acres. 

"From the mouth of the: Stuart River to 
Stuart hake, a distance of about 100 miles, 
the country . again becomes inpre open, with 
clumps of willow and poplar; but the land is 
slightly higher than at the confluence of the 
two rivers. Stuart Lake is about 40 miles 
long. .The. land around it is very fine. 

"Between Fort George and OuesncI, .going 
down' istreiim, the distance is about 90 miles, 
and the river going is first-class. There are a 
couple of canyons, but noUiing to interfere with 
steam navigation. The country on both sides 
is also open, having been nearly all burned off, 
wdiich makes it very easy to clear. All tliis 
land is well adapted for agricultural scttle- 
men*:." ' ' ■ 



metallic and coal, the Fraser river, country is 
of course far in advance. 

"Another thing that strikes a person is the 
number of places one can reach easily and 
cheaply . by water-^not m,erel.yi ^by-, .steamboat, 
but by canoe, and other small craft.. It is aii 
ideal country to get about iii — ryou can go to 
almost any place by boat from Fort George. 
Is is not too hot in the summer; and; personal- 
ly, I have never suffered from the cold. ^ - , 

"There is good coal reported on Bear 
River, about 40 miles from Fort George, -which 
is being developed. There will without doubt 
•be an ample supply for all needs as soon as de- 
velopment operations arc further advanced. 

"Taking the country as a whole, I would 
sooner make my home there than in any other 
place I have ever been. If seems to me that, 
with mineral in every mountain, with a most 
fertile soil, and with abundance of wofad and. 
water and a fine climate, the biggest thini^s can 
be confidently expected of this country as soon 
as it begins to get settled up and the means 
of transportation are secured. 

"I should like to sa)^ a word, too, about the 
game with wdiich the country abounds. For 
ntoose, cariboo and bear, especially the former, 
Fort George offers a better point of departure 
than any other place I know of in the Domin- 
ion of Canada. I myself have seen, above 
Cie.arwater ri\-cr. about 150 miles east of Fort 
George, a dozen moose in the river in a single 
day. There are both black and grizzly bear 
in the mountains that border the upper Frasc'r, 
and on nearly all of the mountains caribou are 
to be found. Grouse arc also plentiful, and 
wild fowd of all descriptions arc abundant. 
Clohon Lake, six miles cast of Fort George, 
teems with trout, and the Fraser and its 
tributaries are all richly stocked with fish of 
various sorts." 

As to the unequalled system of waterways 
centring at Fort George, an interesting and 
valuable reference is found in a recent issue of 
the "Fort George Tribune" — quite probably, 
one of the very last contributions to the col- 
umns df' his last newspaper by John Flouston 
himself. ,' ' ,. , 

A new country, to be attractive to settlers, 
says the article in question, tijitst 'have'';:two 
qualifications — land suitable for agricultural 
])urposes, and transportation facilities. Both 
essentials arc here to be found. It is out of 
the fp,iestioii to lrans]5ort farm produce long 
distances by wagon, even were not the making 
of wagon roads expensive. But when a coun- 
try is ]Movi(led withg^iii^titral^ 
routes, the iniproVemciil'^Bf which would be in- 
expensive, that country has an advantage, and 
it is this advantage Central British Columbia 
has, with its millions of acres of farming lands. 
No interior part of the Pacific Coast is so ad- 
vantageously situated. Central British Col- 
umbia has more miles of navigable waterways 
than Washington, Oregon, and California. 
The Columbia and \\' ilkiniette river made pos- 
sible the settlement of these states before rail- 
roads were built. Steamboats on the Willam- 
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ette gave the farmers of the Willamette valley 
a means of lanclin,^' their produce at markets 
tliat ucre i)i-ofilable. In California thc'"-Sac'ra- 
mcnto and tlic San Joaquin rivers were the 
only means the ])ioneers of tliat slate had for 
transporting" goods to the mining camps in 
the interior of the state. . Yet the total. mileage 
of all these rivers, which have played so im- 
portant a part in the settlement of these great 
states, is not as great as the navigable mileage 
of'rivers and lakes that find their centre at 
Fort Georgfe. Take the Frascr, for example, a 
river with less volume than the Columliia, but 
t^Tcatcr lenpjt'.i. l'",niptyinfi- into the (Vulf of 
Ocorgi?. a sliort distance below New \\''estnun- 
ster, it is navigable for steamboats to Yale, a 
distance of one hundred miles. From Vale 
north to Lillooet it is not navigable because of 
rapids. But from Lillooet to Tcte Jaunc 
Caciie, a distance of o\-cr fmo miles, it is no 
more difficult of na\'igation than w^cre tlie Col- 
umbia and tlie Snake from rortland. Ore., to 
I^cwiston, Ickdio, for nearh- lliirt_\- years. 'IMicrc 
would lie short portayes t)\'cr whicli freiL;ht 
could be iiauled l)y rail or tramway or hy waL;- 
on ; but from Soda Creek, 165 miles south of 
Fort George, to Goat River Rapids, 204 miles 
cast of Fort George, a steamboat was run last 
autumn without difficulty, and Captain Bon- 
ser claimed that he could easily have gone 
throucdi to Tcte Jaune Cache, which is 111 
miles cast of Co;it I\i\er Rapids, had lie start- 
ed a week earlier. Mis btiat (the Xecliaco) 
was drawing o\'cr twcnt_\' inches. Thi.s vc-dv 
Captain fjonscr will demonstrate the entire 
fea. 'hility of n;i vi^atini:^ this stretch of w.atcr. 
The Nechaco and Stuart rivers may be taken 
together, as the latter joins the former at a 
point 57 miles west of Fort George. There 
.are rapids in both rivers, but both were navig- 
ated' last year b}' the Xechaco, and in former 
years by a steamboat built when the Omincca 
tlistrict was attracting s|)ccial attention, and 
that i.s today beached on Stuart lake. From a 
point seventeen miles aho\'c where it joins the 
Nechaco, Stuart river for about seventy miles 
is a fine steamboat stream; it is deep, has 
little current, and there are no obstructions. 
Stuart lake, from which the river flows, is one 
of the finest lakes of the province. The Ne- 
chaco is difficult of navigation because of 
rocks and rapids. These two rivers and the 
lakes from which they flow make a[jpro.xim- 
ately Jlirec hundred ■ miles of waterwa}'s on 
which- steamboats have been run. west and 
northwest of Fort George. And this mileage 
niay be very considerably .'increased by.hlast- 



ing in certain canyons and dangerous rapids. 

Touching the present great influx of people 
from the United States, the majority of whom 
ha\'e set their faces towards the Fort George 
district, the Provincial Bureau of Information 
is at ])resent being deluged with inquiries in 
regard to the country along the route of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific. All sorts of. information 
is desired. The prospective settlers want to 
know what the land is like; what 'crops may be 
raised ; how many tons of hay to the acre can 



misconception that it is harder to become Can- 
adians once they have foresworn allegiance 
than would otherwise be the case. This, how- 
ever, is not the fact, for after three months' 
probation they are once more eligible for all 
the rights of British citizenship. 

This great influx is probably attributaijlc 
in some degree to the extensive advertising of. 
Cariboo townsites in. the United States. All. 
sorts of townsites and additiotis are- bjeing .put , 
on the market — some , of them unquestionably 
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be taken off; what varieties) of ! apples flourish 
best ; and a hundred and one things which have 
never yet been fully demonstrated. 

One peculiar feature of this migration is 
the fact that many of those whj) arc coming in 
were once Canadians. They have had their 
experiences in "the lancl of- the free" and they 
are now comiiig back to the old flag and the 
old Dominion, and- one thing Ihcy all want to 
know is how long it will take .them to once 
niorc become Canadians. Nearly all have a 



good, and pthers npt'/so good. These are all 
being extensively advertised in the larger 
.cities of the West.- They portray in vivid col- 
ors the wealth and boundless possibilities of 
the great New North countr)', and this is very 
attractive. It has the desired effect. 

Jn order that the fiublic may see at a glance 
the locations of the principal of" these town- 
sites at jiresent connnaiiding atention and their 
coniparati\-e rclalidn'ship to one another and 
to rail and water agencies of transport, , a liiap 



is printed herewith which is a reproduction of; 
that in the Public I.^ands Department; showing 
also the line of the Grand Trunk Pacific as 
filed by the authorities of that road. None of 
the Fort George townsites at present before the 
public, it may be mentioned, is more than two 
miles distant from the raihvay line, while it is 
the. accepted belief — and with substantial .rea- 
son — that the railway town and terminals are. 
ultimately to be established on fwhat -is now the 
'Indian reserve. " Adjoining this reserve, oh 
the-w'est, c6n'tained in sections 937 and 938, is 
the original and registered townsite of h'ort 
George (not on the market) staked by the 
Grand 'I'runk Pacific engineer, whereupon de- 
cidedly vigorous opposition presented itself to 
those sections being granted to the railway 
company. At that time rival townsites had 
not arisen in the land, and it was warmly con- 
tended that this was the natural and preferable 
townsite location.- inasmuch as between the 
island and the Indian reserve the river is' not 
navigable, aild the consequent natural suppo- 
sition was that the company's wharves would 
ultimately be erected on the extreme western 
portion of the reserve. Section 417 gains 
prominence and a unique historic importance 
1)}^ reason of the fact that it is the site of the 
presShtahd original Hudson's Bay post estab- 
.li^.hefl^'ljy Simon Fraser, from \vhich that ad- 
■ vVhturbus explorer fared forth to solve the 
nn-stery of the great river in its western \ix(\- 
grcss toward the broad Pacific. Section 934 
(known as .South I'ort George and also, as, 
Hamilton's townsite) is the estal;lished centre 
of pojjulation at the present time, the home of 
the "Fori George Tribune." and a centre of 
business and activity that is virtually certain to 
continue until: tlj'e end of construction days as 
they affect the 'district, being the objective of 
the up-river steamers bringing in settlers and ^ 
the raihvay supplies. Section 1429 is regis- 
tered as the townsite of Central Fort George: 
while 936 is described as the "First Addition 
to Fort George." Section 777 is known as 
"AIcGrcgor's Addition to k'ort George"; 93: 
and 932 are pre-emptions which are expected 
also to go on the market as townsite projiert}' ; 
while ,933 is likewise being divided. At the 
present time also H. Price, of the firm of 
Humphreys, Tupper and Rice, P. L; Ss., with 
a full staff, is plotting a townsite of about 1,200 
acres on the east, side of the Fraser, opposite 
Fort George ; and Mr. Wilkie, P. L. S., of 
Trout Lake, is similarly engaged in sub-divid- 
in,g north of the Nechaco. Green I'rothers 
and Btu-den. of Nelson, arc sub-dividing, for the 
government in the same locahtv. The .-town- 



site of Birmingham lies eastward of Fort 
George, approximately in the location of sec- 
tion 935 as' shown on the map. Sections 939, 
1431, 1432 and 1433 are under government re- 
serve, and the provincial government has also 
during recent weeks placedba' rpsery.e-w 
ti;act of land lying niostly, ,lpe'twj3etetli 
riy.e:!' on the north and the Ipw^riNechaco on 
the' south, extending from. Foit' Gebrge on the 
east to the borders of the old reserve on the 
west. This is a very large tract and is being 
surveyed as quickly as. possible. Although it 
has not }-et been officially described in detail, 
it is said to be partlj' open country, rolling in 
character, and not geiierally heavily timbered.

That Fort-George arid the, country for many, 
miles around it has a' gi'ej^^^^^^ 
cdly true.'. The advent of "the railway has made 
possible the' settling tip of - the country, the 
jjuilding of new cities, and the inauguration of 
new indsutr|ies. That Canadians will take their 
share of the good things is certain, and the 
many peojile of the right sort who are coming 
in from the Uniterl States will help largely iu''; % 
the upbuilding of the country.- Just at present ''-v- 
Fort George hums with.all,the anticipatory act- • < 
ivity of a great city in - the' making. It still 
preserves and adds almost daily to its unique '-. " 
'characteristics, for having had a: newspaper 
that , circulated and commanded attention 
throughout the world before" the coming in to

Let it be distinctly understood — as I have 
no doubt Mrs. Browning recognized — that the 
work of the home, the duties of a wife and 
mother are a ])rofession ; that the woman who 
prefers these is doing most A-aluable and skill- 
ed labor; and that for a great manv women no 
other way of earning a li\-iiig will cxer be sd 
attractive, or so suitable in iis coiiditions. as 
the work of home-n.iaking and chihl-rearing. 
But this -vvork is not available for all of us. 

By the cruel sufferings of two or three gen- 
erations of women, left in middle life by tlic 
deaths of relatives without income or wage- 
earning profession at their finger-ends, it lias 
Ijcen br(.)ught home to us th;it a great change 
in niu" scicial ciinditions has coiue about. W e 
Icnow that now it is not safe or right for the 
girls of a family to be allowed to grow u[) un- 
trained in any business in the hope that mar- 
riage will provide them with home duties and 
maintenance. This work is unavailable now 
for many, owing to the ]-)rcpon(lerating num- 
bers of Wfjmen in the country ; and women who 
do not become wi\es are nut now needed m 
ilomeslic e:npluyment in anything like the 
numbers that they were in old times, because 
.so much of what once was made at Innne is 
now produced in the factories. Fathers and 
/- mothers, and girls themselves, sec and feel 
this, and so there is a constant pressure to 
open new professions and employments for 
girls. 

Science in Housekeeping 

l-'ortunately, the time-honored domestic 
tasks of women arc not omitted in this devel- 
opment. There was room for im])rovement 
here; fo|- altliougli the capable, energetic, and 
vahudjie housewives were the xast majority 
amongst the old-fashioned home-keeiiing wo- 
riien (and I think it is grossly ungrateful of 
men, nearly all of whom must have had good, 
sensible and industrious mothers, or the sons 
Avcndd not have survived infancy and be here 
now, to .gird as they do at wives and niolhers 1. 
still it remains true that there was too much 
"rule of thumb." reasons were loo much o\-er- 
looketl, and the practical side of housekeeping 
was developed to the ne.glect of the scientific 
.side. A new profession has now been evolved 
put of this fact. Teachers of domestic science 
including that most important branch of 
household lore, the choice of food aiul its 
cookery ) are more in demami e\ ery year. The 
county councils now emr)loy many ,-iich teach- 
ers, who nuisl, of course, he theinsel\-es taught 
and trained in the first place, and these train- 
ing schools or- colleges for the higher educa- 
tion of the housewife likewise afford an open- 
ing for paid work as professors to a number 
-"of "educated and clever women. The latest 
opening in th's directioii has the di.gnily of a 
miivcrsfty behind it. King's College. London, 
; lias just started a full course of study in ^lo- 



mcstic economy, and an intclli.geut and edu- 
cated young woman attending- this or some 
other complete course of stud}- will find a re- 
n'iunerati\'e profession for her future life in in- 
structing in this subject the .girls of the future. 
There is no fear that this systematic training 
for the housewife's duties is a mere flash in 
the pan ; it is too thoroughly recognized now 
that this as well as all other work needs train- 
in.g, anil that practical skill should rest on a 
scientific basi.s — and those who can give that 
training properly will find in doing so their 
wage-earning work in the future. 

Health Culture 

Physical Irainin.g and h.ealtli culture is an- 
iiilicr new ])rofcssioii for women, which .gains 
in iniportancc every year. Here again there are 
several institutions now ready to teach and 
prepare the future professors of gymnastics 
and physical development. A young woman 
who determines to enter on this new profes- 
sion has to learn, according to a prospectus 
before mc, drilling and gynmastics on the An- 
glo-German system, that is to say. with ap- 
pliances of all sorts. |)arallcl bars, and the trap- 
eze, the leaping horse, dumb-bells, and Indian 
club.s. and so on; also on tlie Swedish system, 
which means developing physical exercise with 
no apparatus or only very light ones. Then 
the would-be instructor nnist study breathing, 
remedial massage and exercise to cure disease, 
fencing, swimminu:, dancing, and first aid ; and 
at llic >.'Lme time learn eiKiugh oi anatomy and 
pli \ sioIi ig\- to grasp the scientific tlieor}- of 
physical development on which the practical 
work rests. Every woman who becomes pro- 
ficient in this work may be reckoned not only 
tn have gained a profession that will give her 
;i maintenance, but to be (lualified to spread 
health, happiness, and life-force amongst her 
sister-women, and thence to benefit future gcn- 
erati(nis. 

Women doctors are now coimted by lum- 
dreds — there arc now some five hundred on 
the register; but new openings for them are 
frecpicntly to- be noted. The new law for the 
health inspection of school-children will em- 
ploy many women doctors. They are also en- 
gaged as workhouse rioclors. in lunatic as\-- 
lums. and in fever and other liosjjitals. 

])enlislr\- is a new r)ecu]5ation in \\-hicli wo- 
men \\-f)i'kers are more rare. Tt is a profession 
now fnllv (-)pcn In women, as both the l^ondon 
and l-'.dinburgh Dental Hospitals accept fe- 
male pupils; and a ladv should prove gentle, 
dextornns. and neat in that work, and est-)ccial- 
ly wilh children ought to be exceptionally suc- 
ccssftd. A( present there are only about a 
dozen (pialified women dentists, so here is a 
chance open. 

In the Library 
Lihr.'irians arc now wanlcfl in consideiTd)le 
numbers for the public free libraries that are 
found in most hi.!.;- towns. Some few liritish 
free library committees employ women in this 
capacity; but in the United States, it may be 
said in a general way that all the public li- 
brarians are \\-oinen ; and as the number of 
women librarians in our own cotintry has more 
than dfnd)lcd in tlie last six or seven years, it 
may be safely stated that this is, a new pro- 



■ fession into the higher jjosts iii-'which women 
iiiay expect hereafter ''to enter more and more 
successfully, and more lar.gely if they (|ualify 
themselves. Merely as assistants, the ])ros- 
pect is unattractive. The occupation is one of 
those li.ght and pleasant ones that are apt to 
conmiand small salaries, and in such a case, 
when the work is given to women, the pay- 
ment is sadl}- likely to sink to tiny figures. 
The girl assistants in the free libraries, even 
in some of our large to\\-ns, are ])aid only ten 
or twelve shillings a week' — a salary that all 
educated girls should utterly scorn io accept! 
But an exceptionally clever woman, preparing 
her.self thoroughly for higher walks of the 
business, ma)' be able to obtain a controlling 
and managing post, on a nuich better salary; 
and no doubt as such fully trained women 
candidates present themselves, the way will 
open more widely to them here, as it has done 
in America. "Tlic Library Association," 
Whitcomb street, London, S.\V., has a course 
of training, and examines for certificates, show- 
ing that the librarian's business in its manag- 
ing department is thoroughly understood. 

Sanitary Visitors 

.Modern le.gislaticjn has fcjr one of its most 
characteristic features the multi])lication of in- 
sjicctors. The old ideal of indi\ddual freedom 
seems to have departed from our character, 
and for good or evil we are now dragooned 
and controlled by le.iial force on all sides in an 
emphatically "new" fashion. It makes paid 
work for a large number of women, anyhow! 
Within the last few years a considerable num- 
ber of women ha\-e ben able to obtain ajipoint- 
menls as sanitary ins|)eetors. \vlio \isit ikjI 
only workshoj^s and factories, but also the 
lunnes of the poorer classes, to iliscovcr if their 
water supply, drains, dustbins, means of ven- 
tilation, etc., are satisfactory. Tact and good 
manners, ,-is u cll as a k'cen nose and an nl)scr- 
vant eye, ai-e re(|uired to be a successful "san- 
itary lady.'' (Juite recently the "lady health 
visitor" has become a i-ecognized personage. 
I'nder an act of p.arliameni coming into f(H-ce 
oidy on [ann.'u-y i, 1909, ])nl)lic authorities 
may now appoint ladies to visit the homes of 
the poor, and "advise" motln^rs about their 
children's feeding, clothing, and nurture, the 
cleanliness of their abodes, and so on. If you 
are a (loor mother, you sec, a girl or maitlcn 
lady may have a salaried right to instruct you 
in all }-our ways. It is. .-U an_\- rate, new w(u-lc 
for trained women as "health \'isitors." King's 
College, the Koyal Sanitary Institnlc, the Na- 
tional lleallh .Society, are amongst the train- 
ing sclmols for all this sort of worlc. 

Laundry work is a new profession for edu- 
cated girls, though, of course, "the washer- 
woman" is an old familiar friend. But new 
conditions have opened laundry management 
to educated girls. The factor);- acts and other 
laws have almost suppressed the little baclc 
street laundress, and big steam l;iundries arc 
uKU'c and more obtaining a monopolv of this 
indispensable work in towns. ,\ bright girl 
who learns the business of management — re- 
ceiving the goods, supervising the/hands, en- 
tering the accounts, keeping note of the 
"mark" 'of each customer, and all the rest of 
the organizing part' df the business — will earn 
a very good salacy, as the occupation is new 
and still "undcrvyo-.naned." — Weekly Scots- 



Decorative Art:xtriif^.it^s^ Use 



Decorative art expresses the feeling of the 
times perhaps more than any other. W'hile 
the painter may linger amon.gst his ideals, the 
artist who has adapted his spirit to the de- 
mands of the day and has turned his atten- 
tion to the practical side of life finds that 
applied art cannot stand still, and that ideals 
alone will not suffice for his clients. The com- 
plete alteration in ide.is of ornament in itself 
affords a proof to the observant of the manner 
in which taste has" changed. Decoratprs who 
attained to any distinction have always been 
skilled artists with minds open to receive new- 
impressions, and to accept teachings of new 
worlds. The period of the Georges saw ah 
inpouring of the treasures brou.ght b)- the 
merchants from India, hence the exquisite 
Georgian rooms, rich in dignity and enhanced 
by pieces of rare lacquer, wonderful bronzes, 
and other Oriental treasures. To this day the 
creations of Adam, Chippendale, Ilepplc- 
white vie with other influences. The past year 
or two, however, have .seen something entire- 
ly new in decorative ideas. \ 
The New Simplicity 
Particularly on the Continent, a new 
school has arisen. Jn hondon its impress has 
been felt, and not alone in household flecor- 
alion. -Manufacturers of textiles arc under its 
spell ; trimmings, drapings. jeweller)- — indeed 
everything of everyday necessity proclaims. 
t.he new leaning to an old simplicity. \Vhere 
fifty years ago a woman would have crammed 
her drawing-room with, bric-a-brac and loaded 
her dresses with frills of silk and ruffles of 
lace, she is advised to avoid any exuberant in- 
dul.gence in ornamentation, and accepts the 
;idvice. "It .gi\'es so much floor space," is one 
of the newest watchwords of the artist in 
furniture, as he points to his scheme of fu- 
ments for a bedroom, and indiciitcs that since 
the walls are 'used for cupboard accommodation 
there is a wide open stjuare in the centre of 
tlie apartment. ^Vhere the individual touch 
does not exist in the purchaser the designer 
provides it. Mantelpieces are mostly fitted, 
and dainty little tables fall at a touch out of 
the wall, to act as stands for the early morn- 
in.g cup of tea, or the book which is read until 
the last moment. The electric light is sus- 
pended in an enclosure just over the ton of 
the bed, neati)' shaded in a frilled curtain. 

.\ revival of an old fashioned notion, \\-liicli 
has been immensely modified llirou.gh J;qian 
on its v,'ay to reinstatement in popular taste, 
is the niche in a room. Most pepple.know that 
in a Japanese room there is 'alvVays this en- 
closure, oh which the household ornaments, 
invariably sparse, are jdaced, a va^eipf flowers 
or a si-)ecial bronze. The newest^.decorative 
ideas include this niche, and tliey'ihckldc, too, 
the Oriental idea of meagre ornrimentation. 
The modern housewife i)refers to place her 
treasures in safe kcei)ing, setting out one or 
two at a time for the delectation of her family, 
and changing them frequently. She no longer 



crowds her room', she has • no- brackets, few 
shelves, and not -a single, little table. Her 
small tables are fitted into what is known as 
a "nest," drawn out' and handed round at 
tea-time, and placed in a corner at other times. 
Patterns on walls, designs on chintzes, unless 
they are of the finest, arc scarcely seen at all 
now. One of the schemes of the moment comes 
from a Continental artist craftsman. In it he 
has boldl)' used" elephant grey velvet, with , 
relief of black arid green. The boldest of 'yel- > 
low, in conjunctibn wtth' lapis lazuli; is ridt^an , 
unusual effect throw- n jga'nst some sombre 
tone. The use of self-colored wood or light 
staining with a high polish is also strongly 
Japanese. 

Color and Line 

Pcriiaps newest of all is the grey room, and 
it lends itself to so severe a style that it is 
])cculiarly adapted for some of the furniture , 
which depends on line alone for its effects; 
White rooms grow more and more in public 
favor. In referring to them it must be remem- 
bered that the white room is, not actually 
new; it is a revival of a distant period. ;White 
prevails in most of the fine old houses, in" Lon- 
don, and one need but recall some of the gehis 
from the date of the brothers Adam to won- 
der why the restful, serene, and dignified 
whiic room was ever abandoned in favor of 
a mass of scrolls and indefinite indications of 
flowers, ]ilants, animals, and other horrors. 
W'alls of faint heliotrope, a carpet of dec]) 
purple, and a couch and chairs covered ii: 
Parma linen, constitute a peaceful room, thai 
supplies a good background. More and more 
clp we make pur rooms a background for fine 
pictures, rare tapestries, pieces of silver, cop- . 
per, brass or china, and for the women who 
inhabit them. Innate in every one of us there 
is a love of color, and a few educated decora- 
tors urge its free use. They argue that in our 
grc)' citv a dr\sh rjf scarlet, glowing rose du 
!lari-i, radiant blue, and so on hiivc a good ef- 
fect on oiu- spirits. l\anels of linen arc some- 
limes introduced, fixed on with I.iands of metal 
galon. In such cases curtains of the same 
material in a contrast would be.-similarly out- 
lined with metal; which tends to weight them. 

Not only in our houses is this keynote of 
simplicity deiiianded. Fashion designers arc 
dependent on line, and the same inclination 
])revails to make a f|uict and unobtrusive 
b;ickground serve to tln'ow out some massin.g 
of hold color. Taste cxprc.-^scs itself in the 
fabrics lhcnisel\-c;;, in the introfluction of fine 
material. ICxciuisite designiTig characterizes 
even the braids, tassels, and other little odds 
and ends, such as buttons and fa.stcnings,;.tjiat 
serve to enhance the good effect of oiir gar- 
ments. The fact !that pictures from the studios 
of ai-tists do hot sell .so readily as the)^ used 
to do is often deplored. It might be su.ggestcd 
• that while the few can hope to possess mas- 
terpieces, the more widely-diffused tendency 
to select for personal use and for household 
])urposes the work of educated and skilled 
craftsmen opens up a wide field for people 61 
artistic taste. 
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An . address delivered at Mountjoy, the 
residence, of F. B. Pembertbn, Esq., by Miss 
Talbot, Honorary Secretary of the Victoria 
League : 

I come before you as the servant of a 
. strong executive .cqniTnittee of the Victoria 
League, with its' li'eadquarters in London, an 
executive of men and women which is always 
working together to secure a close understand- 
ing between British people, however far apart 
their homes may be. They have sent me to 
these overseas countries in the first place to 
obtain as far as I,;can -.accurate information as 
to the actual'conditioris that are here, and to 
learn, through intercourse with residents in 
each place, what the aims are before the differ- 
ent countries, their chief interests, and indeed 
anything ! can about tliem. 

The second object in sending me on this 
visit was to enable me to confer with any sim- 
ilar societies which may be at work-in''d}ffer- 
ent parts;of;the country; also With anj existirig 
committees- of 'tlie Victoria LSagae, and where 
the field; is. quite, empty, as in some, provinces 
I found ittO'be; there to organize" our .work in 
consultation with those who best understood 
the conditions of the different provinces. 

Therefore you see that my visit, and it has 
been a proloilged one, in Australia and New 
Zealand, although I have only just touched 
this great country of Canada, having arrived 
only thrce days ago, has a twofold purpose, as 
I am here both as a learner and in a certain 
sense as an organizer. 

In regard to ihc purpose underlying the 
work of the Viclovia Lcas^ue, the principal ob- 
ject is simply that a real living understanding 
should be brought about between British peo- 
ple in all parts of the Empire — an understand- 
ing such as would make for a real and lasting 
union between British people. 

There is another great principle underlying 
this work, which is that it should be entirely 
independent of party politics in all parts of the 
country, securing the common work of men 
and women together, and shared by all classes 
of the community, the work so done to be en- 
tirely of a practical nature. 

In regard to the non-party character of the 
Victoria League, it is a very important factor 
in the work. I do not know how it is in Can- 
ada, as I have had no experience yet to tell'me, 
but in Great Britain there is no doubt that the 
subject of Imperialism has been, and is still 
today, looked upon as something of a party as- 
set, -it seems to me that it is essential, if we 
are going to make or rather retain a real living 
organization of united people within the Brit- 
ish Empire, that we should lift our ideas re- 
garding the subject of Imperialism far beyond 
the line of party politics, and evident to the 
world at large that interest in our race is alto- 
gether independent of, and above party differ- 
ences. 

In order to secure this non-party character, 
our members have, with some courage, I 
think, persuaded politicians to support them 
in their work, but they have always seen that 
these politicians are of all parties in the coun- 
try. So long as these politicians are sufficient- 
ly' opposed to one another on party questions 
they are welcomed as supporters of the Vic- 
toria League. 

I wish to say that it has always been the in- 
tention of the founders of this work to secure 
the co-operation of men, but it was originally 
started as it happened by a small, though very 
influential, committee of women in London. 
However, it is at present an organization 
shared absolutely between men and women, 
and in the interest of both sexes. 

The fact that the work of the League is for 
people of all classes should also be remem- 
bered. Some people have been inclined to 
think that because the Victoria League has 
been so very largely supported by people of 
noble birth 'in the Old Country, that it must 
therefore be what is called in common speech 
"society show." Well, ladies, believe me it is 
not the case. If it were, I for one would have 
nothing to do with it. I do not believe in the 
value of "society shows." I believe in nothing 
which keeps up very strong class preju- 
dices, and Avhich retains barriers between peo- 
ple who happen to be born rich and prosper- 
ous, and those who by accident of birth hap- 
pen to be born poor. The Victoria League 
aims at attaching all classes of the community 
in the places where its work is being effected. 

As regards the fact that it aims at practi- 
cal work, I think you will all agree with me 
that some of us are a little apt to emphasize 
the sentiments of Imperialism and talk vague- 
ly about it, rather priding oursch'cs on being 
a great people, and doing little else — in fact, 
doing nothing to sec that the greatness is be- 
ing maintained. Well, the Victoria League has 
always shown a strong determination to give 
practical opportunities for service to all its 
members so that they may prove tliat there is 
some real outcome from sentiment. Senti- 
ment itself is a very real and admirable thing, 
no doubt, but without expression in service is 
not of very much value. The League aims, 
and has always aimed at doing work of a prac- 
ticar nature.' 

-.^'■,'The principles I have just described were 
laid down at the start of the League nine years 
ago. [ noticed a slight error in the press stat- 
ing this to be twenty years ago. To l)e corrccl. 
the Victoria League was started in rgor, and 
at the same time a society called the Daughters 
of the Empire was founded in Canada, and an 
organization in England called Children of the 
Empire League, which became League of the 
Empire in 1003. The Victoria League was or- 
ganized ovrdng to a suggestion received in 
London from Lady Edward Cecil in South 
Africa, whose husband had l)ccn through the 
Siege of Mafeking. She was of the opinion 
tiiat some central organization of this kind in 



London would be of great benefit to British 
people at large. From that suggestion con- 
tained in a private letter to some of her friends 
in London, sprang the work of the League. 

Now to come to the question of yv^here .and 
how this work is organized. We have the 
Central Executive Committee to which I have 
alluded, with a large general council of mem- 
bers, in London. Lady Jersey has been presi- 
dent since the League was started, and not 
very long ago we received the honor of Ro;|^al 
patronage from Her Royal Highness the Prin- 
cess of Wales. I think it would interest you 
to know that- Royal patronage is not an easy 
thing to receive. When we first approached 
Her Royal Highness, the work of the League 
was in its infancy, and though she thoroughly 
approved of the aims, she refused to give her 
patronage because she said the League had 
not yet proved its vitality or shown its pow- 
ers. However, three years afterwards, after 
taking as before great care to look into the 
matter. Her Royal Highness consented to ex- 
tend this patronage. She is always most care- 
ful to satisf}' herself regarding finance, and 
our finances have been good. As our Royal 
family takes so much trouble before giving its 
name to anything, it is consequently of more 
value when secured. 

At the centre there are various commit- 
tees formed for special sides of the work. There 
arc also branch committees in many parts of 
Great Britain. In each and all of these the pro- 
moters are ahvays careful to secure the support 
of opposing politicians. To show you how 
strong the party feeling of Great Britain is, on 
this and other subjects, I was told in a coun- 
try town that the editor of a leading Conser- 
vative paper v.'ould not heartily support the 
work. I found he considered that some of his 
'co]jy was lieing taken from him by the fact 
that people could point to the Liberal inter- 
est taken in Imperialism through the Victoria 
League, for which so many well known Liber- 
als are working. 

The organization overseas is widespread at 
the present time. It began gradually as the 
work did in the Old Country. In Australia the 
Victoria League has a well organized commit- 
tee in Western Australia, with headquarters 
at Perth, and with a branch committee at Kal- 
goorlie. In A^ictoria the Victoria League is es- 
tablished with headquarters in Melbourne, and 
two branch committees at Ballarat and Gee- 
long; in Queensland at Brisbane, and Avith the 
prospects of a branch committee being formed 
at Toowoomba. The Central Executive have 
been careful not to overlap with the work of 
other existing societies, and I was always 
careful to ask on arrival at a new place if any 
similar 'society was- alf •'vVork. In the three 
places meiitionfed nothing of that kind existed. 
In New South Wales I' found there were two 
societies established by the British Empire 
League, one of men and one of women, work- 
ing independently. I had many opportunities 
of conferring with them and others interested 
in work of this kind, and at the end of my stay 
they all agreed to merge themselves into one 
common committee instead of working separ- 
ately. In New South Wales they represent the ' 
Victoria League, and work in co-operation 
with us. The League of Empire is at work in 
South Australia, so I thought it unwise to or- 
ganize the Victoria League there. As the so- 
cial side of our work seemed to want develop- 
ing in South Australia, I thought it well to 
form a committee to work in co-operation, and 
that has been done. In Tasmania also there 
is a strong committee of the Victoria League, 
no work being done there by other societies. 

It vtas while crossing in great discomfort 
from Tasmania to New Zealand that I remem- 
bered an ignorant question put to me in Lon- 
don by an ignorant person, namely: "How 
long is the railway journey from Sidney to 
New Zealand?" an^ I wished the ignorant 
questioner had been on board with me to re- 
ceive a ver^ certain answer from that tossing 
sea. 

In New Zealand I found there was no or- 
ganization at work, though there were many 
indivirluals interested in similar societies. At 
Dunedin there is a strong committee of the 
Victoria League; also at Wellington, Auck- 
land and Napier. One is going to be formed 
in Christchurch. You will therefore see that 
the organization in these countries south of 
the equator is widespread. There is another 
centre 1 ought to have mentioned in Aus- 
tralia in the big mining town of Broken Hill. 
One of the most interesting visits I paid in the 
whole of those great countries was to that ex-' 
traordinary faraway desert-surrounded town. 
There a Victoria League committee is also at 
work. I ^have just heard from our office in 
London of a committee being formed in Ja- 
maica. We now come to your great country 
here. As we all know, the Imperial Order of 
the Daughters of the Empire is doing similar 
work. I have no intention of organizing the 
Victoria League here, because it would be a 
case of overlapping. But T hope to confer 
everywhere I go in Canada with those working 
for the union of the Empire, and see how much 
further we can extend our work, and get a liv- 
. ing co-opera.tion between societies. The Vic- 
toria League is not organized in South Africa, 
as there is already another societ}^ there called 
the Guild of Loyal Women. I regret that the 
work should be confined to women only, either 
there or in Canada; but it may not require a 
very long time for a big organization to be 
effected which should secure still wider sup- 
port in the co-operation of men and woiheri 
together. 

I wish to draw your attention to the further 
point that the work now being done is practi- 
cal. Broadly speaking, the practical work is 
educational and social — social in its wide sense. 
The need for educational work of this kind is 



obvious to ajiybody. There is an almost equal 
need of information in Great Britain amohg 
'all classes of the people regarding the' condi- 
tions of life and amazing progress of these 
younger countries, as there is in' these younger 
countries for wider and more accurate infor- 
mation as to what is happening in Great Brit- 
ain. I am inclined to think as I have travelled 
about these overseas countries, that the in- 
habitants are a little given to thinking that 
people in the Old Country are asleep, that the 
country is goin^ downliill^ and. that Great Brit- 
ain is a bit played out. Well, ladies, I am a 
keen Imperailist. I know and admire pro- 
foundly the energy, glorious traditions and 
present activities of all sorts and kinds which 
hold good in Great Britain at the present day, 
and I think it is very dangerous if the rising 
generation in these younger countries are al- 
lowed to grow up with the idea that the Old 
Country is played out, because that is entirely 
false. . Again, there is a great need surely for 
all of us in all parts of the Empire to realize 
more than we do the enormous responsibilities 
we, as Britisli citizens, have in the government 
of a great dependency like India, and of the 
other countries peopled so largely by colored 
races. Unless we can secure that every man 
and woman has a somewhat intelligent and 
wide outlook in regard to these matters, we 
shall surely be rather hindering than helping 
as wc should, the just a])])reciation of what is 
due from the Imperial Government to the col- 
ored popidations within the I'jninrc. ^Ve want 
to be able to understand intelligently the great 
principles involved in the government of those 
vast colored populations. It seems to me we 
cannot any of us take too much trouble to try 
and understand the point of view of people of 
an entirely different race to our own. aiul of 
realizing their attitude of mind, so that we may- 
get a really true conception of Imperialism in 
its broad sense, and what the righteous govern- 
ment of Empire should be. This educational 
work is of course of special importance to the 
rising generation, at that tiirte of life when 
impressions are quickly made and often learl 
to lifelong results. The' practical work of the 
League is largely connected with schools, in 
which our picture talks arc used. These con- 
sist of a collection of lantern pictures shown 
to the pupils, accompanied by short notes ex- 
plaining each subject and what it means .They 
are very popular in all schools. Good libraries 
are also founded through '^^hich literature is 
widely circulated, consisting of popular biog- 
raphies of great people, natural history stories, 
histories of the different countries, and in fact 
anything that will stimulate the young imagin- 
ation and show them theip great privileges as 
British boys and girls. Then the League often 
suggests and superintends .J:he carrying out of 
■good tableaux. . -A large number of boys and 
girls are enrolled as junior, associates. A spe- 
cial paper is issued for them every month, in 
which competitions encouraging them to 
study more, are put forth.; these are already 
very popular among the children. We are 
largely helped by Mr. Hallam, formerly of 
Harrows' School. He has, a genius for chil- 
dren. I have seen him with them, and noticed 
the almost magnetic effect he has on boys and 
girls of any class, rousing their interest and en- 
thusiasm, and quickening their imaginations 
with apparently no efffirt. In describing fur- 
ther our various educatit)nal methods, }-oii 
may be interested to head that the Surre}- Ed- 
ucation Committee of the County Council has 
issued a paper to the managers of the differ- 
ent schools in Surrey, advising them to take ad- 
vantage of the educational facilities offered b^^- 
the Victoriii League. In this matter we ha\-e 
received official encouragement. The Leac.nc 
organizes a great number of lectures lo work- 
ing people, sliop assistants, and so for'Lh. I 
have known of a group of shop assistants lis- 
tening to a series of lectures on India. They 
were so much interested after an hours' lec- 
ture, that they stayed for a further hour to talk 
to the lecturer and question her upon different 
points of view Avhich had been put before t!;em 
durinc; the lecture. It is when holding these 
working i)eople's meetings that the non-party 
ciiaracter of the League is so valuable, a.s 
working men and women do not care for a 
party political use to be made of their attention 
to such matters. They are now satisfied that 
the Victoria League's lectures bring before 
them interesting facts regarding different 
countries, and will not be mixed up with such 
stormy matters as the rival merits of Tariff 
Reform or Free Trade. Nor is there any of 
that flag-wa\'ing jingoism which is so annoy- 
ing to work'ing neonle, as -well as *n many 
other classes in all parts of the world. 

Another side of the practical work wdiich 
has very good results is the organization of 
discussion meetings. Mr. .Marpole, of ih..- 
Canadian Pacific Railway, s|)oke at one of the 
meetings in London, and told about conditions 
in British Columbia, which roused great in- 
terest among his listeners. Very suggesti ^' 
questions were put tq him afterwards, and his 
answers were as helpful in showing us what is 
'happening here as anv ynvl of his lecture. In 
my opinion it would l)r a '^ond thing to organ- 
ize these meetings throughout the Empire. 
The purpose of the educational work of the 
Victoria League is to ni;)kc known the facts 
about the British Dominions and to stimulate 
and inform public opinion. 

The social side of the League's work is im- 
portant, because I do qot.think anything has so 
far-reaching 'an effect in breaking down ignor- 
ance and in bringing peo])le more closely to- 
gether, as personal and direct intercourse. This 
work is founded on the idea of making it easy 
fur British people, however far a])art their 
homes may be, to meet each other in a friend- 
ly manner, making it easy also for, them; to seq ■■ 



something of the home life wherever they go, 
" so that when people travel in any part of the 
world over which the British flag is floating, 
they should feel in a part of home. I have been 
travelling many, many thousands of miles 
away from my home in Great Britain, and I 
can hardly exaggerate the really thrilling feel- 
ing it gave me, after travelling for five weeks 
over 12,000 miles at sea, to find m3'sclf at the 
end of that long voyage among people of my 
own race, lookmg exactly like the people at 
home, with the same ideals, same opinions, 
same beliefs, and in fact to a real part of our 
British home. Ilere, of course, I know that I 
am in every bit ii^s real a part of home, simply 
because I am among British people, and that 
it seems lo me, should be the feeling wherever 
British people travel, as far as possible. Many 
who travel to the Old Country, who have not 
^raany friends, see England out of the hotel 
windows, from restaurants, and the tops of om- 
nibuses, but do not see the real life of the coun- 
try, and it is the aim of the social work of the 
V'ictoria league to alter all that. V/c have, it 
seems to me, a great deal to share with one 
another as British people. We have, in the 
Old Country, the great traditions and historic 
centres which are the inevitable result of so 
long a time of cultivation; that great Mother 
Country from which after all you originally 
came as British people; and in the opinion of 
those belonging to the Victoria League, we 
cannot share too freely with British subjects 
in other countries thc privileges we happen to 
enjoy through living in Great Britain. It is an 
accident of birth artd occupation that you are 
here and we there. I remember so well Sir 
Edward Grey saying at one of our meetings in 
the case of a great church like Westminster' 
Abbey, that ali our fellow-countrymen in Can- 
ada, Australia, etc., have every bit as much 
right to Westminster Abbey as those of us 
who live beneath its walls, and the idea of the 
Victoria League is that these privileges should 
be shared fully and freely by all people, -while 
the great vigor, new ideas, and wonderful nat- 
uraF beauty which one finds whenever one 
travels in young and growing countries, should 
be brought closely before the people in Great 
Britain. 

Provided people bring introductions to the 
Victoria League it is quite easy to put them in 
touch with people of like interests and occupa- 
tions in the Old Country, who would' be de- 
lighted to meet them and -ivbOld benefit by 
such intercourse. .Their imagin^ations would be 
roused and extended by meeting those who 
come from this side of the -^vorld. I think it 
may interest you to know that the Central 
Board of Education in Great Britain has just 
sent a request to the Victoria League to help 
them in entertaining a party of Manitoba 
teachers who are about to visit Great Britain. 
It gives our people great pleasure to carry this 
out, and is easy to do.. Many years ago there 
was an interesting visit to England of Can- 
adian teachers who were going from this coun- 
try to take posts in South Africa after the war. 
Tiicy had only ten days in London, but during 
that time, through the agency of the Victoria 
League, they were shown a side of life in Great 
Britain, which .otherwise they might have 
missed. One or two very interesting speeches 
were made to them. Mr. Chamberlain ad- 
dressed them, and among many interesting 
engagements they had a tea and pleasant gath- 
ering together in Downing Street, where is 
situated the old historical home of the English 
Prime Ministers, at that time occupied by Mr. 
Balfour. 

.■\t this end similar work is being done, in 
connection with the Settlers' AVclcome Com- 
mittee of the Victoria League, established for 
the purpose of extending a friendly welcome to 
strangers in strange lands. It is at the start 
in a new country that settlers experience so 
much loneliness. AVe can realize this in im- 
agination, if not in experience. An}- one com- 
ing to a new country is bound at first to feel 
lonely and forlorn. The Victoria League tries 
to help a different feeling, and to secure to the 
new comer through letters of introduction sent 
to similar societies at this end, kindly advice 
and a friendly welcome. For this purpose 
there is great need of organization, and we 
hope that the Daughters of the Empire, here, 
as elsewhere, -ivill help us in giving and re- 
ceiving letters of introduction. I had an in- 
teresting talk with Mr. McGaffey, the secre- 
tary of the Vancouver Island Development 
League here, who informed me he would be 
ready at all times to offer a friendly hand and 
letters of introduction to those who come out. 

This is the practical work we are 'doing at 
present. 

Of the work already achieved, I may men- 
tion the ])ublication of a handbook giving the 
factory laws and shop acts in operation in all 
parts of the British dominions, which should 
pro\'e very useful to people connected with in- 
dustrial pursuits. The Victoria League has 
also a lending library of popular and, .serious . 
books, giving information on all countries \!if , 
the Empire, Avhich is very much used alread/ 
by teachers and others in Great Britain. 

In connection with South Africa at the 
time of tlie war, the I/Cagne was responsible 
for the collection of something like ,£i.|.,ooo, or 
$700,000, to help in A-arious ways in healing the 
ravages of war. During the time of the Ter- 
centenary anniversary in Ganadaivthrough the 
different organizations of the Victoria League 
in all parts of the coinitry another large sumi 
was collected from over 16,000 stdjscribers ih-' 
the short time of two months. That will show 
you how the organization is ready at hand to 
carr}- out ])ractical work it may be thought 
well to undertake. 

The Ladies' Empire Club, now one of the 
most flourishing clubs in London, was' starl;- 



ed'by the Victoria League, and opened by _Mr.. 
Chamberlain jin , 1903, ;> ■■ '7 < ., 

;' As " at! illustratiori of some of the- strange 
questions asked at our large Bureau of Infor- 
mation in London, a visitor from New Zealand;' 
once came into the office and said that some- 
how or other she was suffering from loss of 
hair, and wondered if the Victoria League, as 
they knew a good many things, could recom- 
mend a good hair medicine. You can readily 
see that it is a bureau. ofspracticaljnformation^.^ 
One very usefuF.bit of inform atiori' we areiil'-v 
ways ready to give, and which is constantly 
being asked for,- is a • list of good boarding- 
houses. This is especially helpful to young 
students who come over ; and in a vast city 
like London, it is important that they should 
know of a good place to go to. 1 bus you 
will see that the work gives practical oppor- 
tunity for many in Great Britain and else- 
where, be they Conservatives or Liberals, 
working people or members of the aristocracy, 
.to show their interest in this Empire of ours 
as a whole, and to render it practical service. 

I hope I have been able to show you in 
what I have said, first, the twofold purpose of 
my visit to these countries; secondly, the un- 
derlying principles of the Victoria League ; 
thirdly, where and how it is organized; and, 
fourthly, the main lines of its practical work. 
I feel also that here in British Columbia there 
is a field for this practical work to be extend- 
ed and done in co-operation with ourselves in 
Greal Britain and elsewhere, by similar so- 
cieties, especially by the Daughters of the Em- 
pire, and in that work I hope all- present in 
this room will be willing to join. We want the 
service of all in this practical work in this Aveld-^ 
ing together of that great family of nations 
which we call the British Empire — for tliese 
countries are nations now. We should all, I 
think, be desirous of giving this bit of real 
service to our race, which we all love so truly, 
and whose cause we hold in such high honor. 

I know I have been lengthy, butithe^work- 
is so widespread, and I wanted to be' qiiitV 
clear about it. I, for one, am grateful indeed^ 
to the Victoria League, for as a result of my. 
visit, I have been enabled to obtain a glimpse 
of this wonderful country of yours, which I 
feel is ahead of me now, and to reali^e here at 
my first landing point the beauty of this capirv 
tal city of British Columbia. ,; > ■ 

Beans are making men ricK in Southern 
California. The crop of one county alone, Or- 
ange, last year sold for about $850,000 ; this 
from twenty thousand acres, making an aver- 
age . gross r4fi.dpt .pf be.tween..$40 and;;$5o'.an.' 
acre. Fifteen thousand of these acres are :^U'- 
in a single field on the famous San -jDaLqiiin 
ranch;. These huge fields in sumiiier cbnsti-^; 
tute a magnificent sight. Almost- from .the 
waters -of the Pacific to the purple hued moun- 
tains lies a vast area of green, cut into great' 
squares by intersecting roads, which arc used 
as passages for the bean wagons and thresh- 
ers in their season. . ^ •" 

With the exception of Ventura county, 
which has been engaged in the industry since 
the old \days of Spanish rule, bean growing- is" 
practically a new industry in Southern Cali- 
fornia. Three or four years ago the returns 
from grain growing and other general farming 
in which the cultivators of this region were en- 
gaged was diminished in an alarming degree. 
'The soil is fertile; but there is little raitifalU'rv 

At first bean planting seemed" destined to- 
be a failure. Merchants in neighbpnng'tbwns 
in alarm begged the experimentets to return to 
the okl crops. Experts however, were called 
in, and a scientific study of the situation M'fts 
made, with the final vindication of the judg- 
ment of* the apparently rash bean growers. The 
land is carefully selected, small plots are set 
aside for study, and from the results, observed 
the bean growers are guided iii their extensive- 
plantings. 

The San Joaquin ranch comprises one hun- 
dred and eight thousand acres. This spring an 
adflitional twenty thousaiid acres were turned 
over to bean growing. In spite of the large 
crops obtained, the land is in a fair way to in-, 
crease its output. " ' _ '■ , , - 

Lima and black eyes .are the speciies gr6wn\: 
Sacked, they are sold on the grou'rid at abpiit 
four cents a pound. , There are.eighty poun^ 
to the sack, and about 'ten 'aiid a half sack's '^tb 
the acre. 

The principal crop of Southern California, 
hitherto, has hccn barley. Even with a bum- 
jier crop, the best Orange county could do in

As - a by-product, the vines have a: fw'6-fpld 
value; they may be used as food for cattle, or 
may be returned to the soil in the form of fer- 
tilizer. 



EXPLOSIVE DIAMONDS 

You will startle your friends when you tell 
them that the little diamond brooch they , lyei'r 
on their necks carries explosives in the'ipre-' 
cious stones with which , it is set. ' It is not 
uncommon for the crystals''to explode a? soon 
as they arc brought up from the mine. The 
greatest care must he exercised in 'dieir trans- 
it. When brought to the surface they cannot 
withstand a high temperature, nor can they be 
h'andlsd with safety by a per.son whose hands 
■■perspire to any great extent. Sometimes they 
Tiave burst ia the pockets or the' -warm hands 
of miners, due to the effect of increased tem- 
perature. Large stones are more likely to do 
th.is than small stones. Valuable stones 'have 
been destroyed in this way. To ', Safe'gujitrd 
them some dealer^ place large diamonds' in raw 
potatoes for safe transport from South Africa.' 
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THE GAME WARDEN'S REPORT AND 
SMALL GAME 

The i")ruviiicial i;ainc wurtlcii's roiion fur 
tiic past 3Tar. rccenll.v issued to llic public, 
should be read l>y every one interested in the 
game- of the province It is a straightforward, 
■workmanlike account of wiiat has been ac- 
compHshcd since a serious attempt was made 
to make jjamc protection more than a name, 
and it siiows plain!}- what more remains to lie 
done to make it still more clfcctivc at the 
sainc time as the accounts of present success 
already attained point the lesson of what it is 
really possible to do wdien a serious attempt is 
made to do it. In the opening «cntent-cs of his 
report the warden says: "It is plcasint; to be 
able to state that this fifth lepiTt will show 
even greater pniirrcss. and lhai, ai any rate, 
as far as the bi.c;' ,L;anic is conccnu-;]. the results 
have amply rei^aid the money spent." 

It is uralifyinLT to noic that in tlic next few 
sentences he practically ])roniiscs us that his 
department will in future pay more alte\niini 
to the protection of the small f^ame. It i> Irnc 
cnoucdi that if the biL;- -ame had > Mice bron al- 
lowed to be \vipe<l ■mt. a> ii well mlLilil ha\ c 
been if we had !)een unable \'< awaken our 
letj;'islators U>\- aantber ivw years to a sense 
of its importance, "it ciuild iku have been re- 
placed except at a ruinous cost and years ol 
careful watchinir." Therefore it was no doubt 
tlic best policy he Cdidd adopt to i;ive his at- 
tention first to the savini,' of the bit; .c^ame, 
though, of course, there was \v> reason what- 
ever,' except the aforesaid diffieuliy of awaken- 
ing the law-makers to the sense of the need of 
certain laws and the wherewitiial to make 
their enforcement, |>o.ssible, why the two 
branches of game protection should have to lu- 
attended to in order instead of sinmltanci iii<ly. 
The protection of the fealhereil i^ame uf \ an- 
couvcr Island is ii farce: there is a ]H'rmanent 
man in \'icloria and there was one at Xanai- 
mo for a few months whose snle duly \vas the 
l)roteclion of game. Hut what can one man du 
niiaided in such a country as this? Within the 
last Week complaints have reached this office 
from 'four parties of shootin,^- i.;oin,q: on at the 
present time; one man was said to have even 
boasted that he ^ol foiu- fine idieasants the 
other' d;iy. three hens ;nid a eoek-. The ^ame 
warden ijets word of such illei;al shootiny. but 
the informant will not cenne forward to prose- 
cute or. give evidence, and the result is that it 
is alniost- impossible for the warden to lav his 
hand:;on the offender. Tie hears of the shoot- 
ing- of "hooters'" at .Sooke harbor, .say, and'he 
goes dowii to try and find an offender. By 
the time he gets there all the p(.achers in tiie 
neighl-iorhood get to know ii. .and thcv take 
good care to know when he i)ulls out for an- 
other place. In the meanwhile, as he is at one 
cud of the country trying to arrest the evil-- 
doer, someone comes in from Saanich asking 
why he is not at the top of Malahat, as he 
knows for certain that shooting is going on 
there, as he can hear the gmis. l'>>- the time 
he has reached the top of Malahal souieoiie h.i> 
heard of the sho<.>tiiig of breeding hen jdieasams 
at Cobble Hill, and so the merry game of lilind 
man's buff goes on. 

Of necessity he can only make flyin;; trip.-- 
from one place to another, and ihcrei'ore of 
necessity it is only by the niere-i fluke th;iL 
he can come upon a pn;iclier rcd-h.amleil. al- 
though there is no doubt wliatever in aii}- 
l)ody's nnn<l \vlio h;is l;d<en notice of these 
things that game birds of .-ill kin<ls arc con- 
tinually being shot .nil of season. 

■Therefore it is gratifying to read that the 
dcpartinent is going to jjay more attention to 
this branch of the subject in future.

There -cents 
good reason for this on the Mainland ani po,-- 
sibly on the Island also, tli.nigh some g.od 
pheasant shooting was ol)taincd in some dis- 
tricts' liist seaspnrand. owing to the closing of 
Saanich the, stock there has incrca.sed greatly; 
indeed one farmer has complained that they 
hjive become a nuisance io him, and hopes that 
he will be able to .-hoot them next year in jiro- 
tcftion ; others of course have been shociting 
tl(eni right along when they got . a chance, 
•with the" effect that tliey have made them even 



scarcer on their i;iw-n land and more 
plentiful on the land of tlicir neighbors, who 
are sportsmen and good enough farmers to be 
able to live on other food than :Close-scason 
game. 

We congratulate the game warden on the 
excellent results he lias achieved with the big 
game, and we hope that the interest he is dis- 
playing in the small game will be apprecialetl 
by'thrise in authority over him. and that he 
w-ill be cncoiir.-i.i^cd and given the ways and 
means to organize an efficient system for the 
better protection of our feathered game, which 
affords a means of healthy recreation to so 
many of us who are iniablc to find the time 
and nionev necessary lor an expedition alter 
the big game. It does not do to ask for too 
much ai a time, lint .-.nme day perhaiis we may 
gel something done about the fish, ihougb 
it seems to he. like 11 alley's comet — a long 
way off. 

HOW TO SHIP PHEASANTS AND 
OTHER GALLINACEOUS BIRDS 

The followm.L; in,-lruclions are those issued 
by the Lemdon /.oriKigical Society: 

1. h'or exportation, birds bred or reared in 
caiJtivity should, it possible, be |n-ocnrcd. l'>ul, 
if this "cannot he done, the following rules 
should be attended to as regards wild-caught 
birds: 

J. .\s soon as the binis are captured, the 
ie;ither- of one wing and of tlu' tail should lie 
cut off tolerably close to their bases. The 
birds should be placed in a room lighted only 
from a skylight above, and having the floor 
spriiikled w-iUi ,L;ravel or sand, mi.Ncd with 
tufts of grass :md roots and a little earth.. 
.\mong tiiese the food slKuihl lie thrown. .\. 
tame l)ird placed w ith the wild ernes is ol great 
;ulvanlage. liee;ui,-e this bird will induce the 
w ild ones to feed. The birds should be ko;it 
in this way until they have become lante and 
are fit to be transferred to the packing-cases. 

The food should consist ot ^lam an<l 
sei'ds of various kinds. l>crries, fi-i^^. insect>. 
green food (such as cal.)bage. lettuce, etc.i. 
liread oi- .--oaked biscuit, chopped meat, biiiled 
egg,--, etc. 

.|. T'-;i\ eliing' e;iges ;ire m.ist con\ cniently 
in.-ule ..if an ..ibkmg shape. di\ ideil into conijDart- 
menls about eighteen inelies square, ami not 
higher than just sufficient to allow the birds 
to stand upright in them. They should be 
bo;irded all round, except in front, where 
strong wire iietling may be emplO}-ed — al- 
iriough. if the Idr.ls ^o'e at all wild. wiK.iden 
b;irs. cU.ise enough l.'. i"ire\-enl the inmates 
from escaidiig between them, are preferable. 

5. b'.vcry compartment should have the top 
on the inside padded with canvas, as, if this is 
not done, the birds are very liable to injure 
their heads by jumping upwards. 

6. .\ mo\-able feeding-trough should be 
fixed along the fr.mi of each com]iartment : 
eine-third of this should be lined with tin. 
pilch, or (it luM-\vi.'>e made 1.;.. Ii.ild water: tlie 
lemainder two-thirds will lu'dd the food. 

7. Coarse sand or gravel should he kept 
strewn on the bottom of the cages, and a sup- 
])l\ of this should be .-eut along with the l)irds, 
as il i- nece-sary for iheni for the healthy di- 
gestion of their food. 

S. The fr.iiit .if the cage ^h.-iul.l h;i\-e a piece 
01' carse ean\-;is l.i lei .lown a> a blind t.i keep 
the birds quiet: and. in order to L;ive them ;nr. 
n.umd Imles sIkjuI.I be bored at the back oi the 
bo.N in the upper pari, 

I). The box .should lie cleaned oui when ihc 
birds are fed, through the o]ioniug in front 
made by rem.i\ing the feeding-toiugh. care 
being taken thai thi- (j]iening is not wide 
enough to let the bir.ls escape. 

10. In order to supply the binl-- with green 
f. loil .luring the \oyage. a few ,-m:ill tray,-- (the 
,-ame as are used to hohl the ,--and eir gravel) 
may be sown with seeds, such as rape, mns- 
t.ird, or any (piick-growing vegetable The 
.Screen food thus produced should be cut for 
them from time to time, and the sand and roots 
afterwards thrown into the cages.

IMPROVING THE STOCK OF 
PHEASANTS 

W e lune hearil (|uile a hc, hUely. and right- 
ly so. abLMil ilie deteri. ii alion in the st. ick- .>f 
phea,-;ini>. noi only as regar.is their number-, 
but ;is reg;irds iheir size ami siamina. This 
has been attributed to inhreeiling. and it was 
for that reason that some good sp.irlsmen sidi- 
scribcd for the importation <if s.mie Mi'iigolian 
birds which, on the M;unland at ;iny r;iie 
have, we :n-e toM. done \ery w ell. These ^\ ill. 
no doubl. be of ;;reat assistance in helping 1.1 
improNc the -t.iek'. bnl there is ;uiolher poiiil 
which thouj;ii often heard br.-iiiglu u|i anion;:;- 
sportsmen in conversation, has not been no- 
ticed in the report of the game warden. . 

There .seems little doubt that in .some dis- 
tricts at any rate the cocks have been killed 
off ,so much and the hens so little that the lat- 
ter exist in nninbers disi)roportionate to the 
number of cocks. This would account for a 
.gre;it tlcrd of deterioration. Tegctmeier says 
there is no doubt whatever that in a stale <<{ 
n.aturc ])hcasants are polygamous, the stronger 
males driving away the weaker, and taking 
jjossession of several hens to constitute their 
seraglios, hence the custom to shoot down 
most of the cocks, and leave all the hens, even 
the oldest, to breed. It is jirobable that this 
proceilure is irecpiently carried t.jo far. Mr. 
j. D. Dougall, in his "Shooting vSimplilieil." 
saxs: It is customary to shoot cock pheasants 

o]\]y This rule is ver\' frequeuily 

.iverslretched. It should not be forgotten that 
the desired end may be fiustrated by having 
too many hens, as well as sby having too. few, 



and in whatever way the disproportion of 
sexes is caused., the result — deduction in .in- 
crease — is the .same If the cocks are contin- 
ually killed down, few male birds will arrive at ^ 
thiit complete maturity so essential to pro- 
ducing a healthy stock-. On the other hand, if 
the hens arc continually spared, they will not 
otilv grow out of proportion to the number of 
coek.s, but the aged hens will beat oil the two 
and three year old birds. Very old hens 
should certainly be destroyed. The most pro- 
lific are the two and three year old birds. 

Still reading from Tegctmeier we find: 
With regard to the extict projiortion of sexes 
left ill the coverts, it is difticult to arrive at a 
satisfactorv conclusion. One writer slates: 
"It would be to the advantage of preservers 
of pheasants if they would, before it is loo kite, 
relra.iii from shooting the cock birds too clor.e, 
as most game ])reservcrs I presume, wish to 
have as good and numerous a stock of pheas- 
ants as they can for breeding: and the reason 
why so many are -disappointed in this respeci 
is for want (if more coeic birds. There sliotild 
in; left at least one cock for every three hens, 
as eggs then \voiihl he more: plentiful, the 
chicks stronger, and belter able to contend 
with a wet .season and the numerous enemies 
thev have to battle with." • 

It is a frequent complaint of British Colum- 
bia sportsmen that they see any amount oi 
hens but verv few- c^->cks. ami there seems to 
be \-erv little- doubt that the prilicy of never 
shootii'ig any bens is not the right one and ac- 
counts for the deterioration m the size of the 
birds to a f;ir greater extent than the so-called 
inbreeding. A mature cock pheasant should 
weig-ii from three to three and a hall p.ounds; 
pheasants fed on maize will often weigh as 
high as five pounds and over, but the wild fed 
common cock iiheasanls which are of mature 
age and onlv average two po>inds 'in weight 
are certainlv'showdng race deterioration. 



SURE BASKETS 

Some there are whose ideal day's si:iort is 
represented by a brace of trout, preferably 
near _db. apiece, captured with the driest of 
flies on the finest of gut by ihe exercise of 
the cunning wariness which the chalk stream 
so well rewards. Others relish such days, but 
have a weakness which they never seek to 
overcome, for an occasional day when the lish 
are landed thick and fast, even though the 
lure he unorthodox, andf^the method the most 
elementary of .all tb.Q.?qirecogni/.ed by the an- 
gling craft. It is lu surk-ival, no doubt, from 
our ancestral savagery, this- craving for 
slaughter; but the facti'that it has resisted so 
long the insidious influences of civilization, 
among which ireatises on fishing must be 
given a high place, seems to .show that it is 
alnii.ist iuera.licably inhereni in our nature. 
Let us. therefore, who are still j-iroue to its 
attacks confess it frankly and satisfy our ap- 
petite within limits as best wc can. But where 
and how? There is a certain piece of water on 
which in a single day an ordinary angler, who 
was and remains my friend, caught with the 
fly (it does not matter which: any, even the 
most "correct"' would have done) over 130 
sea trout, of the total wei-hi of about i'., 
cwl. It was Vvilhin the last si.x years, s."i that 
tlicre ha\-e been no time for legend to w-ork 
upon the catch which. f.„ir all I know, imiy 
h.a\-e often been excelled since, as it had been 
before. But the water is exceptional ; it is far 
off, and 1 fancy that no sum likely to be of- 
fered would hire it, W'e must content our- 
,>elves with .something of inferior rank. 

For the time being I had done my unre- 
wardeil ihity by the river Dee, and, the desire 
.if handling; a lish l)eiii,g too strong n])oii me 
lo be coui r< ille.l. I took the m<^lor-bus to Xew- 
burgh, w here 1 w as assm-ed sii.'irt w,-is certain. 
.\e\\burL;li lying .sonic iweKe miles north of 
.Vherdeeii, iie.ir the month of the ^'than, is 
in itself as plain a village as one ctires to visit.

Muc|l''i'6f the slang of today w,as correct, 
and classic English in Shakcspeare's-'time, and, 
for aught wc can .'tell, the diction of 'the' schools 
of the twentieth -x:entury may be the jargon 
of the mob of the twenty-first. 

But, in spite of these incontrovertible facts 
—or, perhaps, because of them— it is interest- 
ing to look back to the birth-date of certain 
phrases and ejaculations which arc now so in- 
corporated with our everyday speech that 
most people use them without a suspicion that 
they are quotations from some standard work, 
or have ever had any other than their present 
and popular significance. 

We find examples in every walk and con- 
dition of life. 

Take the multitudes that daily throng our 
emporiums of fashion, and who, in the arduous 
labor of; selection are assured tliat such and 
fehch an article is the "only wear," 

How few of all the well dressed crowds who 
hear it look upon the phrase as anything but a 
catchword of the trade — the mere vulgar tech- 
nicality — to be classed with "flounces ha\c 
come in" or "Fidl sleeves have gone out"! 

Still fewer would know that "motley" was 
the first mode thus described, or that it was a 
Shakespearean fool who wore it I 

Ndr, when times are bad — as they so often 
are!— and the business man bemoans that he 
has "not a penny to bless himself with," does 
he recognize the expression belonging to a 
day so remote and superstitious that all coins 
■were indented with a cross, for the jnirposc 
of keeping the devil out of the owner's i.iock-el. 

Should his attention be drawn to the fact 
by some pedantic friend, he would probably 
declare that such recondite learning was "too 
much of a good thing," unconscious that he 
was echoing the words and sentiments of the 
fair Rosalind when coquetting ivhh Orlando, 
in the forest of Arden ! 

If we leave the thoroughfares and turn to 
the Englishman's castle — his home — we shall 
presumably find his "better half" awaiting him. 

Now in all our language what word is more 
familiar, more universal, more absolutely of 
today than this? 

Yet it was born into Enolish literature as 
far back as the time of v^ir Philip .Sidney. 

"To marry in haste and repent ;it leisure" 
is so much of a commonplace that it comes 
with somewhat of a galvanic shock to learn 
that we are indebted to Congreve for the feli- 
citous rendering of a too commonplace experi- 
ence. 

If wc are scntitnentally inclined we la- 
ment that "the course of true love never did 
run smooth''; if cynical we hurl a sneer at 
■'the milk o" human kindness"; if blatantly 
\'irtuous. \\'c "tell the truth and shame the 
devil"; if captious, we dub an acquaintance ";i 
strange fish"; if wc are scandalous, he may be- 
come a "picker-up of unconsidered trifles." or 
we ma}- pity him for bein,g "as poor as Job, ' 
and "more sinned against than sinning"; the 
bumptious are certain that "licg.qars nn)untcd 
run their horses. to death." though each and 
every Englishman prides himself upon invari- ■ 
ablv eiving "the Devil his tine"! 

We may not be a\\-are of it, but all the 
above-quoted and familiar sayings are Shake- 
speare's, and without his incomparable genius 
our language would hnve been..the poorer h\- 
these and man)'^ other "hou.sehpkl; word.s.'' 

An instance of Jack Tar's 'ready inventive 
faculty — the. quality ■\yhich in these days has 
earned hini the sobriquet of the "handy man" 
— is in the common ejaculation. "All my eye 
and Betty Martin."

This generation, wliich is so thankless to 
the great discoverers of the causes of disease, 
so forgetful of the epoch-making labors of the 
English sanitary reformers of last centur}', has 
not seen nor even hearcl of the awful thing 
once known as "jail-fever." A hundred years 
ago it was as dangerous to the life of art un- 
happy prisoner to await his trial in Newgate as 
to stand between the opposing forces on a bat- 
tlefield, jail fever attacked not only the pris- 
oners, but the judge and the jury and the 
strangers in the court. The aromatic herbs 
with which the hall of justice was strewn were 
supposed to arrest tlic spread of tiic terrible in- 
fection,- and it is still customary to provide 
with a bouquet of such |)lanls the judge who 
[")rcsidcs at a "jail deli\'cry." 'IMio inexorable 
ministers of justice who, stated high above the 
common lierd, and clad in tbcir ancient robes 
of office, were about to deal shameful death 
to the guilty wretches brought from the prison 
cells were themselves struck down by the An- 
gel of Death moving invisibly through the 
court. Tiic "black assizes" were not isolated, 
but repeated occurrences in our great cities. 
Tvplius fever was the name given hy the learn- 
ed to this awful pestilence. There was a mys- 
tery and horror surrounding it which par- 
alyzed those who came into contact with it, 
and produced something like consternation. 
Men fled in terror from the infected buildings, 
business was arrested, the universities desert- 
ed, palace left empty, and the dying abandon- 
ed to their misery when it appeared. There 
was the feeling that some deadly unseen power 
was present, irresistible and malignant. 



It is only today, and, in fact, within the last 

few weeks, that we have learnt wdiat that un- 
seen ])ower was. The Angel of Death which 
moved through the Old l-5ailey Sessions House 
in bygone days was, indeed, a real, tangible, 
living thing. It had no wings, but it could 
crajvl. It was actually neither more no less 
than the clothes louse, the pcdiculus vesti- 
menti. The filthy, crowded condition in which 
the prisoners wereMcept, and (let us well re- 
member and reflect thereon) the personal 
want of cleanliness of judge, jury, barristers, 
and ushers rendered the existence of the little 
parasite and its effective transference from ' 
man to man possible. Those pompous emblems 
of authority— the horsehair wigs — those 
musty robes of unctuous dignity were full of 
dirt, and harbored' the wandering bearer of 
typhus infection Jail-fever was due to dirt; 
its infecting germs were distributed by loath- 
some insects 



It is an interesting and really instructive 
thing to pass in review the gradual process by 
which the cleanliness of the population of 
Western Europe has advanced, and to observe 
that, consciously or unconsciously, the end 
pursued has been, step by step, the removal 
from man's bod)- (outside and inside), from his 
clothing, from the water he drinks, from the 
food he eats, from the air he breathes, and 
from the surfaces with wliich he nccessarih' 
comes in contact of injurious parasites and 
hurtful living things v/hich lurk in dirt and 
rubbish At first the larger and more obvious 
hurtful creatures — snakes, rats, mice, scor- 
pions, blowflies — were eliminated by some ele- 
mentary attempts at removal of rubbisii and 
kitchen middens Then ticks (which African 
savages still do not trouble to remove when 
fixed to them) anfl later fleas and bugs be- 
camt unpopular; lice were long regarded :!'". 
inevitable, and even beneficial, and by some 
])opulations and by parts of the most civilize ! 
at the present day, are still, not merely toler- 
ated, but favored Parasitic worms of various 
kinds, though they often cause disease and 
flcath, are acceptccl, even by the most refined 
and luxurious, rather than abstention from raw 
vegetables and fruits, or the expenditure of 
trouble in cleansing them It is only within 
tlie last thirty or forty years that such clean- 
liness of body and of clothing and of house- 
fittings as will banish parasitic insects has be- 
come at all general The common housefly is 
still tolerated, although it is a notorious car- 
rier of dirt and disease, and is bred by dirt and 
dirt only, its eggs being hatched in old stable 
jTianure The diminution of late years of 
houseflies in London houses (we no longer sec 
the "catch-'em-aliTC" papers and their street 
liawkcrs) is simply and solely due to legi.sla- 
lion compelling the removal of horse manure 
Irnni the "mews" .so frequently at the back of 
London streets Egyptian natives still allow 
flies to gather on their eyelids without protest. 

Of the bacteria and similar microscopic 
germs of disease — to which all our infective 

fevers are due — we have only become aware 
(|uite recently, within the half-century. P.cfore 
they were known cleanliness and the rlestruc- 
tion of putrescdjlc matter in man's surrouiid- 
ings had, it is true, been urged by sanitary 
reformers. Disinfectants aiul antiscjitics were 
deliberately made use of for this purpose in 
the mid-Victorian period, when carbolic acid 
and chlorinated lime were established in the 
place of those feebler destroyers of the germs 
of putrefaction and disease — namely, the ex- 
tracts of aromatic herbs or the essenti;i! oils 
themselves These, as perfumes and unguents, 
pally served, not merely to gratify the olfac- 
tory sense, but to destroy by their chemical 
action the germs of disease Men tolerated 
gnats and their bites (mosquitpes, as we pre- 
fer to call them in order to delude ourselves 
(nto the belief that they are not British), until 
It was discovered that they, and they only, 
carry thc^ parasitic germs of two deadly dis- 
eases — malaria, or ague, and yellow fever. 
N'ow we shall destroy the pools in which they 



breed, just as we are destroying the manure 
heaps in which the housefl)' breeds. When we 
look over the list it is really astonishing, how 
much remains to be- done; even" in -England, 
in establishing increased cleanliness and, free- 
ing ourselves from the murderous tyranny of 
parasites. It is a simple but horrible fact that 
the poorest class in our big cities still swarm 
with vermin. Everyone should help to gain 
■ further cleanliness and freedom from this form 
of oppression. 



In the middle- of the nineteenth century, 
England alone, and with absolute conviction 
and determination demonstrated to the civil- 
ized world the beneficial results in diminish- 
ing the death-rate of large towns, to be ob- 
tained by cleanliness, the destruction or re- 
moval from man's body and surroundings of 
organic "dirt," viz., his excreta, the exudations 
and exuviations of 'his body, the waste and 
fragments of his food. The names of Rawlin- 
son, Chailwick,. and Simon remain as those of 
the prime movers in that legislation which 
has given us improved water supply, sewer- 
age, removal of dust heaps, clearance of cess- 
pits, cleansing of houses, and prevention of 
over-cro\vdin),r. Yet there are writers \vho, in 
ignorance and infected with the modern mad- 
ness which makes half-educated Englishmen 
presume to teach where they have yet to learn, 
and to pose as prophets by belittling and run- 
ning down, without regard to truth, their own 
country and its finest efforts in the cause of 
civilization, actually declare that Germany has 



led the way in this matter. This is the very 
reverse of the truth. Foreign countries are, 
in this liiatccr, following long in the wake of 
England. There are no cities in the .world so 
healthy as British cities. Practical rneasures 
of cleansing, faithful activity in destroying dirt 
and preventing over-crowding, enforced by 
legislation, have reduced the (iealh-rate of our 
great centres of population in fifty years !)y 
more than one-third — that is to say, from 
something like 89 per 1,000 to something like 
iS per 1,000. No other country can show such 
a result. 



Jail fever, spotted or putrid fever, or ty- 
phus fever has practically ceaseil to be a regu- 
larly-occurring disease in the VYcsi of Europe. 
The last cases in L,ondon \yere, I well remem- 
ber, in a poor tlistrict near the I\larylebone 
road ;d)out thirty years ago. A very few ca-^es 
have appeared since in the over-crowded and 
poorest districts of our largest cities,' Be- 
leaguering armies and beleaguered cities .suf- 
fered from it as late as in the Crimean War, 
but we may now fairly say that it has disap- 
peared from our midst. Il, liowe\-er, still 
abounds in Russia and her eastern provinces, 
and in Algeria, Tunis, and Morocco. It is p. 
disease of cold and temperate climates rather 
than of the tropics. 



confounded. The bacterial germs causing en- 
teric and relapsing fevers are now known, and 
have been isolated and cultivated, and the 
mode in which they are conveyed Into the body 
of a previously healthy patient is ascertained. 
But until the present year we knew neither the 
parasitic germ which causes typhus fever nor 
the mode by wliich it pasi5es from one indi- 
vidual to another. A vague idea that it was 
spread through the air prevailed. Typhus is 
remarltable for the frequency with which the 
nurses and doctors attending a case become in- 
fected. About 20 per cent of those attacked by 
it die, but in persons above 45 years of age 
the mortality is much greater — about half 
succumb. 



In the last century typhus -Avas distinguish- 
ed definitely and clearly from "typhoid" or 
"enteric" fever, and from '-'relapsing" or "fam- 
ine" fever, with which it had previously been 



Dr. Nicole and his colleagues of the Insti- 
tut I'asteur in Tunis ahvc recently had the 
opporlunit}' of studying typhus there. They 
found that the ordinary local monkey could not 
be made to take the disease. But a drop of 
blood of a typhus patient injected into a chim- 
panzee (which is far nearer akin to man) pro- 
duced the disease after an incubation period of 
three weeks. This fact was definitely estab- 
lished. From what is now known as the re- 
lapsing fever, malaria, yellow fever, plague, 
and slcei:)ing sickness, it seemed probaidc that 
some migratory insect must be the carrier of 
the typhus infection from man to man. The 
typhus patients brought into the hospital at 
Timis were carefully washed before admission, 
and no infection of other patients or nurses 
took place in the wards, although the cases 



A Study of Pythons and Boa Constrictors 



Structurally a snake is a lizard which has 
lost its legs. Not that all legless, lizards art 
snakes, however, for our common blind-worm 
or slow-worm (which is very far from blind 
and quite evasively" alert) is not a snake, but a 
lizard, possessing both eye lids and external 
ear-openings, which true snakes have not. In 
some of the large serpents vestiges of the 
legs are still visible, left doubtless as perpetu- 
al witnesses to the fact that there was a time 
when, uncursed, in Eden — 

"The serpent was the prelate of the place." 
Then it went, we know, , 

not with indented wave 
Prone to the ground, as since, . . ." 
but at least semi-erect. "Pleasing was his 
shape and lovely" then, Milton tells us, though 
Milton does, not explicitly mention that the 
serpent, even in its days of bliss, had limbs. 
But at least one learned divine has since ar- 
gued earnestly for the view that before the 
Fall the serpent was- an ape, quadrumanous. 
Modern science, however, while acknowledg- 
ing the legs, declines to acquiesce in any an- 
cestor of the ophidians more upright than a 
saurian. 

The largest of thfe three pythons now in the 

Zoological Garftlens (and there is, besides, one 
anaconda) measures 25ft. in length ; and it 
had its first meal of the year on October i. It 
had condescended to a few trifling snacks, in 
tlie shape of a duck now and again ; but it was 
not until the date mentioned that it found 
appetite enough for a regular meal in the form 
of a goat. Since then it has appeared to think 
better of the world in general and .may be 
ready for another goat in a week or two. So 
long a fast is by no means unexampled, for one 
python in tlic Reptile House a few years ago 
declined to take any food for 22 months ; and 
more than once it has been thought achdsablc 
to feed a snake artificially, a lump of meat 
having been put into the mouth and inishcd 
with a stick as far as it will go, being then 
coaxed down by stroking until the creature's 
internal mechanism has begun to work. A" 
snake's method of swallowing its food is, in- 
deed, almost entirely automatic, and, once 
started, may be said to be involuntary. Says 
Professor (ladow : 

"The snake, having got hold of the prey 
with its teeth, generally shifts ii into the most 
convenient position in order to swallow the 
head first. One half of the mandible is then 
pushed forward, then the other iialf; the re- 
curved teeth afford the necessary hold, and the 
snake, little by little, draws its mouth cavity, 
and later itself, over the prey. In fact, it liter- 
ally gets outside it." 

\Vlicn the operation has fairly begun it is 
much easier for the creature to continue eat- 
ing than it is to reverse the process and eject 
any object; ordinarily, doubtless, an admirable 
provision of nature, the occasionally disas- 
trous consequences of which were, however, il- 
lustrated by the famous tragedy in the Gar- 
dens 17 years ago, when one boa of some loft. 
in length, swallowed ancHher only a foot short- 
er than itself and succeeded in digesting it. 
The catastrophe occurred at night,' but t'h.ere 
is no doubt what happened. One of the snakes 
seized a pigeon, two of which had been put 
into the cage, and the other must unfortunate- 
ly have selected the same bird and taken it 
from the other end. The tip of the nose of 
one snake was drawn into the mouth of the 
other in company with the pigeon, and, after 
it, the rest of the snake continued to go. One 
may surmise that the cater must have been not 
a little surprised at the almost intolerable 
length of what it.had' believed to be an ordin- 
ary pigeon, and one liiay imagine with what 
amazement it found its widow's cruse of a , 
bird getting- stouter and stouter, foot after ' 
foot, and with how much relief it welcomed 
the moment when its victim began to grow 
perceptibly smaller towards the tail. 



"The next morning only one of the snakes, 
the larger, was visible, aind from its enormous- 
ly extended body it -was evident that it had 

swallowed its companion. It had no longer 
the power of curling itself round, but remained 
extended to its full length in a straight line, 
and appeared to be at least three times its nor- 
mal circumference. It was almost painful to 
see the distended skin, which had separated 
the scales all '^over the middle of the body. 
Twenty-eight .days later, the snake had not 
only digested its companion, but had regained 
its appetite as well as its normal size, and it 
immediately swallowed ;a pigeon put into its 
den." ' 

All snakes, wdien inclined to cat, sccn-i to 
lack discrimination in the selection of their 
victuals, and m'ore than: one instance has oc- 
c.urred of boas when in captivity swallowing 
their blankets. But a blanket, however, ap- 
petizing, and though not difficult (for a snake) 
to swallow, obstinately resist.'* digestion, and 
it is a meal wdiich the snake has never been 
known to survive. Many books on natural 
history in the last .generation i)rcsented their 
readers with pictures of a boa or a python in 
the act. to swallow an ,ox or stag which lay 
crushed within its coil's,' and so eminent a nat- 
uralist as Cuvier evidently believed that it was 
not an impossible accomiilislmient. But it 
would need a snake considerably larger than 
any which science is yet willing to reco.gnize. 

Both the reticulated python and the ana- 
conda (which is a scnii-aciuatic, semi-arboreal 
boa) grow, to a length of 30ft.; and how much 
beyond that either may go is a matter of con- 
jecture. A gigantic snake of hitherto unheard- 
of proportions lias an obvious advantage in 
ease of credibility over a correspondingly ex- 
aggerated f|uadruped, in that it demaiuls crcd- 
idity only in one dimension. The quadruped 
must be swollen in hci.ght and length anfl 
breadth proportionately; and imagination fair- 
ly boggles at a lion as big as a haystack. But 
a snake does but need taking by the two ends 
and pulling out. Like any other line, it can 
be indefinitely extended in either direction. 
In a 30ft. aiiaconda 've already have a con- 
siderable inslahnent of the impossible; and if 
it exists, wli}- should there not be pythons of 
50ft., or sea-serpents of looft.? WHiat is there 
incredible in Shesh with his mile or two of 
coils wrapped round him in his gem-lit cavern 
beneath the Assam hills, or even in Anantas 
himself — 

" that serpent old 

Which brooded over earth and the charmed 

sea" ? 
Shelley's 

". . . arrowy serpent pursuin.g the form 

Of an elephant . . . " 
does not seriously outrage our sense of the 
]M-obabilities. The ancients, iiideed, found the 
mere elongation of their snakes too simple a 
matter to be satisfying, so they gave them 
multitudinous heads, hydra-like, or crowned 
them as basilisks, or fitted them with wings 
and made theni into dragons to be slain for 
the' .glorification of heroes and denii-.gods. Yet 
surely, even as thcv ai-c, tlie large snakes arc 
terrible enough, with, save for the chilling hi.ss, 
their voicelessness and the secrecy of their 
movements ("more hid than paths of snakes") ; 
the grim wickedness of their lipless mouths - 
and lidless eyes; the slow, proud, balancing 
rhythm oftheir heads and I'ccks, so full of the 
consciousness of the awful strength that is 
held in suspense behind, and the clcadly sud- 
denness of the attack when that power is un- 
loosed ; the terror of their "stron.g-curlin.g" 
bulk, in grip of which no living thing but is 
helpless as the tightening folds close, pitiless 
as bands of liyiug metalj^iand as cold ! It is no 
wonder that the snakc^so twined itself about 
the imagination of carlv man that in almost 
every country wc find' traces of snake-wor- 
ship. Its trail runs through the myth and 



le.gend of every people, and such honors '•; ve 
clustered round it. as have, perhaps, not been 
lavished on, all other 'treated things combined. 

it is unfortunate that to the majority of 
English-speaking people of this day the mo.st 
familiar acquainiance among the Foidae is the 
python Kaa, the saviour of Baloo and Bag- 
heera in the fight in the Cold Lairs; for Mr. 
Rudyard Kipling's natural history is not unex- 
ceptionable. "The fi,ghting strength of a py- 
thon," i\lr. Kiplin.g assures us, "is in th.e driv- 
ing blow of his head backed b}-^ all the weight 
and strength of his body"; and he describes 
how Kaa released Mowgli from the marble 
prison wdicrein the monkey folk had thrust 
him : 

"Kaa looked carefully till he found a dis- 
colored crack in the marble tracery showing a 
weak spot, made two or three light taps with 
his^head to get the distance, and tlien, lifting 
up six feet of his body clear of the ground, 
sent home half a dozen full-power, smashing 
blows nose-first." 

And the marble walls crumbled in a cloud 
of dust. Unhappily, in real life the nose seems 
to be the python's tender spot, and he would 
as soon think of using himself as a battering 
ram a.gainst a marble wall as he would of eat- 
ing himself from the tail up. Were it other- 
wise a python 25ft. long and weighing over 
30olb. would probably not stay long behind 
ills plate-.glass screen in the Reptile House. 
The short-tempered member of the big snake 
family in Regent's Park is the second longest 
python — 1 6ft. from nose to tail — wdio has been 
in the Gardens for 17 years, and is familiarly 
known as Yellow Face. When Yellow Face 
becomes aggressive a rap on the nose always 
brings him to his senses, and as a weapon 
wherewith to hit him a folded nev/spaper 
serves as avcII as anything. The python or' 
the boa strikes with its head only for the pur- 
pose of grip[)ing with its jaws, and the teeth 
once fastened, in the case of prey of any size, 
the coils of the body are then flung round it 
and the life is crushed out. Nor, it seems al- 
most unnecessary to say, can snakes either 
stand upon their tails or "leap" upon their 
adversaries. E.xcept the cobras, so far as is 
known at present, no snake can raise ir.orc 
than one-third of its len.gth from the ground, 
thou.gh there is good reason to believe that 
some smaller snakes, especially the /Vmerican 
rattle-snakes, when coiled against a rock, do 
sometimes succeed in projecting themselves 
forward beyond the ordinary range by getting, 
probably involuntarily, a leverage against the 
rock behind them. But the snake of its own 
muscles can strike, rou.ghly, only with a radi- 
us of one-third of its length. VVithin that ra- 
dius may lie death, but an inch outside it is 
certain safety. Nor — and again the statement 
is almost superfluous — is any of the great 
crushing snakes, any python or boa, furnished 
with poison. An anaconda, already "the su- 
perb dictator of the Brazilian forests," if 
equipped with venom of asp or cobra would be 
too terrible a thin.g to have a place in the 
scheme of nature. If it chose to slay in wan- 
tonness, no other creatin-c could live in the 
same haunts. Yet there was a time, accordin.g 
to a legend of the Karens, when the python 
was the only poisonous member of the snake 
family, and so venomous was it then that it 
had but to bite a man's footstep on the ground, 
no matter how long since he passed or how far. 
away In; might be at the time, and the man 
would die. I'.ut one day tiie jiython was in- 
formed, wron.gly of course, by that immemor- 
ial liar the crow, that a man whose track he 
had bitten had not died, and, in a fit r)f rage 
and pique, the serpent climbed a tree and spat 
put all its, poison. Then other creeping things 
came and swallowed it. The legend is quoted 
in full in the Cambridge Natural History from 
Mr. Mason's "Burma, its, People and Produc- 
tions. 



were not isolated, and bu.gs were abundant. 
The only cases of infection which occurred 
were in persons who had the duty of collectintr 
and disinfecting, the- clothing of the patients 
when admitted. This" seems to exclude the 
bug as a carrier. The flea is cxcl,uded.by the 
fact that in the phosphate mines of ^Turiis the 
fka IS abundant, and Iiitcs both natives and 
Europeans. Yet when typhus fever broke out 
among the miners— although all Avere equally 
bitten by the fleas— no European was infected. 
The indication, therefore, was that if any in- 
sect is the carrier, it is neither the flea nor the 
bug, but probably' the body or clothes louse. 
Althou.gh monkeys can not be directly infect- 
ed with typhus fever from man, it was found 
that (as with some other infections) the bon- 
net monkey was susceptible to the infection 
after it had passed through the chimpanzee. 
Experihients -were, therefore, made with 
clothes lice taken from a healthy man, and 
kept for eight hours without food. They were 
placed on a bonnet monkey in full typhus erup- 
tion. A day afterwards they were removed to 
healthy bonnet monkeys with the result that 
the health}- bonnet monkeys developed typhus 
fever. There is thus no doubt whatever that 
typhus fever can be carried in this way from 
bonnet monkey to bonnet monkey. The whole 
history of typhus fever fits in with the carriage 
of the infection in the same way from man to 
man, and not with the notion of an aerial dis- 
persion of the infection. " 



The fact that typhus only exists m very' 
dirty and crowded populations; and that it h'as 
disappeared wdiere even a moderate amount of 
cleanliness as to person and clothing has be- - 
come general, coincides with the possibility of 
the body louse as carrier. This little parasite 
is known to be a wanderer, and is gifted with a 
very acute sense of . smell. An individual 
placed in the' centre of a glais table invariably 
Avalked, guided by the scent, towards the ob- 
server, at whatever position he placed 'liim^elf. 
Sulphurous acid is a violent repellant of these 
creatures. Not only will it kill them if they 
are exposed to its fumes, but traces of it drive 
them 'aTY^y Hence doctors and nurses who 
have to handle typhus patients or their clothes 
have only to wear a small-;inusliri bag, ;of' sul- 
phur under their garments, •or^to'Tub-' them- 
selves with a little sulphur ointment in order 
to be perfectly guarded against infection; the 
louse will not approach them, nor remain upon 
theni''sHbuia.it¥accidentalIy effect a lodgment. 

It is not always obvious at -once^ in what ' 
way a knowledge of the mode of carriage of a 
deadly disease can be of service to humanity 
But in this case it is strikingly and triumphant- 
ly- clear. • In the vast povcrtv-stricken popula- 
tion of Russia typhus is still common. Rus- 
sian medical men attend,- these, cases, and the 
Russian goverrimeht"keeps' a record of the an- 
nual deaths of its medical officers,, and- of the 
causes of their deaths., In the first six months . 
01 last year 530 Russian medical officers died 
and twenty-four of these deaths were caused by 
typhus fever acquired by these devoted public 
servants- in attendance upon cases of that fe- 
ver. Henceforth they will make use of sul- 
phur or sulphurous ointrhent to keep the little 
infection-carriers at a 'distance, and not one 
"l^u?^^ ^.an or.- nurse will catch the disease, 
still less be killed by it. 



A -remarkable fact in this history is that 
the actual parasitic germ which causes typhus 
whether a bacterium (Schizophytc) or a proto-^ 
zoon, has not been detected, although: .the 
louse has been shown to be its "carriei-.- l^he 
same is true of yellow-fever, although' we 
know with certainty that the gnat Stegomya 
fasciata and no other is the carrier of the un- 
seen germ, and that we can obliterate that fe- 
ver by obliterating the gnat. So, too, al- 
though we know how the infection of rabies 
acts, and how it is carried, yet no one has yet 
isolated and recognized the terrible particle it- 
self. There is a very large probability that in 
these cases, and also in cancer (wdiere as yet 
no specific infective germ or parasitic microbe 
has been detected) such an infective microbe is 
nevertheless ])resent, and has hitherto escaped 
observation on account of its excessive minute- 
ness or transparency. , ' . • . 



I am able to make an intercstin.'^ announce- 
ment as to another death-dealing disease — that 
known as infantile diarrhoea. This disease 
causes from 12 to 20 per cent of the deaths of 
children under a year Jold in England, and 
rages in summer. In the five years 1900-1904 
more than half the deaths of children under 2 
jears ot age in New York from infectious dis- 
eases were due to diarrhoea. Metschnikoff has 
availed himself of the chimpanzee in order to 
stmly this common and fatal malady. Pic has 
as yet i^ublislied nothin.g of wdiat I am here 
recording. He has succeeded in infecting a 
cry young chimpanzee with ■4nfantil6 .,: diar- 
■ hoea. He will now isolate and cultivate apart 
the suspected bacterium, and will be able — if 
he has secured the right one — to produce the 
disease in a young chimpanzee by the adminis- 
tration of pure cultures. Further discoveiy. 
will then follow as to the "carriage" and sup-. 
pression of that bacterium.
